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PREFACE 

HAT our English version of the Bible 

is one of the greatest classics in the 

language is admitted by all in theory, 

but few people appear to treat it as 

^ IBgUHgl such in practice. The common man 

t;; reads it for guidance and comfort 

"^ in daily life and in sorrow: the scholar analyses 

> it into its component parts, and discusses their 

i authorship and date ; and the historian, the anti- 

o quary, and the anthropologist have recourse to 

it as a storehouse of facts illustrative of their 

special subjects. But how many read it, not for 

its religious, its ling^uistic, its historical and 

antiquarian interest, but simply for the sake of 

the enjoyment which as pure literature it is 

fitted to afford ? It may be conjectured that 

the number of such readers is very small. The 

reason, or, at all events, a chief reason, of this 

is not far to seek. The passages of greatest 

literary beauty and interest— those on which the 

fame of the book as a classic chiefly rests— are 

scattered up and down it, imbedded, often at rare 

intervals, in a great mass of other matter, which, 

V 
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however interesting and important as theology or 
liistory, possesses only subordinate value as litera- 
ture. It seemed to me, therefore, that a service 
might be rendered to lovers of good literature by 
disengaging these gems from their setting, and 
presenting them in a continuous series. This I 
have essayed to do in the present volume. That 
my choice of passages should alwa]rs commend 
itself to the reader is not to be expected. Choice 
in such matters depends on individual taste, and 
tastes proverbially differ. The most I can hope 
for is that the selection as a whole should be 
approved of by the m^gority of readers, and that, 
though they may think other passages worthy, 
they will deem few or none of the selected passages 
unworthy, of a place in the volume. 

The passages are printed, without variation, 
from the Authorised Version. Here and there I 
have omitted a verse or two, but these omissions 
can always be ascertained by consulting the refer- 
ence at the head of each passage. In arranging 
the passages I have followed the order in which 
they occur in the Bible, except when literary or 
chronological considerations appeared to recom- 
mend some modification of that order. I trust 
that the grounds for all such departures from 
the traditional order will be too obvious to need 
explanation or defence. 

In the notes I have attempted to clear up the 
few difficulties which might perplex even educated 
and intelligent readers. When these difficulties 
arise from the obscurity or corruption of the 
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Hebrew text of the Old Testamenti my explanar 
tions are necessarily given at second hand, since 
I know no Hebrew. But by consulting standard 
commentaries and some of the more recent ver- 
sions, especially the English Revised Version, I 
have endeavoured to ascertain the correct mean- 
ing of the original and to convey it briefly to the 
reader. I have also put together a few parallels 
from other literatures, and have illustrated some 
Hebrew legends and customs from the folk-lore of 
other peoples. 

Apart from all questions of its religious and his- 
torical import, which do not here concern us, the 
Bible is an epic, if not a history, of the world ; 
or, to change the metaphor, it unrolls a vast 
panorama in which the ages of the world move 
before us in a long train of solemn imagery, 
from the creation of the earth and the heavens 
onward to the final passing away of all this 
material universe and the coming of a new heaven 
and a new earth wherein shall dwell righteousness. 
Against this gorgeous background, this ever shift- 
ing scenery, now bright with the hues of heaven, 
now lurid with the glare of hell, we see mankind 
strutting and playing their little part on the stage 
of history. We see them taken from the dust and 
returning to the dust : we see the rise and fall of 
empires : we see great cities, now the hive of busy 
multitudes, now silent and desolate, a den of wild 
beasts. All life's fever is there— its loves and hopes 
and jo]rs, its high endeavours, its suffering and sin 
and sorrow. And then, last scene of all, we see 
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the great white throne and the endless multi- 
tude gathered before it : we hear the final doom 
pronounced ; and as the curtain falls we catch a 
glimpse of the fires of hell and the glories of 
heaven— a vision of a world (how different from 
this I) where care and sin and sorrow shall be no 
more, where the saints shall rest from their 
.labourSi and where God himself shall wipe away 
all tears from their eyes. This may not be science 
and history, but it is at least an impressive 
pageant, a stately drama: without metaphor, it 
is noble literature ; and like all noble literature it 
is fitted to delight, to elevate, and to console.

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THE CREATION AND FALL OF MAN 

Genesis iL 4— iJL 24. 

HESE are the generations of the 
heavens and of the earth when 
they were created, in the day that 
the Lord God made the earth and 
the heavens, and every plant of the 
field before it was in the earth, and 
every herb of the field before it grew : for the Lord 
God had not caused it to rain upon the earth, and 
there was not a man to till the groimd But there 
went up a mist from the earth, and watered the 
whole face of the ground And the Lord God 
formed man of the dust of the ground, and breathed 
into his nostrils the breath of life ; and man became 
a living soul. And the Lord God planted a garden 
eastward in Eden ; and there he put the man whom 
he had formed. And out of the ground made the 
Lord God to grow every tree that is pleasant to 
the sight and good for food ; the tree of life also in 
the midst of the garden, and the tree of knowledge 
of good and evil And a river went out of Eden to 
water the garden ; and from thence it was parted, 
and became into four heads. The name of the first 
is Pison : that is it which compasseth the whole 
land of Havilah, where there is gold ; and the gold 
of that land is good : there is bdellium and the onyx 
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stone. And the name of the second river is Gihon : 
the same is it that compasseth the whole land of 
Ethiopia. And the name of the third river is Hid- 
dekel : that is it which goeth toward the east of 
Assyria. And the fourth river is Euphrates. And 
the Lord God took the man, and put him into the 
garden of Eden to dress it and to keep it And 
the Lord God commanded the man, saying, Of 
eveiy tree of the garden thou mayest freely eat : 
but of the tree of the knowledge of good and evil, 
thou Shalt not eat of it : for in the day that thou 
eatest thereof thou shalt surely die. 

And the Lord God said, It is not good that the 
man should be alone; I will make him an help 
meet for him. And out of the ground the Lord 
God formed every beast of the field, and every fowl 
of the air ; and brought them unto Adam to see 
what he would call them : and whatsoever Adam 
called every living creature, that was the name 
thereof. And Adam gave names to all cattle, and 
to the fowl of the air, and to every beast of the 
field : but for Adam there was not found an help 
meet for him. And the Lord God caused a deep 
sleep to fall upon Adam, and he slept : and he took 
one of his ribs, and closed up the flesh instead 
thereof; and the rib, which the Lord God had 
taken from man, made he a woman, and brought 
her unto the man. And Adam said. This is now 
bone of my bones, and flesh of my flesh : she shall 
be called Woman, because she was taken out of 
Man. Therefore shall a man leave his father and 
his mother, and shall cleave unto his wife : and 
they shall be one flesh. And they were both naked, 
the man and his wife, and were not ashamed. 

Now the serpent was more subtil than any beast 
of the field which the Lord God had made. And 
he said unto the woman. Yea, hath God said, Ye 
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shall not eat of eveiy tree of the grarden ? And the 
woman said unto the serpent, We may eat of the 
fruit of the trees of the garden: but of the fruit of 
the tree which is in the midst of the garden, God 
hath said. Ye shall not eat of it, neither shall ye 
touch it, lest ye die. And the serpent said unto 
the woman, Ye shall not surely die : for God doth 
know that in the day ye eat thereof, then your eyes 
shall be opened, and ye shall be as gods, knowing 
good and eviL And when the woman saw that the 
tree was good for food, and that it was pleasant to 
the eyes, and a tree to be desired to make one 
wise, she took of the fruit thereof, and did eat, and 
gave also unto her husband with her ; and he did 
eat And the eyes of them both were opened, and 
thqr knew that they were naked ; and they sewed 
fig leaves together, and made themselves aprons. 

And thqr heard the voice of the Lord God walk- 
ing in the garden in the cool of the day: and Adam 
and his wife hid themselves from the presence of 
the Lord God amongst the trees of the garden. 
And the Lord God called unto Adam, and said 
unto him, Where art thou ? And he said, I heard 
thy voice in the garden, and I was afraid, because 
I was naked ; and I hid myself. And he said. Who 
told thee that thou wast naked ? Hast thou eaten 
of the tree^ whereof I commanded thee that thou 
shouldest not eat ? And the man said. The woman 
whom thou gavest to be with me, she gave me of 
the tree, and I did eat And the Lord God said 
unto the woman. What is this that thou hast done? 
And the woman said, The serpent beguiled me, and 
I did eat And the Lord God said unto the serpent. 
Because thou hast done this, thou art cursed above 
all cattle, and above every beast of the field ; upon 
thy belly shalt thou go, and dust shalt thou eat all 
the days of thy life : and I will put enmity between 
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thee and the woman, and between thy seed and her 
seed; it shall bruise thy head, and thou shalt 
bruise his heeL Unto the woman he said, I will 
greatly multiply thy sorrow and thy conception ; in 
sorrow thou shalt bring forth children; and thy 
desire shall be to thy husband, and he shall rule 
over thee. And unto Adam he said, Because thou 
hast hearkened unto the voice of thy wife^ and hast 
eaten of the tree, of which I commanded thee, 
ssLjingt Thou shalt not eat of it: cursed is the 
ground for thy sake ; in sorrow shalt thou eat of 
it all the days of thy life ; thorns also and thistles 
shall it bring forth to thee; and thou shalt eat 
the herb of the field ; in the sweat of thy face 
shalt thou eat bread, till thou return unto the 
ground ; for out of it wast thou taken : for dust 
thou art, and unto dust shalt thou return. 

And Adam called his wife's name Eve ; because 
she was the mother of all living. Unto Adam 
also and to his wife did the Lord God make 
coats of skins, and clothed theuL And the Lord 
God said. Behold, the man is become as one of 
us, to know good and evil : and now, lest he put 
forth his hand, and take also of the tree of life, 
and eat, and live for ever: therefore the LOrd 
God sent him forth from the garden of Eden, to 
till the ground from whence he was taken. So 
he drove out the man ; and he placed at the east 
of the garden of Eden cherubims, and a flaming 
sword which turned every way, to keep the way 
of the tree of life. 
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THE GREAT FLOOD 

ND it came to pass, when men began 
to multiply on the face of the earth, 
and daughters were bom unto them, 
that the sons of God saw the daugh- 
ters of men that they were fair; and 
they took them wives of all which 
they chose. And the Lord said, My Spirit shall not 
always strive with man, for that he also is flesh : 
yet his days shall be an hundred and twenty jrears. 
There were giants in the earth in those days ; and 
also after that, when the sons of God came in unto 
the daughters of men, and they bare children to 
them, the same became mighty men which were 
of old, men of renown. And God saw that the 
wickedness of man was great in the earth, and 
that eveiy imagination of the thoughts of his 
heart was only evil continually. And it repented 
the Lord that he had made man on the earth, and 
it grieved him at his heart And the Lord said, I 
will destroy man whom I have created from the 
face of the earth ; both man, and beast, and the 
creeping thing, and the fowls of the air ; for it 
repenteth me that I have made them. But Noah 
found grace in the eyes of the Lord. 

These are the generations of Noah : Noah was a 
just man and perfect in his generations, and Noah 
walked with God. And Noah begat three sons, 
Shem, Ham, and Japheth. The earth also was 
corrupt before God, and the earth was filled with 
violence. And God looked upon the earth, and^ 
behold, it was corrupt ; for all flesh had corrupted 
his way upon the earth. 
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And God said unto Noah, The end of all flesh 
is come before me; for the earth is filled with 
violence through them ; and, behold, I will destroy 
them with the earth. Make thee an ark of gopher 
wood; rooms shalt thou make in the ark, and 
shalt pitch it within and without with pitch. And 
this is the fashion which thou shalt make it of: 
The length of the ark shall be three hundred 
cubits, the breadth of it fifty cubits, and the height 
of it thirty cubits. A window shalt thou make to 
the ark, and in a cubit shalt thou finish it above ; 
and the door of the ark shalt thou set in the side 
thereof; with lower, second, and third stories 
shalt thou make it And, behold, I, even I, do 
bring a flood of waters upon the earth, to destroy 
all flesh, wherein is the breath of life, from under 
heaven ; and every thing that is in the earth shall 
die. But with thee will I establish my covenant ; 
and thou shalt come into the ark, thou, and thy 
sons, and thy wife, and thy sons' wives with thee. 
And of every living thing of all flesh, two of every 
sort shalt thou bring into the ark, to keep them 
alive with thee; they shall be male and female; 
Of fowls after their kind, and of cattle after their 
kind, of every creeping thing of the earth after 
his kind, two of every sort shall come unto thee, 
to keep them alive. And take thou unto thee of 
all food that is eaten, and thou shalt gather it 
to thee ; and it shall be for food for thee, and for 
them. Thus did Noah ; according to all that God 
conmianded him, so did he. 

And the Lord said unto Noah, Come thou and 
all thy house into the ark; for thee have I seen 
righteous before me in this generation. Of every 
clean beast thou shalt take to thee by sevens, 
the male and his female : and of beasts that are 
not dean by two, the male and his female. Of 
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fowls also of the air by sevens, the male and the 
female; to keep seed alive upon the face of all 
the earth. For yet seven days, and I will cause 
it to rain upon the earth forty days and forty 
nights; and every living substance that I have 
made will I destroy from off the face of the earth. 
And Noah did according unto all that the Lord 
commanded him. 

And Noah was six hundred years old when the 
flood of waters was upon the earth. And Noah 
went in, and his sons, and his wife, and his sons' 
wives with him, into the ark, because of the waters 
of the flood. Of clean beasts, and of beasts that 
are not dean, and of fowls, and of every thing 
that creepeth upon the earth, there went in two 
and two unto Noah into the ark, the male and the 
female, as God had commanded Noah. And it 
came to pass after seven dajrs, that the waters 
of the flood were upon the earth. In the six 
hundredth year of Noah's life, in the second 
month, the seventeenth day of the month, the 
same day were all the fountains of the great deep 
broken up, and the windows of heaven were 
opened. And the rain was upon the earth forty 
days and forty nights. In the selfsame day 
entered Noah, and Shem, and Ham, and Japheth, 
the sons of Noah, and Noah's wife, and the three 
wives of his sons with them, into the ark ; they, 
and eveiy beast after his kind, and all the cattle 
after their kind, and every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth after his kind, and eveiy 
fowl after his kind, eveiy bird of every sort And 
they went in unto Noah into the ark, two and two 
of all flesh, wherein is the breatii of life. And they 
that went in, went in male and female of all flesh, 
as God had commanded him : and the Lord shut 
him in. And the flood was forty days upon the 
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earth ; and the waters increased, and bare up the 
arky and it was lift up above the earth. And the 
waters prevailed, and were increased greatly upon 
the earth ; and the ark went upon the face of the 
waters. And the waters prevailed exceedingly 
upon the earth ; and all the high hills that were 
under the whole heaven were covered Fifteen 
cubits upward did the waters prevail; and the 
mountains were covered. And all flesh died that 
moved upon the earth, both of fowl, and of cattle, 
and of beast, and of every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth, and eveiy man: all in 
whose nostrils was the breath of life, of all that 
was in the dry land, died. And every living sub- 
stance was destroyed which was upon the face of 
the ground, both man, and cattle, and the creeping 
things, and the fowl of the heaven ; and they were 
destroyed from the earth: and Noah only re- 
mained alive, and they that were with him in the 
ark. And the waters prevailed upon the earth 
an hundred and fifty days. 

And God remembered Noah, and every living 
thing, and all the cattle that was with him in the 
ark : and God made a wind to pass over the earth, 
and the waters asswaged ; the fountains also of 
the deep and the windows of heaven were stopped, 
and the rain from heaven was restrained ; and the 
waters returned from off the earth continually: 
and after the end of the hundred and fifty days 
the waters were abated. And the ark rested in 
the seventh month, on the seventeenth day of the 
month, upon the mountains of Ararat. And the 
waters decreased continually until the tenth month : 
in t±ie tenth month, on the first day of the month, 
were the tops of the mountains seen. And it came 
to pass at the end of forty dajrs, that Noah opened 
the window of the ark which he had made : and 
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he sent forth a raven, which went forth to and fro, 
until the waters were dried up from off the earth* 
Also he sent forth a dove from him, to see if the 
waters were abated from off the face of the ground ; 
but the dove found no rest for the sole of her foot, 
and she returned unto him into the ark, for the 
waters were on the face of the whole earth : then 
he put forth his hand, and took her, and pulled her 
in unto him into the ark. And he sta]red yet other 
seven days ; and again he sent forth the dove out 
of the ark ; and the dove came in to him in the 
evening ; and, lo, in her mouth was an olive leaf 
pluckt off: so Noah knew that the waters were 
abated from off the earth. And he stayed ]ret other 
seven da]rs ; and sent forth the dove ; which re- 
turned not again unto him any more. 

And it came to pass in the six hundredth and 
first year, in the first month, the first day of the 
month, the waters were dried up from off the earth : 
and Noah removed the covering of the ark, and 
looked, and, behold, the face of the ground was dry. 
And in the second month, on the seven and twen- 
tieth day of the month, was the earth dried. And 
God spake unto Noah, saying, Go forth of the 
ark, thou, and thy wife, and thy sons, and thy sons' 
wives with thee. Bring forth with thee every living 
thing that is with thee, of all flesh, both of fowl, 
and of cattle, and of every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth; that they may breed 
abundantly in the earth, and be fruitful, and mul- 
tiply upon the earth. And Noah went forth, and 
his sons, and his wife, and his sons' wives with 
him : every beast, eveiy creeping thing, and every 
fowl, and whatsoever creepeth upon the earth, after 
their kinds, went forth out of the ark. And Noah 
builded an altar unto the Lord ; and took of eveiy 
dean beast, and of every clean fowl, and offered 
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burnt offerings on the altar. And the Lord smelled 
a sweet savour ; and the Lord said in his heart, 
I will not again curse the ground aay more for 
man's sake ; for the imagination of man's heart is 
eril from his jouth ; neither will I again smite any 
more every thing living, as I have done. While 
the earth remainetb, seed-time and harvest, and 
cold and heat, and summer and winter, and day 
and night shall not cease.

D the whole earth was of one lan- 
guage, and of one speech. And it 
came to pass, as they journeyed from 
the east, that they found a plain in 
the land of Shinar ; and they dwelt 
there. And they said one to another, 
Go to, let us make brick, and bum them throughly. 
And tiiey had brick for stone, and sUme had they 
far mortar. And they said, Go to, let us build 
us a dty, and a tower whose top may reach unto 
heaven ; and let us make us a name, lest we be 
scattered abroad upon the face of the whole earth.

ND the men said unto Lot, Hast thou 
here any besides? son-in-law, and 
thy sons, and thy daugfhters, and 
irtiatsoever thou hast in the dty, 
bring: them out of this place: for 
we will destroy this place, because 
the ciy of them is waxen great before the face 
of the Lord; and the Lord hath sent us to destroy 
it And Lot went out, and spake unto bis sons- 
in-law, which married his daughters, and said. 
Up, get you out of this place ; for the Lord will 
destn^ this dty. But be seemed as one that 
mocked unto his sons-in-law.

And Sarah saw the son of Hagar 
the Egyptian^ which she had bom unto Abraham, 
mocking. Wherefore she said unto Abraham, 
Cast out this bond-woman and her son : for the 
son of this bond-woman shall not be heir with my 
son, even with Isaac And the thing was vety 
grievous in Abraham's sight because of his son. 
And God said unto Abraham, Let it not be griev- 
ous in thy sight because of the lad, and because of 
thy bond-woman ; in all that Sarah hath said unto 
thee, hearken unto her voice ; for in Isaac shall 
thy seed be called. And also of the son of the 
bond-woman will I make a nation, because he is 
thy seed. 

And Abraham rose up early in the moming, and 
took bread and a bottle of water, and gave it unto 
Hagar, putting it on her shoulder, and the child, 
and sent her away. And she departed, and wan- 
dered in the wildemess of Beer-sheba. And the 
water was spent in the bottle, and she cast the 
child under one of the shrabs.

What aileth thee, Hagar? fear not; for God 
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bath heard the voice of the lad where he is. 
Arise, lift up the lad, and hold him in thine hand ; 
for I will make him a great nation. And God 
opened her e7eS| and she saw a well of water ; and 
she went and filled the bottle with water, and gave 
the lad drink. And God was with the lad ; and he 
grew, and dwelt in the wilderness, and became an 
archer. 

VII

ND it came to pass after these things 
that God did tempt Abraham, and 
said unto him, Abraham : and he said.

ND Abraham was old> and well 
stricken in age: and the Lord had 
blessed Abraham in all things. And

And the damsel was very fair to look 
upon, a virgin, neither had any man known her : 
and she went down to the well, and filled her 
pitcher, and came up. And the servant ran to 
meet her, and said. Let me, I pray thee, drink a 
little water of thy pitcher. And she said. Drink, 
my lord: and she hasted, and let down her 
pitcher upon her hand, and gave him drink.

And^my master made me swear, saying, 
Hiou Shalt not take a wife to my son of the 
daughters of the Canaanites, in whose land I 
dwell : but thou shalt go unto my father's houses 
and to nqr kindred, and take a ^e unto my son. 
And I said unto my master, Peradventure the 
woman will not follow me. And he said unto me^ 
The Lord, before whom I walk, will send his angel 
with thee, and prosper thy way; and thou shalt 
take a wife for my son of my kindred, and of my 
father's house : then shalt thou be clear from this 
my oath, when thou comest to my kindred ; and it 
they give not thee one, thou shalt be clear from my 
oath.

And before I had done 
speaking in mine heart, behold, Rebekah came 
forth with her pitcher on her shoulder; and she 
went down unto the well, and drew water : and I 
said unto her. Let me drink, I pray thee. And she 
made haste, and let down her pitcher from her 
shoulder, and said. Drink, and I will give thy 
camels drink also: so I drank, and she made the 
camels drink also. And I asdced her, and said. 

The 
daughter of Bethuel, Nahor's son, whom Milcah 
bare unto him: and I put the earring upon her

And Isaac went 
out to meditate in the field at the eventide : and he 
lifted up his eyes» and saw, and^^behold, the camels 
were coming:. And Rebdcah lifted up her ey^ 
and when she saw Isaac, she ligrhted off the cameL 
For she had said unto the servant.

ND it came to pass, that when Isaac 
was old, and his eyes were dim, so 
that he could not see, he called Esau 
his eldest son, and said unto him, 
My son: and he said unto him, 
Behold, here am I. And he said. 
Behold now, I am old, I know not the day of my 
death. Now therefore take, I pray thee, thy 
weapons, thy quiver and thy bow, and go out 
to the field, and take me some venison; and 
make me savoury meat, such as I love, and bring 
it to me, that I may eat; that my soul may 
bless thee before I die. And Rebekah heard 
when Isaac spake to Esau his son. And Esau 
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went to the field to hunt for venison, and to 
bring it 
^^ And Rebekah spake unto Jacob her son, saying. 
Behold, I heard thy father speak unto Esau thy 
brother, sajring, Bring me venison, and make me 
savoury meat, that I may eat, and bless thee before 
tbe Lord before my death. Now therefore, my son, 
obey my voice according to that which I command 
thee. Go now to the flock, and fetch me from 
thence two good kids of the goats ; and I will 
make them savoury meat for thy father, such as he 
loveth : and thou shalt bring it to thy father, that 
he may eat, and that he may bless thee before his 
death. And Jacob said to Rebekah his mother. 
Behold, Esau my brother is a hairy man, and I am 
a smooth man : my father peradventure will feel 
me, and I shall seem to him as a deceiver ; and I 
shall bring a curse upon me, and not a blessing. 
And his mother said unto him. Upon me be thy 
curse, my son : only obey my voice, and go fetch 
me theoL And he went, and fetched, and brought 
them to his mother : and his mother made savouiy 
meat, such as his father loved. And Rebekah took 
goodly raiment of her eldest son Esau, which were 
with her in the house, and put them upon Jacob 
her younger son : and she put the skhis of the 
kids of the goats upon his hands, and upon the 
smooth of his neck: and she gave the savoury 
meat and the bread, which she had prepared, into 
the hand of her son Jacob. 

And he came unto his father, and said. My 
father : and he said, Here am I ; who art thou, 
my son ? And Jacob said unto his father, I am 
Esau thy firstborn ; I have done according as thou 
badest me : arise, I pray thee, sit and eat of my 
venison, that thy soul may bless me. And Isaac 
said unto his son, How is it that thou hast found 
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it so quickly, my son? And he said, Because the 
Lord thy God brought it to me. And Isaac said 
unto Jacob, Come near, I pray thee, that I may 
feel thee, my son, whether thou be my veiy son 
Esau or not And Jacob went near unto Isaac his 
father; and he felt him, and said. The voice is 
Jacob's voice, but the hands are the hands of Esau. 
And he discerned him not, because his hands were 
haiiy, as his brother Esau's hands : so he blessed 
him. And he said, Art thou my veiy son Esau ? 
And he said, I am. And he said, Bring it near 
to me, and I will eat of my son's venison, that my 
soul may bless thee. And he brought it near to 
him, and he did eat : and he brought him wine, 
and he drank. And his father Isaac said unto him. 
Come near now, and kiss me, my son. And he 
came near, and kissed him : and he smelled the 
smell of his raiment, and blessed him, and said. 
See, the smell of my son is as the smell of a field 
which the Lord hath blessed : therefore God give 
thee of the dew of heaven, and the fatness of the 
earth, and plenty of com and wine : let people 
serve thee, and nations bow down to thee : be lord 
over thy brethren, and let thy mother's sons bow 
down to thee : cursed be every one that curseth 
thee, and blessed be he that blesseth thee. 

And it came to pass, as soon as Isaac had made 
an end of blessing Jacob, and Jacob was ytt scarce 
gone out from the presence of Isaac his father, that 
Esau his brother came in from his hunting. And 
he also had made savoury meat, and brought it unto 
his father, and said unto his father. Let my father 
arise, and eat of his son's venison, that thy soul 
may bless me. And Isaac his father said unto 
Um, Who art thou ? And he said, I am thy son, 
thy firstborn Esau. And Isaac trembled very 
exceedingly, and said. Who? where is he that 
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bath taken venison, and brought it me^ and I have 
eaten of all before thou earnest, and have blessed 
htm? jea, and he shall be blessed* And when 
Esau heard the words of his father, he cried with 
agreat and exceeding bitter cry, and said unto his 
fiither. Bless me, even me also, O my fatherl 
And he said, Thy brother came with subtilty, and 
hath taken away thy blessing. And he said. Is 
not he rightly named Jacob ? for he hath supplanted 
me these two times: he took away my birthright ; 
and, behold, now he hath taken away my blessing. 
And he said. Hast thou not reserved a blessing for 
me ? And Isaac answered and said unto Esau, 
Behold, I have made him thy lord, and all his 
brethren have I given to him for servants; and 
with com and wine have I sustained him: and 
vdiat shall I do now unto thee, my son? And 
Esau said unto his father. Hast thou but one 
blessing, my father ? bless me, even me also, O 
my father 1 And Esau lifted up his voice, and 
wept. And Isaac his father answered and said 
unto him. Behold, thy dwelling shall be the fatness 
of the earth, and of the dew of heaven from above; 
and by thy sword shalt thou live, and shalt serve 
thy brother ; and it shall come to pass when thou 
shalt have tiie dominion, that thou shalt break his 
yoke from off thy neck. 

And Esau hated Jacob because of the bless- 
ing wherewith his father blessed him : and Esau 
said in his heart, The days of mourning for my 
father are at hand ; then will I slay my brother 
Jacob.

ND Jacob went out from Beer-sheba 
and went toward Haran. And he 
lighted upon a certain place, and 
tarried there all night, because the 
sun was set; and he took of the 
stones of that place, and put them for 
his pillows, and lay down in that place to sleep.

And when they saw him afar off, even before he 
came near unto them, they conspired against him 
to slay him. And they said one to another. Be- 
hold, this dreamer cometh. Come now therefore, 
and let us slay him, and cast him into some pit ;

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And Reuben returned unto the pit ; and, behold, 
Joseph was noMn the pit ; and he rent his clothes. 
And he returned unto his brethren, and said, The 
child is not ; and I, whither shall I go ? And they 
took Joseph's coat, and killed a kid of the goats, 
and dipped the coat in the blood : and they sent 
the coat of many colours, and they brought it to 
their father ; and said, This have we found : know 
now whether it be thy son's coat or no. And he 
knew it, and said, It is my son's coat; an evil beast 
bath devoured him : Joseph is without doubt rent 
m pieces. And Jacob rent his clothes, and put 
sackcloth upon his loins, and mourned for his son 
many days. And all his sons and all his daughters 
n>8e up to comfort him ; but he refused to be com- 
forted : and he said. For I will go down into the 
grave unto my son mourning. Thus his father 
wept for him. 

And the Midianites sold him into Egypt unto 
Potiphar, an officer of Pharaoh's, and captain of 
the guard. 

2. JOSEPH IS CAST INTO PRISON 
Genesis 




ND Joseph was brought down to 
^STPtf suid Potiphar, an officer of 
Pharaoh, captain of the guard, an 
Egyptian, bought him of the hands 
of the Ishmeelites, which had brought 
him down thither. And the Lord 
was with Joseph, and he was a prosperous man ; 
and he was in the house of his master the Eg]rp- 
tian. And his master saw that the Lord was with 
him, and that the Lord made all that he did to 
prosper in his hand. And Joseph found grace in 
his sight, and he served him : and he made him 

c 
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overseer over his house, and all that he had he put 
into his hand. And it came to pass, from the time 
that he had made him overseer in his house, and 
over all that he had, that the Lord blessed the 
Egyptian's house for Joseph's sake; and the 
blessing of the Lord was upon all that he had in 
the house, and in the field. And he left all that he 
had in Joseph's hand ; and he knew not ought he 
had, save the bread which he did eat And Joseph 
was a goodly person, and well-favoured. 

And it came to^pass after these things, that his 
master's wife cast her eyes upon Joseph ; and she 
said. Lie with me. But he refused, and said unto 
his master's wife. Behold, my master wotteth not 
what is with me in the house, and he hath com- 
mitted all that he hath to my hand ; there is none 
greater in this house than I ; neither hath he kept 
back any thing from me but thee, because thou art 
his wife : how then can I do this great wickedness, 
and sin against God ? And it came to pass, as she 
spake to Joseph day by day, that he hearkened not 
unto her, to lie by her, or to be with her. And it 
came to pass about tiiis time, that Joseph went 
into the house to do his business ; and there was 
none of the men of the house there within. And 
she caught him by his garment, saying. Lie with 
me : and he left his garment in her hand, and fled, 
and got him out And it came to pass, when she 
saw that he had left his garment in her hand, and 
was fled forth, that she called unto the men of 
her house, and spake unto them, saying, See, he 
hath brought in an Hebrew unto us to mock us ; 
he came in unto me to lie with me, and I cried with 
a loud voice : and it came to pass, when he heard 
that I lifted up my voice and cried, that he left his 
garment with me, and fled, and got him out And 
she laid up his garment by her until his lord came 
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home. And she spake unto him according: to these 
wordSi sayingy The Hebrew servant, which thou 
hast brought unto us, came in unto me to mock 
me : and it came to pass, as I lifted up my voice 
and cried, that he left his garment with me and 
fled out 

And it came to pass, when his master heard the 
words of his wife, which she spake unto him, say- 
ing, After this manner did thy servant to me, that 
his wrath was kindled. And Joseph's master took 
him, and put him into the prison, a place where 
the king's prisoners were bound: and he was 
there in the prison. But the Lord was with 
Joseph, and showed him mercy, and gave him 
favour in the sight of the keeper of the prison. 
And the keeper of the prison committed to Joseph's 
hand all the prisoners that were in the prison; and 
whatsoever they did there, he was the doer of it 
The keeper of the prison looked not to any thing 
that was under his hand ; because the Lord was 
with him, and that which he did, the Lord made it 
to prosper. 

3. JOSEPH INTERPRETS THE DREAMS OF PHARAOH'S 

BUTLER AND BAKER 

Genesis zL 

f D it came to pass after these things, 
that the butler of the king of Egypt 
and his baker had offended their Iwd 
the king of Egypt And Pharaoh 
was wroth against two of his officers, 
against the chief of the butlers, and 
against the chief of the bakers. And he put 
them in ward in the house of the captain of the 
guard, into the prison, the place where Joseph was 
bound. And the captahi of the guard charged 
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Joseph with them, and he served them : and they 
continued a season in ward. 

And they dreamed a dream both of them, each 
man his dream in one nig:ht, each man according: 
to the interpretation of his dream, the butler and 
the baker of the king of Egypt, which were bound 
in the prison. And Joseph came in unto them in 
the morning, and looked upon them, and, behold, 
they were sad. And he asked Pharaoh's ofiScers, 
that were ^mth him in the ward of his lord's house, 
sa]ring. Wherefore look ye so sadly to-day? And 
thqr said unto him, We have dreamed a dream, 
and there is no interpreter of it And Joseph said 
unto them, Do not interpretations belong to God ? 
tell me them, I pray you. And the chief butler told 
his dream to Joseph, and said to him. In my 
dream, behold, a vine was before me ; and in the 
vine were three branches : and it was as though it 
budded, and her blossoms shot forth; and the 
clusters thereof brought forth ripe grapes; and 
Pharaoh's cup was in my hand ; and I took the 
grapes, and pressed them into Pharaoh's cup, and 
I gave the cup into Pharaoh's hand. And Joseph 
said unto him. This is the interpretation of it : The 
three branches are three dajrs: yet vnthin three 
days shall Pharaoh lift up thine head, and restore 
thee unto thy place: and thou shalt deliver 
Pharaoh's cup into his hand, after the former 
manner when thou wast his butler. But think on 
me when it shall be well with thee, and show kind- 
ness, I pray thee, unto me, and make mention of 
me unto Pharaoh, and bring me out of this house : 
for indeed I was stolen away out of the land of 
the Hebrews ; and here also have I done nothing 
that they should put me into the dungeon. When 
the chid* baker saw that the interpretation was 
good, he said unto Joseph, I also was in my dream, 
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and, behold, I had three white baskets on my head : 
and in the uppermost basket there was of aH 
manner of bakemeats for Pharaoh ; and the birds 
did eat them out of the basket upon my head. 
And Joseph answered and said, This is the inter- 
pretation thereof: The three baskets are three 
dsLjs : yet within three days shall Pharaoh lift up 
thy head from off thee, and shall hang thee on a 
tree; and the birds shall eat thy flesh from off 
thee. 

And it came to pass the third day, which was 
Pharaoh's birthday, that he made a feast unto all 
his servants : and he lifted up the head of the chief 
butler and of the chief baker among his servants. 
And he restored the chief butler unto his butler- 
ship again ; and he gave the cup into Pharaoh's 
hand : but he hanged the chief baker : as Joseph 
had interpreted to them. Yet did not the chief 
butler remember Joseph, but forgat him.

ND it came to pass at the end of two 
full years, that Pharaoh dreamed: 
and, behold, he stood by the river. 
And, behold, there came up out of the 
river seven well-favoured kine and 
f atfleshed ; and they fed in a meadow. 
And, behold, seven other kine came up after them 
out of the river, ill-favoured and leanfleshed ; and 
stood by the other kine upon the brink of the river. 
And the ill-favoured and leanfleshed kine did eat 
up the seven well-favoured and fat kine. So 
Pharaoh awoke.

And 
it came to pass in the morning, that his spirit was 
troubled ; and he sent and called for all the magi- 
cians of Egypt, and all the wise men thereof: and 
Pharaoh told them his dreams; but there was 
none that could interpret them unto Pharaoh. 

Then spake the chief butler unto Pharaoh, say- 
ing, I do remember my faults this day: Pharaoh 
was wroth with his servants, and put me in ward 
in the captain of the guard's house, both me and 
the chief baker: and we dreamed a dream in one 
night, I and he ; we dreamed each man according 
to the interpretation of his dream. And there was 
there with us a young man, an Hebrew, servant to 
the captain of the guard; and we told him, and he 
interpreted to us our dreams ; to each man accord- 
ing to his dream he did interpret And it came to 
pass, as he interpreted to us, so it was; me he 
restored unto mine office, and him he hanged. 

Then Pharaoh sent and called Joseph, and they 
brought him hastily out of the dungeon : and he 
shaved himself, and changed his raiment, and 
came in unto Pharaoh. And Pharaoh said unto 
Joseph, I have dreamed a droam, and there is none 
that can interpret it : and I have heard say of thee, 
that thou canst understand a dream to interpret it 
And Joseph answered Pharaoh, sa]ring. It is not in 
me: God shall give Pharaoh an answer of peace. 
And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, In my dream, 
behold, I stood upon the bank of the river : and, 
behold, there came up out of the river seven kine, 
fatfleshed and well-favoured ; and they fed in a 
meadow: and, behold, seven other kine came up 
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after them, poor and veiy ill-favoured and lean- 
fleshed, such as I never saw in all the land of 
Eg3rpt for badness: and the lean and the ill- 
favoured kine did eat up the first seven fat kine : 
and when they had eaten them up, it could not be 
known that they had eaten them ; but they were 
still ill-favoured, as at the beginning^. So I awoke. 
And I saw in my dream, and, behold, seven ears 
came up in one stalk, full and good : and, behold, 
seven ears, withered, thin, and blasted with the 
east wind, sprung up after them: and the thin 
ears devoureid the seven good ears. And I told 
this unto tiie magicians ; but there was none that 
could declare it to me. 

And Joseph said unto Pharaoh, The dream of 
Pharaoh is one : God hath shewed Pharaoh what 
he is about to do. The seven good kine are seven 
years ; and the seven good ears are seven years : 
the dream is one. And the seven thin and ill- 
favoured kine that came up after them are seven 
years ; and the seven empty ears, blasted with the 
east wind, shall be seven years of famine. This is 
the thing which I have spoken unto Pharaoh: 
What God is about to do he sheweth unto 
Pharaoh. Behold, there come seven years of 
great plenty throughout all the land of Egypt: 
and there shall arise after them seven years of 
famine; and all the plenty shall be forgotten in 
the land of Egypt ; and the famine shall consume 
the land ; and the plenty shall not be known in the 
land by reason of that famine following; for it 
shall be very grievous. And for that the dream 
was doubled unto Pharaoh twice ; it is because the 
thing is established by God, and God will shortly 
bring it to pass. Now therefore let Pharaoh look 
out a man discreet and wise, and set him over the 
land of Egypt Let Pharaoh do this and let 
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appoint o£Scers over the land, and take up the fifth 
part of the land of Egypt in the seven plenteous 
years. And let them gather all the food of those 
good years that come, and lay up com under the 
hand of Pharaoh, and let them keep food in the 
cities. And that food shall be for store to the land 
against the seven years of faminei which shall be 
in the land of Egypt; that the land perish not 
through the famine. 

And the thing was good in the eyes of Pharaoh, 
and in the eyes of all his servants. And Pharaoh 
said unto his servants, Can we find such a one 
as this is, a man in whom the Spirit of God is? 
And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, Forasmuch as 
God hath shewed thee all this, there is none so 
discreet and wise as thou art: thou shalt be 
over my house, and according unto thy word shall 
all my people be ruled: only in the throne will 
I be greater than thou. And Pharaoh said unto 
Joseph, See, I have set thee over all the land of 
Eg]rpt And Pharaoh took off his ring from his 
hand, and put it upon Joseph's hand, and arra]red 
him in vestures of fine linen, and put a gold chain 
about his neck: and he made him to ride in 
the second chariot which he had ; and they cried 
before him. Bow the knee : and he made him ruler 
over all the land of Egypt And Pharaoh said 
unto Joseph, I am Pharaoh, and without thee 
shall no man lift up his hand or foot in all the 
land of Egypt And Pharaoh called Joseph's 
name Zaphnath-paaneah ; and he gave him to 
wife Asenath the daughter of Poti-pherah priest 
of On. And Joseph went out over all the land 
of Egypt And Joseph was thirty years old when 
he stood before Pharaoh king of Egypt And 
Joseph went out from the presence of Pharaoh, 
and went throughout all the land of Egypt And 
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in the seven plenteous years the earth brought 
forth by handfuls. And he gathered up all tiie 
food of the seven years, which were in the land 
of Egypt, and laid up the food in the cities: the 
food of the field, which was round about every 
dty, laid he up in the same. And Joseph gathered 
com as the sand of the sea, veiy much, until he 
left numbering ; for it was without number* And 
unto Joseph were bom two sons before the years 
of iamine cam^ which Asenath the daughter of 
Poti-pherah priest of On bare unto hinu And 
Joseph called the name of the first-bom Manas- 
seh: for God, said he, hath made me forget all 
my toil, and aU my father's house. And the name 
of the second called he Ephraim : for God hath 
caused me to be fruitful in the land of my afflic- 
tion. 

And the seven years of plenteousness, that was 
in the land of Egypt, were ended. And the seven 
years of dearth began to come, according as 
Joseph had said: and the dearth was in all lands; 
but in all the land of Egypt there was bread. 
And when all the land of Egypt was famished, 
the people cried to Pharaoh for bread: and 
Pharaoh said unto all the Egyptians, Go unto 
Joseph ; what he saith to you, do. And the 
famine was over all the face of the earth. And 
Joseph opened all the storehouses, and sold unto 
the Egyptians; and the famine waxed sore in 
the land of Egypt And all countries came into 
Egypt to Joseph for to buy com; because that 
the famine was so sore in all lands. 
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into his sacki and to give them provision for 
the way: and thus did he unto them. And they 
laded their asses with the com, and departed 
thence. And as one of them opened his sack, 
to give his ass provender in the irnii he espied 
his money; for, behold, it was in his sack's 
mouth. And he said unto his brethren, My 
money is restored; and, lo, it is even in my 
sack : and their heart failed them, and they were 
afraid, saying one to another, What is this that 
God hath done unto us ? 

And they came unto Jacob their father unto 
the land of Canaan, and told him all that befell 
unto them ; sa]ring. The man who is tiie lord of 
the land, spake roughly to us, and took us for 
spies of the country.

And it came to pass as th^ 
emptied their sacks, that, behold, every man's 
bundle of money was in his sack: and when 
both they and their father saw the bundles of 
money, th^ were afraid. And Jacob their father 
said unto them. Me have ye bereaved of my 
children: Joseph is not, and Simeon is not, and 
ye will take Benjamin away : all these things are 
against me. And Reuben spake unto his Gather, 
saying. Slay my two sons, if I bring him not 
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to ihee: deliver him into mj hand, and I will 
bring: him to thee agaixL And he said, My son 
shall not go down with you; for his brother is 
dead, and he is left alone: if mischief befall him 
by the way in the which ye go^ then shall ye 
bring down my grey hairs with sorrow to the 




6. JOSEPH BNTBRTAINS HIS BRETHREN

ND the famine was sore in the land. 
And it came to pass, when they had 
eaten up the com which they had 
brought out of Egjrpt, their father 
said unto them, Go again, buy us a 
little food. And Judah spake unto 
him, saying, The man did solemnly protest unto us, 
saying. Ye sJiall not see my Ceure, except ]rour brother 
be with you. If thou wilt send our brother with us, 
we will go down and buy thee food. But if thou 
wilt not send him, we will not go down : for the 
man said unto us. Ye shall not see my face, except 
your brother be with you. And Israel said. Where- 
fore dealt ye so iU with me^ as to tell the man 
whether ye had yet a brother? And they said. The 
man asked us straitly of our state, and of our kin- 
dred, saying. Is your father jtt aliye? have jt 
another brother ? and we told him according to the 
tenor of these words : could we certainly know that 
he would say. Bring jovr brother down ? And 
Judah said unto Israel his father, Send the lad 
with me, and we will arise and go; that we may 
liwef and not die, both we, and thou, and also our 
little ones. I will be surety for him ; of my hand 
Shalt thou require him: if I bring him not unto 
thee, and set him before thee, then let me bear the 
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blame for ever: for except we had lingered, 
surely now we had returned this second time. And 
their father Israel said unto them. If it must be so

D he commanded the steward of his 
liouse, saying, Fill the men's sacks 
vith food, as much as they can cany, 
md put every man's money in his 
lack's moutlL And put my cup, the 
jilver cup, in the sack's mouth of 
the youngest, and his com money. And he did 
acconUng to the word that Joseph had spoken. 

As soon as the morning was l^ht, the men were 
sent away, they and their asses. And when they 
were gone out of the dty, and not yet far off, Joseph 
said unto his steward. Up, follow after the men; 
and when thou dost overtake them, say unto them, 
Wherefore have ye rewarded evil for good ? is not 
this it in which my lord drioketh, and whereby 
indeed he divineth ? ye have done evil in so doing.

Then Judah came near unto him, and said, Oh 
my lord, let thy servant, I pray thee, speak a word 
in my lord's ears, and let not thine anger bum 
against thy servant : for thou art even as Pharaoh. 
My lord asked his servants, saying. Have jre a 
father, or a brother? And we said unto my lord. 
We have a father, an old man, and a child of his 
old age, a little one ; and his brother is dead, and 
he alone is left of his mother, and his father loveth 
him. And thou saidst unto thy servants. Bring 
him down unto me, that I may set mine tjes upon 
him. And we said unto my lord. The lad cannot 
leave his father : for if he should leave his father, 
his father would die. And thou saidst unto thy 
servants. Except your youngest brother come 
down with you, ye shall see my face no more. 
And it came to pass, when we came up unto thy 
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servant my father, we told him the words of my 
lord* And our father said, Go again, and buy us a 
little food And we said, We cannot go down : if 
our joungtst brother be with us, then will we go 
down : for we may not see the man's face, except 
our youngest brother be with us. And thy servant 
my father said unto us, Ye know that my wife bare 
me two sons : and the one went out from me, and 
I said. Surely he is torn in pieces ; and I saw him 
not since: and if ye take this also from me, and 
mischief befall him, jre shall bring down my grey 
hairs with sorrow to the grave. Now therefore^ 
when I come to thy servant my father, and the lad 
be not with us ; seeing that his life is bound up in 
the lad's life ; it shall come to pass, when he seeth 
that the lad is not with us, that he will die: and 
thy servants shall bring down the grey hairs of thy 
servant our father with sorrow to the grave. For 
thy servant became surety for the lad unto my 
father, saying, If I bring him not unto thee, then I 
shall bear the blame to my father for ever. Now 
therefore, I pray thee, let thy servant abide instead 
of the lad a bondman to my lord ; and let the lad 
go up with his brethren. For how shall I go up 
to my father, and the lad be not with me? lest 
peradventure I see the evil that shall come on my 
father. 

^Then Joseph could not refrain himself before all 
tiiem that stood by him; and he cried, Cause every 
mm to go out from me. And there stood no man 
witii him while Joseph made himself known unto 
his brethren. And he wept aloud: and the Eg]rp- 
tians and the house of Pharaoh heard. And 
Joseph said unto his brethren, I am Joseph : doth 
my father yet live ? And his brethren could not 
answer him ; for they were troubled at his pre- 
sence And Joseph said unto his brethren^ Come

near to me, I pray you. And they came near. 
And he said, I am Joseph your brother, whom ye 
sold into Egypt Now therefore be not grieved 
nor angiy with yourselves that ye sold me hither ; 
for God did send me before you to preserve life. 
For these two years hath the famine been in the 
land : and yet there are five years, in the which 
there shall neither be earing nor harvest And 
God sent me before you to preserve you a posterity 
in the earth, and to save your lives by a great 
deliverance. So now, it was not you that sent me 
hither, but God : and he hath made me a father to 
Pharaoh, and lord of all his house, and a ruler 
throughout all the land of Egypt Haste ye, and 
go up to my father, and say unto him. Thus saith 
thy son Joseph, God hath made me lord of all 
Egypt : come down unto me, tarry not : and thou 
Shalt dwell in the land of Goshen, and thou shalt 
be near unto me, thou, and thy children, and thy 
children's children, and thy flocks, and thy herds, 
and all that thou hast : and there will I nourish 
tiiee; for yet there are five years of famine; lest 
thou, and thy household, and all that thou hast 
come to poverty. And, behold, your eyes see, and 
the eyes of my brother Benjamin, that it is my 
mouth that speaketh unto you. And ye shall tell 
my father of all my glory in Egypt, and of all that 
ye have seen ; and ye shall haste and bring down 
my father hitlier. And he fell upon his brother 
Beq{amin's neck, and wept; and Benjamin wept 
upon his neck. Moreover, he kissed aU his 
brethren, and wept upon them : and after that his 
brethren talked with him. 
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Ceneda xIt. O-O, kItL i-7, ^S-at* 

D the fame thereof was heard in 
Pharaoh's hous^ siqnng', Joseph's 
brethren are come: and it pleased 
Pharaoh well, and his servants. And 
Pharaoh said unto Joseph, Say unto 
thy brethren, This do ye ; lade your 
beasts, and go, f^ you unto the land of Canaan; 
and take your father, and your households, and 
come unto me: and I will give you the good of the 
land of Egypt, and ye shall eat the fat of the land. 
Now thou art commanded, this do ye ; take your 
wagons out of the land of Egypt for your little 
ones, and for your wives, and bring your father, 
and come. Also r^ard not your stuff; for the 
good of all the land of Egypt is yours. And the 
children of Israel did so : and Joseph gave them 
wagons, according to the commandment of 
Pharaoh, and gave them provision for the wAy. 
To all of them he gave each man changes of 
raiment ; but to Beqjamin he gave three hundred 
pieces of silver, and five changes of raiment. And 
to his father he sent alter this manner; ten asses 
laden with the good things of Egypt, and ten she- 
asses laden with com and bread and meat for his 
fiather by the way. So he sent his brethren away, 
and they departed: and he said unto them. See 
that ye fall not out by the way. 

And they went up out of Egypt, and came Into 
the land of Canaan, unto Jacob their father, and 
told him, saying, Joseph is yet alive, and he Is 
governor over all the land of Egypt And Jacob's 
heart fiiUnted, for he believed them not And they 
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told him all the words of Joseph, which he had 
said unto them : and when he saw the waggons 
which Joseph had sent to carry hinii the spirit of 
Jacob their father revived : and Israel said, It is 
enough; Joseph my son is yet alive : Iwillgoand 
see him before I die. 

And Israel took his journey with all that he 
had, and came to Beer-sheba, and offered sacrifices 
unto the God of his father Isaac And God spake 
unto Israel in the visions of the night, and said, 
Jacob, Jacob. And he said, Here am L And he 
said, I am God, the God of thy father : fear not to 
go down into Eg3rpt ; for I will there make of thee 
a great nation. I will go down with thee into 
^STPt ; and I will also surely bring thee up again : 
and Joseph shall put his hand upon thine eyes. 
And Jacob rose up from Beer-sheba : and the sons 
of Israel carried Jacob their father, and their little 
ones, and their wives, in the wagons which Pharaoh 
had sent to carry him. And they took their cattle, 
and their goods, which they had gotten in the land 
of Canaan, and came into Egypt, Jacob, and all his 
seed with him : his sons, and his sons' sons with 
him, his daughters, and his sons' daughters, and 
all his seed, brought he with him into Bgypt 

And he sent Judah before him unto Joseph, to 
direct his face unto Goshen ; and they came into 
the land of Goshen. And Joseph made ready his 
chariot, and went up to meet Israel his father, to 
Goshen, and presented himself unto him ; and he 
fell on his neck, and wept on his neck a good 
while. And Israel said unto Joseph, Now let me 
die, since I have seen thy face, because thou art 
yet alive. And Joseph said unto his brethren, and 
unto his father's house, I will go up and shew 
Pharaoh, and say unto him. My brethren, and my 
father's house, which were in tiie land of Canaan» 
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are come unto me ; and the men are shepherds, 
for their trade hath been to feed cattle ; and they 
have brought their flocks, and their herds, and all 
that they have. And it shall come to pass, when 
Pharaoh shall call you, and shall say^ What is your 
occupation? that ye shall say, Thy servants trade 
hath been about cattle from our youth eren until 
now, both we and also our fathers : that ye may 
dwell in the land of Goshen : for evety shepherd is 
an abominatiott unto the Egyptians.

HEN Joseph came and told Pharaoh, 
and said, My father and my brethren, 
and their flocks, and their herds, and 
all that they have, are come out of 
the land of Canaan; and, behold, they 
are in the land of Goshen, And he 
took some of his brethren, even five men, and pre- 
sented them unto Pharaoh. And Pharaoh said 
unto his brethren, What is your occupation ? And 
they said unto Pharaoh, Thy servants are shep- 
henls, both we, and also our fathers. They said, 
moreover, unto Pharaoh, For to sojourn in the 
land are we come ; for thy servants have no pas- 
ture for their Aocks ; for the famine is sore In the 
land of Canaan : now therefore, we pray thee^ let 
thy servants dwell in the land of Goshen. And 
Pharaoh spake uuto Joseph, saying, Tt^ fkther 
and thy brethren are come unto thee : the land of 
Egypt is before thee : in the best of the land make 
tbf father and brethren to dwell ; in the land of 
Goshen Irt them dwell : and If thou knowest ai^ 
men of activity among them, then make them 
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rulers over my cattle. And Joseph brought in 
Jacob his father, and set him before Pharaoh : and 
Jacob blessed Pharaoh. And Pharaoh said unto 
Jacob, How old art thou ? And Jacob said unto 
Pharaoh, The days of the years of my pilgrimage 
are an hundred and thirty years : few and evil have 
the days of the years of my life been, and have 
not attained unto the days of the years of the 
life of my fathers in the days of their pilgrimage.

also hath our herds of cattle : there is not oug^ht 
left in the sig^ht of my lord, but our bodies and our 
lands : wherefore shall we die before thine eyes, 
both we and our land ? buy us and our land for 
bread, and we and our land will be servants unto 
Pharaoh ; and giye us seed, that we may live, and 
not die, that the land be not desolate. And Joseph 
bought all the land of Egypt for Pharaoh ; for the 
Egyptians sold every man his field, because the 
famine prevailed over them : so the land became 
Pharaoh's. And as for the people, he removed 
them to cities from one end of tiie borders of Egypt 
even to the other end thereof. Only the land of the 
priests bought he not : for the priests had a portion 
assigned them of Pharaoh, and did eat their portion 
which Pharaoh gave them ; wherefore they sold 
not their lands. Then Joseph said unto the people. 
Behold, I have bought you this day and your land 
for Pharaoh : lo, here is seed for ]rou, and ye shall 
sow the land. And it shall come to pass in the 
increase, that ye shall give the fifth part unto 
Pharaoh, and four parts shall be your own, for 
seed of the field, and for your food, and for them of 
your households, and for food for your little ones. 
And they said. Thou hast saved our lives : let us 
find grace in the sight of my lord, and we wUl be 
Pharaoh's servants. And Joseph made it a law 
over the land of Egypt, unto this day, that Pharaoh 
should have the fifth part ; except the land of the 
priests only, which became not Pharaoh's. 

And Israel dwelt in the land of Egypt, in the 
countiy of Goshen; and they had possessions 
therein, and grew, and multiplied exceedingly. 
And Jacob lived in the land of Egypt seventeen 
years : so the whole age of Jacob was an hundred 
forty and seven years. And the time drew nigh 
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that Israel must die : and he called his son Josephi 
and said unto him, If now I have found grace in 
thy sighty put» I pray thee, thy hand under my 
thigh, and deal kindly and truly with me ; buxy me 
not, I pray thee, in Eg]rpt : but I will lie with my 
fathers, and thou shalt carry me out of Egypt, and 
buiy me in their buiying-place. And he said, I will 
do as thou hast said. And he said. Swear unto me, 
and he sware unto him. And Israel bowed himself 
upon the bed's head. 

la JACOB BLESSES HIS SONS AND DIES 

Genesis xliz. 




ND Jacob called unto his sons, and 
said, Gather yourselves together, that 
I may tell you that which shall befall 
you in the last da]^ Gather your- 
selves together, and hear, ye sons of 
Jacob ; and hearken unto Israel your 
father. 

Reuben, thou art my first-bom, my might, and 
the beginning of my strength, the excellency of 
dignity, and the excellency of power : unstable as 
water, thou shalt not excel ; because thou wentest 
up to thy father's bed ; then defiledst thou it : he 
went up to my couch. 

Simeon and Levi are brethren ; instruments of 
cruelty are in their habitations. O my soul, come 
not thou into their secret ; unto their assembly, 
mine honour, be not thou united I for in their anger 
they slew a man, and in their self-will they digged 
down a wall Cursed be their anger, for it was 
fierce; and their wrath, for it was cruel: I will 
divide them in Jacob, and scatter them in Israel. 

Judah, thou art he whom thy brethren shall 
praise : thy hand shall be in the neck of thine 
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enemies; thy father^s .children shall bow down 
before thee. Judah is a lion's whelp : from the 
prqTi my son, thou art gone up : he stooped down, 
he couched as a lion, and as an old lion ; who shall 
rouse him up ? The sceptre shall not depart from 
Judah, nor a lawgiver from between his feet, until 
Shiloh come ; and unto him shall the gathering of 
the people be. Binding his foal unto the yine, and 
his ass's colt unto the choice vine ; he washed his 
garments in wine, and his clothes in the Mood d 
grapes : his eyes shall be red with wine, and his 
teeth white with milk. 

Zebulun shall dwell at the haven of the sea ; and 
he shall be for an haven of ships : and his border 
shall be unto Zidon. 

Issachar is a strong ass couching down between 
two burdens: and he saw that rest was good, 
and the land that it was pleasant ; and bowed his 
shoulder to bear, and became a servant unto tribute. 

Dan shall judge his people, as one of the tribes 
of IsraeL Dan shall be a serpent by the way, an 
adder in the path, that biteth the horse heels, so 
that his rider shall £all backward. I have waited 
for thy salvation, O Lord. 

Gad, a troop shall overcome him : but he shall 
overcome at the last 

Out of Asher his bread shall be fat, and he shall 
yield royal dainties. 

Naphtali is a hind let loose: he giveth goodly 
words. 

Joseph is a fruitful boug^ even a fruitful bough 
by a well whose branches run over the wall The 
archers have sorely grieved him, and shot at him, 
and hated him : but his bow abode in strength, 
and the arms of his hands were made strong by the 
hands of the mighty God of Jacob ; (firom thence is 
the Shepherd, the stone of Israel :) even by the 
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God of thy father, who shall help thee ; and by the 
Almighty, who shall bless thee with blessings of 
heaven above, blessings of the deep that lieth under, 
blessings of the breasts and of the womb : the- 
blessings of thy father have prevailed above the 
blessings of my progenitors unto the utmost bound 
of the everlasting hills : they shall be on the bead 
of Joseph, and on the crown of the head of him that 
was separate from his brethren. 

Benjamin shall ravin as a wolf: in the morning 
he shall devour the pr^, and at night he shall 
divide the spoiL 

All these are the twelve tribes of Israel : and this 
is it that their father spake unto them, and blessed 
them; everyone according to his blessing he blessed 
them. And he charged them, and said unto tiiem, 
I am to be gathered jmto my people : bury me with 
my fatiierB in tiie cave that is in the field of Ephron 
the Hittite, in the cave that is in the field of Mach- 
pelah, which is before Mamre, in the land of 
Canaan, which Abraham bought with the field of 
Ephron the Hittite for a possession of a bur]ring- 
place.

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II. THE BURIAL OP JACOB AND THE DEATH 

OF JOSEPH

Joseph fell upon bis father's face, 
td wept upon him, and kissed him. 
s; X^ find Joseph commanded his serrants 
H'^'T^ the physicians to embalm his father: 
^ and the physicians embalmed laraeL 
' And forty df^ were fulfilled for him ; 
for so are fulfilled the days of those which are 
embalmed: and the Egyptians mourned for him 
threescore and ten d^s. And when the days of 
his mourning: were pasl^ Joseph spake unto the 
house of Pharaoh, saying, If now I have found 
grace in your eyes, speak, I pray jrou, in the ears 
of Pharaoh, sjqring, My father made me swear, 
saying, Lo, I die: in my grave which I have 
digged for me in the land of Canaan, there shalt 
thou bury me. Now therefore let me go up, I 
pr^ thee, and bury my father, and I will come 
again. And Pharaoh said. Go up, and bury thy 
father, according as he made thee swear. 

And Joseph went up to bury his father : and with 
him went up all the servants of Pharaoh, the elders 
of bis house, and all the elders of the lajid of Egypt, 
and all the house of Joseph, and his brethren, and 
his father's house : only their little ones, and their 
flocks, and their herds, they left in the land of 
Goshen. And there went up with him both 
chariots and horsemen : and it was a very great 
company. And they came to the threshing-floor 
of Atad, which is beyond Jordan, and there they 
mourned with a great and very sore lamentation : 
and he made a mourning for his father seven days. 
And when the inhabitants of the land, the Cai 
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itesy saw the mourning: in the floor of Atad» they 
saidy This is a grievous mourning to the Eg]rptians : 
wherefore the name of it was called Abd-mizraimi 
which is bqrond Jordan. And his sons did unto 
him according as he commanded them: for his 
sons carried him into the land of Canaan, and 
buried him in the cave of the field of Machpelah, 
which Abraham bought with the field for a pos- 
session of a buiying-place of Ephron the Hittite^ 
before Mamre. And Joseph returned into Egypt, 
he, and his brethren, and all that went up with 
him to bury his father, after he had buried his 
father. 

And when Joseph's brethren saw that their father 
was dead, they s£dd, Joseph will peradventure hate 
us, and will certainly requite us all the evil which 
we did unto him. And they sent a messenger unto 
Joseph, saying. Thy father did command before he 
died, saying. So shall ye say unto Joseph, Forgive, 
I pray thee now, the trespass of thy brethren, and 
their sin ; for they did unto thee evil : and now, we 
pray thee, forgive the trespass of the servants of 
the God of thy father. And Joseph wept when they 
spake unto him. And his brethren also went and 
fell down before his face ; and they said. Behold, 
we be thy servants. And Joseph said unto them. 
Fear not : for am I in the place of God? But as 
for you, ye thought evil against me ; but God meant 
it unto good, to bring to pass, as it is this day, to 
save much people alive. Now therefore fear ye 
not : I will nourish you, and your little ones. And 
he comforted them, and spake kindly unto them. 

And Joseph dwelt in 'Bgypt^ he and his father's 
house : and Joseph lived an hundred and ten years. 
And Joseph saw Ephraim's children of the third 
generation : the children also of Machir, the son of 
Manasseh, were brought up upon Joseph's knees. 



THE DEATH OF THE FIRSTBORN 

ExodnaxU. 31-30. 

HEN Moses called for all the elders of 
Israel, and said unto them, Draw out 
and take you a lamb according: to 
your families, and kill the passover. 
And ye shall take a bunch of hyssop, 
and dip it in the blood that is hi the 
basin, and strike the lintel and the two side posts 
with the blood that is in the basin ; and none of you 
shall go out at the door of his bouse until the 
momi^s:. For the Lord will pass through to smite 
the E^jptiaja ; and when he seeth the blood upon 
the lintel, and on the two side posts, the Lord will 
pass over the door, and will not suffer the destroyer 
to come in unto your bouses to smite you. And ye 
shall observe this thing for an ordinance to thee 
and to thy sons for ever. And it shall come to 
pass, when ye be come to the land which the Lord 
will give you, according as he hath promised, that 
ye shall keep this service. And it shall come to 
pass, when your children shall say unto you. What 
mean ye by this service? that ye shall say, It is 
the sacrifice of the Lord's passover, who passed 
over the houses of the children of Israel in Egypt, 
when he smote the Egyptians, and delivered our 
houses. And the people bowed the head and 
worshipped. And the children of Israel went away, 
and did as the Lord had commanded Noses and 
Aaron, so did they. 

And it came to pass, that at midnight the Lord 
smote all the firstborn In the land of Egypt, fivm 
the firstborn of Pharaoh that sat on his throne 
unto the firstborn of the captive that was in the 
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dungeon; and all the firstborn of cattle And 
Pharaoh rose up in the night, he, and all his 
senrants, and all the Egyptians ; and there was a 
great cry in Egjrpt; for there was not a house 
where there was not one dead. 



XV 

THE DESTRUCTION OF THE EGYPTIANS 

IN THE RED SEA 

Exodus zhr. 

|ND the Lord spake unto Moses» saying. 
Speak unto the children of Israel, 
tiiat they turn and encamp before Pi- 
hahiroth, between Migdol and the 
sea, over against Baal-zephon : before 
it shall ye encamp by the sea. For 
Pharaoh will say of the children of Israel, They are 
entangled in the land, the wilderness hath shut 
them in. And I will harden Pharaoh's heart, that 
he shall follow after them ; and I will be honoured 
upon Pharaoh, and upon all his host; that the 
Eg]rptians may know that I am the Lord. And 
fh^didso. 

And it was told the king of Rgypt that the 
people fled : and (he heart of Pharaoh and of his 
servants was turned against the people, and they 
said. Why have we done this, that we have let 
Israid go from serving us? And he made ready 
his chariot, and took his people with him: and 
he took six hundred chosen chariots, and all the 
chariots of Egypt, and captains over every one of 
them. And tiie Lord hardened the heart of 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, and he pursued after the 
children of Israel : and the children of Israel went 
<mt with an high hand. But the Egyptians pur- 
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sued after them, all the horses and chariots of 
Pharaohy and his horsemen, and his army, and 
overtook them encamping by the sea, beside Pi- 
hahiroth, before Baal-zephon. 

And when Pharaoh drew nigh, the children of 
Israel lifted up their eyes, and, behold, the Egyp- 
tians marched after them; and they were sore 
afraid: and the children of Israel cried out 
unto the Lord And they said unto Moses, Be- 
cause there were no graves in Egypt, hast thou 
taken us away to die in the wilderness? wherefore 
hast thou dealt thus with us, to carry us forth out 
of Egypt? Is not this the word that we did tell 
thee in Egypt, saying. Let us alone, that we may 
serve the Egyptians ? For it had been better for 
us to serve the Egyptians, than that we should die 
in the wilderness. And Moses said unto the 
people. Fear ye not, stand still, and see the sal- 
vation of the Lord, which he will shew to you to- 
day : for the Egyptians whom ye have seen to-day, 
ye shall see them again no more for ever. The 
Lord shall fight for you, and jt shall hold your 
peace. 

And the Lord said unto Moses, Wherefore criest 
thou unto me ? speak unto the children of Israel, 
that they go forward : but lift thou up thy rod, 
and stretch out thine hand over the sea, and divide 
it; and the children of Israel shall go on diy 
ground through the midst of the sea. And I, 
behold, I will harden the hearts of the Eg]rptians, 
and they shall follow them: and I will get me 
honour upon Pharaoh, and upon all his host, upon 
his chariots, and upon his horsemen. And the 
Egyptians shall know that I am the Lord, when I 
have gotten me honour upon Pharaoh, upon his 
chariots, and upon his horsemen. 

And the angel of God, which went before the 
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camp of Israel, removed and went behind them ; 
and the pillar of the cloud went from before their 
face, and stood behind them : and it came between 
the camp of the Egyptians and the camp of Israel ; 
and it was a cloud and darkness to them, but it 
gave light by night to these : so that the one came 
not near the other all the night And Moses 
stretched out his hand over the sea ; and the Lord 
caused the sea to go back by a strong east wind 
all that night, and made the sea dry land, and the 
waters were divided. And the children of Israel 
went into the midst of the sea upon the dry 
ground : and the waters were a wall unto them on 
their right hand, and on their left. 

And the Egyptians pursued, and went in after 
them to the midst of the sea, even all Pharaoh's 
horses, his chariots, and his horsemen. And it 
came to pass, that in the morning watch the Lord 
looked unto the host of the Eg]rptians through the 
pillar of fire and of the cloud, and troubled the 
host of the Egyptians, and took off their chariot 
wheels, that they drave them heavily : so that the 
Egyptians said. Let us flee from the face of Israel ; 
for the Lord fighteth for them against the 
Eg3rptians. And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Stretch out thine hand over the sea, that the 
waters may come again upon the Eg]rptians, upon 
their chariots, and upon their horsemen. And 
Moses stretched forth his hand over the sea, and 
the sea returned to his strength when the morning 
appeared ; and the Egyptians fled against it ; and 
the Lord overthrew the Egyptians in the midst of 
the sea. And the waters returned, and covered 
the chariots, and the horsemen, and all the host of 
Pharaoh that came into the sea after them ; there 
remained not so much as one of them. But the 
children of Israel walked upon dry land in the 
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midst of the sea; and the waters were a wall unto 
them on their right hand, and on their left. Thus 
the Lord saved Israel tiiat da/ out of the band of 
the Egyptians : and Israel saw the Egyptians dead 
upon the sea-shore. And Israel saw that great work 
which the Lord did upon the Egyptians : and the 
people feared the Lord, and believed the Lord* and 
bis servant Moses.

^ sang Moses and the children of 
Israel this song unto the Lord,

The Lord is my strength and song, and he is 

become my Ovation : 
He is my God, and I will prepare him an habitation ;

Pharaoh's chariots and his host hath he cast into 

the sea: 
His chosen captains also are drowned in the Red 

sea.

power: 
Thy right hand, O L«rd, bath dashed in pieces the 
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And in the greatness of thine excellenqr thou hast 
overthrown them that rose up against thee : 

Thou sentest forth thy wrath, wliich consumed 
them as stubble. 

And with the blast of thy nostrils the waters were 
gathered together, 

The floods stood upright as an heap. 

And the depths were congealed in the heart of the 



The enemy said, 

I will pursue, I will overtake, I will divide the 

spoil; 
My lust shall be satisfied upon them ; 
I will draw my sword, my hand shall destroy them. 
Thou didst blow with thy wind, the sea covered 

them: 
Thqr sank as lead in the mighty waters. 
Who is like unto thee, O Lord, among the gods ?

found grace in thy sight, shew me now tl^ wi^,

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sight ; and consider that this nation is thy people. 
And he said, My presence shall go with thee, and 
I will give tiiee rest And he said unto him, If thy 
presence go not with me, carry us not up hence. 
For wherein shall it be known here that I and thy 
people have found grace in thy sight ? is it not in 
that thou goest with us? so shall we be separated, 
I and thy people, from all the people that are upon 
the face of die earth. And the Lord said unto 
Moses, I will do this thing also that thou hast 
spoken : for thou hast found grace in my sight, 
and I know thee by name. 

And he said, I beseech thee, shew me thy glory. 
And he said, I will make all my goodness pass 
before thee, and I will proclaim the name of the 
Lord before thee ; and will be gracious to whom I 
will be gracious, and will shew mercy on whom I 
will shew mercy.

He set the bounds of the people 

According to the number of tiie children of Israel : 

For the Lord's portion is his people ; 

Jacob is the lot of his inheritance.

And in the waste howling wilderness ; 

He led him about, he instructed him. 

He kept him as the apple of his eye. 

As an eagle stirreth up her nest, 

Fluttereth over her jroung, 

Spreadeth abroad her wings, 

Taketh them, beareth them on her wings ; 

So the Lord alone did lead him. 

And there was no strange god with him. 

He made him ride on the high places of the earth, 

That he might eat the increase of the fields ;

Of the Rock that begat thee thou art unmindful, 

And hast foigotten God that formed thee. 

And when the Lord saw it, he abhorred them, 

Because of the provoking of his sons and of his 
daughters. 

And he said, I will hide my face from them, 

I will see what their end shall be: 

For they are a very froward generation. 

Children in whom is no faith. 

Thqr have moved me to jealouqr with that which 
is not God ; 

They have provoked me to anger with their vani- 
ties: 

And I will move them to jealousy with those 
which are not a people ; 

I will provoke them to anger with a foolish nation. 

For a fire is kindled in mine anger. 

And shall bum unto the lowest heU, 

And shall consume the earth with her increase. 

And set on fire the foundations of the mountains. 

I will heap mischiefs upon them ; 

I will spend mine arrows upon them. 

They shall be burnt with hunger, and devoured 
burning heat. 
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And with bitter destruction : 

I will also send the teeth of beasts upon them, 

With the poison of serpents of the dust 

The sword without, 

And terror within, 

Shall destroy both the young man and the virgin^ 

The suckling also with the man of grey hairs. 

I said, I would scatter them hito comers, 

I would make the remembrance of them to cease 

from among men : 
Were it not that I feared the wrath of the enemy. 
Lest their adversaries should behave themselves 

strangely. 
And lest tiiey should say. Our hand is high, 
And the Lord hath not done all this. 
For they are a nation void of counsel, 
Neither is there any understanding in them. 
Oh that they were wise, that they understood 

this. 
That they would consider their latter end I 
How should one chase a thousand. 
And two put ten thousand to flight, 
Except their Rock had sold them. 
And the Lord had shut them up ? 
For their rock is not as our Rock, even our 

enemies themselves being judges. 
For their vine is of the vine of Sodom, 
And of the fields of Gomorrah : 
Their grapes are grapes of gall, 
Their clusters are bitter : 
Their wine is the poison of dragons. 
And the cruel venom, of asps. 
Is not this laid up in store with me. 
And sealed up among my treasures ? 
To me belongeth vengeance and recompence ; 
Their foot shall slide in due time : 
For the day of their calamity is at hand. 
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And the things that shall come upon them make 

haste. 
For the Lord shall judge his people, 
And repent himself for his servants. 
When he seeth that their power is gone, 
And there is none shut up, or left. 
And he shall say, Where are their Gods, 
Their rock in whom they trusted ; 
Which did eat the fat of their sacrifices. 
And drank the wine of their drink offerings? 
Let them rise up and help you, 
And be your protection.

HD this is the blessing: wherewith 
Moses the man of God blessed the 
children of Israel before his death. 
And he said, 

The Lord came from Sinai, 
And rose up from Sdr unto them ;

And he came with ten tliousands of saints : 

From his ng:ht hand went a fiery law for them. 

Yea, he loved the people ; 

All his saints are in thy band : 

And th^ sat down at thy feet ;

Moses commanded us a law, 

Even the inheritance of the congregation of Jacob. 

And he was king in Jeshurun, 

When the heads of the people and the tribes of 
Israel were gathered tog^er. 

Let Reuben Uvt, and not die ; 

And let not his men be few. 

Andthisistheblessii^of Judah: and he said. 

Hear, Lord, the voice of Judah, 

And bring him unto his people : 

Let his hands be sufficient for him ; 

And be thou an help to him from hb enemies. 

And of Levi he sald^ 

Let thy Thummim and thy Urim be with tl^ holy 
one. 

Whom thou didst prove at Massah, 

And with whom thou didst strive at the waters i^ 
Neribah; 
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Who said unto his father and to his mother, I 

have not seen him ; 
Neither did he acknowledge his brethren. 
Nor knew his own children : 
For they have observed thy word. 
And kept thy covenant 
They shaU teach Jacob thy judgments. 
And Israel thy law : 
They shall put incense before thee. 
And whole burnt sacrifice upon thine altar. 
Bless, Lord, his substance. 
And accept the work of his hands : 
Smite through the loins of them that rise agahist 



And of them that hate him, that they rise not 

again. 
And of Benjamin he said. 
The beloved of the Lord shall dwell in safety by 

him; 
And the Lord shall cover him all the day long. 
And he shall dwell between his shoulders. 
And of Joseph he said. 
Blessed of the Lord be his land. 
For the precious things of heaven, for the dew, 
And for the deep that coucheth beneath. 
And for the precious fruits brought forth by tht 

sun, 
And for the precious things put forth by the moon, 
And for the chief things of the ancient mountains. 
And for the precious things of the lasting hills, 
And for the precious things of the earth and ful- 
ness thereof. 
And for the good will of him that dwelt in the 

bush: 
Let the blessing come upon the head of Joseph, 
And upon the top of the head of him that was 
separated from his brethren. 
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His gloiy is like the firstling of his buUocki 
And his horas are like the horns of unicorns : 
With them he shall push the people together to 

the ends of the earth : 
And they are the ten thousands of Ephraim, 
And they are the thousands of Manasseh. 
And of Zebulun he said, 
Rg'oiqe, Zebulun, in thy going out ; 
And, Issachar, in thy tents. 
They shall call the people unto the mountain ; 
There they shall offer sacrifices of righteousness : 
For they shall suck of the abundance of the seas. 
And of treasure hid in the sand 
And of Gad he said. 
Blessed be he that enlargeth Gad : 
He dwelleth as a lion. 

And teareth the arm with the crown of the head. 
And he provided the first part for himself 
Because there, in a portion of the lawgiver, was 

he seated ; 
And he came with the heads of the people. 
He executed the justice of the Lord, 
And his judgments with Israel 
And of Dan he said, 
Dan is a lion's whelp : 
He shall leap from Bashan. 
And of Naphtali he said, 
O Naphtali, satisfied with favour. 
And full with the blessing of the Lord ; 
Possess thou the west and the south. 
And of Asher he said. 
Let Asher be blessed with children ; 
Let him be acceptable to his brethren. 
And let him dip his foot in oil. 
Thy shoes shall be iron and brass ; 
And as thy da]rs, so shall thy strength be. 
There is none like unto the God of Jeshurun^ 
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Who rideth upon the heaven in thy help, 

And in his excellency on the sky. 

The eternal God is thy refuge, 

And underneath are the everlasting arms : 

And he shall thrust out the enemy from before 

thee; 
And shall say. Destroy them. 
Israel then shall dwell in safety alone : 
The fountain of Jacob shall be upon a land of com 

and wine ; 
Also his heavens shall drop down dew. 
Happy art thou, O Israel : 
Who is like unto thee, O people saved by the 

Lord, 
The shield of thy help. 
And who is the sword of thy excellency I 
And thine enemies shall be found liars unto thee ; 
And thou shalt tread upon their high places. 

And Moses went up from the plains of Moab 
unto the mountains of Nebo, to the top of Pisgah, 
that is over against Jericho. And the Lord shewed 
him all the land of Gilead unto Dan, and all 
Naphtali, and the land of Ephraim, and Manasseh, 
and all the land of Judah, unto the utmost sea, 
and the south, and the plain of the valley of 
Jericho, the city of palm trees, unto Zoar. 
And the Lord said unto him. This is the land 
which I sware unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and 
unto Jacob, saying, I will give it unto thy seed : 
I have caused thee to see it with thine eyes, but 
thou shalt not go over thither. 

So Moses the servant of the Lord died there in 
the land of Moab, according to the word of the 
Lord. And he buried him in a valley in the land 
of Moab, over against Bethpeor: but no man 
knoweth of his sepulchre unto this day. And 
Moses was an hundred and twenty years old when 

F 
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he died : his eye was not dim, nor his natural force 
abated. And the children of Israel wept for Moses 
in the plains of Moab thirty days : so the dasrs of 
weeping and mourning: for Moses were ended.

IND Joshua the son of Nun sent out of 
Sbittim two men to spy secretly, 
saying, Go view the land, even 
Jericho. And they went, and came 
into an harlot's house, named Rahab, 
and lodged there. And it was told 
the king of Jericho, sasring. Behold, there came 
men in hither to-night of the children of Israel to 
search out the country. And the king of Jericho 
sent unto Rahab, saying. Bring forth the men that 
are come to thee, which are entered into thine 
house : for they be come to search out all the 
country. And the woman took the two men, and 
hid them, and said thus, There came men unto mc, 
but I wist not whence they were : and it came to 
pass, about the time of shutting of the gate, when 
it was dark, that the men went out : whither the 
men went I wot not: pursue after them quickly; 
for ye shall overtake them. But she had brought 
them up to the roof of the house, and hid them 
with the stalks of flax, which she bad laid in order 
upon the roof. And the men pursued after them 
the way to Jordan unto the fords : and as soon as 
they which pursued after them were gone out, they 
shut the gate. 4 

And, before they were laid down, she came up 
unto tiiem upon the roof; and she said unto the 
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men, X know that the Lord hath given ]rou the 
landy and that your terror is fallen upon us, and 
that all the inhabitants of the land faint because of 
you« For we have heard how the Lord dried up 
the water of the Red Sea for you, when ye came 
out of Egypt ; and what yt did unto the two kings 
of the Amoritesy that were on the other side Jordaui 
Sihon and Og, whom ye utterly destrojred. And as 
soon as we had heard these things, our hearts did 
melt, neither did there remain any more courage 
in any man, because of you : for the Lord your 
God, he is God in heaven above, and in earth 
beneath. Now therefore, I pray you, swear unto 
me by the Lord, since I have shewed you kindness, 
that ye will also shew kindness unto my father's 
house, and give me a true token : and that ye 
will save alive my father, and my mother, and my 
brethren, and my sisters, and all that they have, 
and deliver our lives from death. And the men 
answered her. Our life for yours, if je utter not this 
our business. And it shall be, when the Lord hath 
given us the land, that we will deal kindly and 
truly witii thee. Then tdie let them down by a cord 
through the window ; for her house was upon the 
town wall, and she dwelt upon the wall. And she 
said unto fihem. Get you to the mountain, lest the 
pursuers meet you; and hide yourselves there 
three da]rs, until the pursuers be returned: and 
afterward may ye go your way. And the men said 
unto her. We will be blameless of this thine oath 
which thou hast made us swear: behold, when 
we come into the land, thou shalt bind this line of 
scarlet thread in the window which thou didst let 
us down I7 : and thou shalt bring thy father, and 
thy mother, and thy brethren, and all thy fatiier's 
household, home unto thee. And it shall be, that 
whosoever shall go out of the doors of thy house 
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into the street, his blood shall be upon his head, 
and we will be guiltless ; and whosoever shall be 
with thee in the house, his blood shall be on our 
head, if any hand be upon him. And if thou utter 
this our business, then we will be quit of thine 
oath which thou hast made us to swear. And she 
said, According unto your words, so be it And 
she sent them away, and they departed : and she 
bound the scarlet line in the window. 

And they went, and came unto the mountain, 
and abode there three days, until the pursuers were 
returned : and the pursuers sought them through- 
out all the way, but found them not So the two 
men returned, and descended from the mountain, 
and passed over, and came to Joshua the son of 
Nun, and told htm all things that befell them:

D the children of Israel again did 

evil in the sight of the Lord, when 

Ehud was dead. And the Lord sold 

them into the hand of Jabin king of 

Canaan, that reigned in Hazor; the 

captain of whose host was Sisera, 

which dwelt hi Harosheth of the Gentiles. And the 

children of Israel cried unto the Lord ; for he had 

. nine hundred chariots of iron : and twenty years he 

mightily oppressed the children of Israel. 

And Deborah, a prophetess, the wife of Lapidoth, 
she juried Israel at that time. And she dwelt 
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under the palm tree of Deborah between Ramah 
and Beth-el in Mount Ephraim : and the children 
of Israel came up to her for judgment. And she 
sent and called Barak the son of Abinoam out of 
Kedesh-naphtali, and said unto him. Hath not the 
Lord God of Israel commanded, sayingr. Go and 
draw toward Mount Tabor, and take with thee ten 
thousand men of the children of Naphtali and of 
the duldren of Zebulun ? And I will draw unto 
thee, to the river Kishon, Sisera, the captain of 
Jabin's army, with his chariots, and his multitude ; 
and I will deliver him into thine hand And Barak 
said unto her. If thou wilt go with me^ then I will 
go ; but if thou wilt not go with me, then I will not 
go. And she said, I will surely go with thee : not- 
withstanding the journey that thou takest shall 
not be for thine honour; for the Lord shall sell 
Sisera into the hand of a woman. And Deborah 
arose, and went with Barak to Kedesh. And 
Bank called Zebulun and Naphtali to Kedesh; 
and he went up with ten thousand men at his feet : 
and Deborah went up with him. 

Now Heber the Kenite, which was of the chil- 
dren of Hobab, the father-in-law of Moses, had 
severed himself from the Kenites, and pitched his 
tent unto the plain of Zaanaim, which is by Kedesh. 
And they shewed Sisera that Barak the son of 
Abinoam was gone up to Mount Tabor. And 
Sisera gathered together all his chariots, even 
nine hundred chariots of iron, and all the people 
that were with him, from Harosheth of the Gentiles 
unto the river of Kishon. And Deborah said unto 
Barak, Up ; for this is the day in which the Lord 
hath delivered Sisera into thine hand : is not the 
Lord gone out before thee ? So Barak went down 
from Mount Tabor, and ten thousand men after 
him. And the Lord discomfited Sisera, and all his 
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chariots, and all his host, with the edge of the 
sword before Barak ; so that Sisera lighted down 
off his chariot, and fled away on his feet But 
Barak pursued after the chariots, and after the 
host, unto Harosheth of the Gentiles : and all the 
host of Sisera fell upon the edge of the sword ; and 
there was not a man left. 

Howbeit Sisera fled away on his feet to the tent 
of Jad the wife of Heber the Kenite : for there was 
peace between Jabin the king of Hazor and the 
house of Heber the Kenite. And Jael went out to 
meet Sisera, and said unto him. Turn in, my lord, 
turn in to me ; fear not And when he had turned 
in unto her into the tent, she covered him with a 
mantle. And he said unto her. Give me^ I pray 
thee, a little water to drink; for I am thirsty. 
And she opened a bottle of milk, and gave him 
drink, and covered him. Again he said unto her, 
Stand in the door of the tent ; and it shall be, when 
any man doth come and enquire of thee, and say. 
Is there any man here ? that thou shalt say, Na 
Then Jael, Heber's wife, took a nail of the tent, 
and took an hammer in her hand, and went softly 
unto him, and smote the nail into his temples, and 
fastened it into the ground : for he was fast asleep 
and weary : so he died. And, behold, as Barak 
pursued Sisera, Jad came out to meet him, and 
said unto him, Come, and I will shew thee the man 
whom thou seekest And when he came into her 
tent, behold, Sisera lay dead, and the nail was in 
his temples. So God subdued on that day Jabin 
the king of Canaan before the children of IsraeL 
And the hand of the children of Israd prospered, 
and prevailed agdnst Jabin the king of Canaan, 
until they had destroyed Jabin king of Canaan. ,

(f D there was a certain man of Zorab, 
of the family of the Danltes, whose 
name was Manoah ; and bis wife was 
barren and bare not And the angel 
of the Lord appeared unto the woman, 
and said unto her, Behold now, thou 
art barren, and bearest not : but thou shalt con- 
ceive, and bear a son. Now therefore beware, 
I pray thee, and drink not wine nor strong drink, 
and eat not any unclean thing : for, lo, thou 
sbalt conceive, and bear a son ; and no razor shall 
come on his head : for the child sliall be a Nazarite 
unto God from the womb : and he shall begin to 
deliver Israel out of the hand of the Philistines. 

Then the woman came and told her husband, 
sayit^, A man of God came unto me, and his 
countenance was like the countenance of an angel 
of God, very terrible : but I asked him not whence 
he was, neither told he me his name : but he said 
imto me. Behold, thou sbalt conceive, and bear 
a son ; and now drink no wine nor strong drink, 
neither eat ai^ unclean thing : for the child shall 
be a Nazarite to God from the womb to the day 
of his death.

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with fire : have ye called us to take that we have? 
is it not 50? And Samson's wife wept before him, 
and said, Thou dost but bate me, and lorest me 
not : thou hast put forth a riddle unto the children 
of my people, and hast not told it me. And he 
said unto her, Behold, I have not told it my father 
nor my mother, and shall I tell it thee? And she 
wept before him the seven days, while their feast 
lasted ; and it came to pass on the seventh day^ 
that he told her, because she lay sore upon him ; 
and she told the riddle to the children of her people. 
And the men of the dty said unto him on the seventh 
day before the sun went down, What is sweeter 
than honey? and what is stronger than a lion?

Entice him, 

and see wherein his great strength 

lieth, and by what means we may prevail against 

him, that we may bind him to afflict him: and we 

will give thee, every one of us, eleven hundred 
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pieces of silver. And Delilah said to Samson, Tell 
me, I pray thee, wherein thy gjeat strength lieth, 
and wherewith thou mightest be bound to afflict 
thee. And Samson said unto her, If they bind me 
with seven green withs that were never dried, then 
shall I be weak, and be as another man. Then 
the lords of the Philistines brought up to her seven 
green withs which had not been dried, and she 
bound him with them. Now there were men lying 
in waity abiding with her in the chamber. And 
she said unto him. The Philistines be upon thee, 
Samson. And he brake the withs, as a thread of 
tow is broken when it toucheth tiie fire: so his 
strength was not known. And Delilah said unto 
Samson, Behold, thou hast mocked me, and told 
me lies : now tell me, I pray thee, wherewith thou 
mightest be bound. And he said unto her. If they 
bind me fast with new ropes that never were 
occupied, then shall I be weak, and be as another 
man. Delilah therefore took new ropes, and 
bound him therewith, and said unto him, The 
Philistines be upon thee, Samson. And there 
were liers in wait abiding in the chamber. And he 
brake them from off his arms like a thread. And 
Delilah said unto Samson, Hitherto thou hast 
mocked me, and told me lies : tell me wherewith 
thou mightest be bound. And he said unto her, If 
thou weavest the seven locks of my head with the 
web. And she fastened it with the pin, and said 
unto him, The Philistines be upon thee, Samson. 
And he awaked out of his sleep, and went away 
with the pin of the beam, and with the web. 

And she said unto him. How canst thou say, I 
love thee, when thine heart is not with me ? thou 
hast mocked me these three times, and hast not 
told me wherein thy g^at strength lieth. And it 
came to pass, when she pressed him daily with her 
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words, and ui^g^ed him, so that his soul was vexed 
unto death, that he told her all his heart, and said 
unto her, There hath not come a razor upon mine 
head ; for I have been a Nazarite unto God from 
my mother's womb: if I be shaven, then my 
strength will go from me, and I shall become 
weak, and be like any otiier man. And when 
Delilah saw that he had told her all his heart, she 
sent and called for the lords of the Philistines, 
saying. Come up this once, for he hath shewed me 
all his heart Then the lords of the Philistines 
came up unto her, and brought money in their 
hand. And she made him sleep upon her knees : 
and she called for a man, and she caused him to 
shave off the seven locks of his head ; and she 
began to afilict him, and his strength went from 
hun. And she said. The Philistines be upon thee, 
Samson. And he awoke out of his sleep, and said, 
I will go out, as at other times before, and shake 
mjselt And he wist not that the Lord was 
departed from him. But the Philistines took him, 
and put out his eyes, and brought him down to 
Gaza, and bound him with fetters of brass ; and he 
did grind in the prison house. Howbeit the hair 
of his head began to grow again after he was 
shaven. 

Then the lords of the Philistines gathered them 
together for to offer a great sacrifice unto Dagon 
their god, and to rq*oice : for they said. Our god 
hath delivered Samson our enemy into our hand. 
And when the people saw him, they praised their 
god : for they said. Our god hatli delivered into our 
hands, our enemy, and the destroyer of our country, 
which slew many of us. And it came to pass, 
when their hearts were merry, that they said. Call 
for Samson, that he may make us sport And 
they called for Samson out of the prison house ;

Turn again, my daughters, go your way ; for I am 
too old to have an husband. If I should say I 
have hope, if I should have an husband also to- 
night, and should also bear sons ; would ye tarry 
for them till they were grown? would ye stay 
for them from having husbands ? nay, my daugh- 
ters ; for it grieveth me much for your sakes, that 
the hand of the Lord is gone out against me. And 
they lifted up their voice, and wept again: and 
Orpah kissed her mother in law ; but Ruth clave 
unto her. And she said. Behold, thy sister in law 
is gone back unto her people, and unto her gods : 
return thou after thy sister in law. And Ruth 
said, Intreat me not to leave thee, or to return 
from following after thee : for whither thou goest, 
I will go ; and where thou lodgest, I will lodge : 
thy people shall be my people, and thy God my

Go not to glean in another field, neither go from 
hence, but abide here fast by my maidens: let 
thine eyes be on the field that they do reap, and go 
thou after them : have I not charged the young 
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men that they shall not touch thee? and when 
thou art athirst, go unto the vessels, and drink of 
that which the young men have drawn. Then she 
fell on her face, and bowed herself to the ground, 
and said unto hinii Why have I found grace in 
thine eyes, that thou shouldst take knowledge of 
me, seeing I am a stranger? And Boaz answered 
and said unto her. It hath fully been shewed me all 
that thou hast done unto thy mother in law since 
the death of thine husband ; and how thou hast 
left thy father and thy mother, and the land of thy 
nativity, and art come unto a people which thou 
knewest not heretofore. The Lord recompense 
thy work, and a full reward be given thee of the 
Lord God of Israel, under whose wings thou art 
come to trust Then she said. Let me find favour 
in thy sight, my lord ; for that thou hast comforted 
me, and for that thou hast spoken friendly unto 
thine handmaid, though I be not like unto one of 
thine handmaidens.

And she went down unto the floor, and did ac- 
cording: to all that her mother in law bade hen 
And when Boaz had eaten and drunk, and his heart 
was merry, he went to lie down at the end of the 
heap of com : and she came softly, and uncovered 
his feet, and laid her down. And it came to pass 
at midnight, that the man was afraid, and turned 
himself ; and, behold, a woman lay at his feet And 
he said. Who art thou ? And she answered, I am 
Ruth thine handmaid : spread therefore thy skirt 
over thine handmaid ; for thou art a near kinsman. 

Blessed be thou of the Lord, my 
daughter ; for thou hast shewed more kindness in 
the latter end than at the beginning, inasmuch as 
thou foUowedst not young men, whether poor or 
rich. And now, my daughter, fear not ; I will do 
to thee all that thou requirest : for all the city of 
my people doth know that thou art a virtuous 
woman. And now it is true that I am thy near 
kinsman : howbeit there is a kinsman nearer than 
I. Tarry this night, and it shall be in the morning, 
that if he will perform unto thee the part of a kins- 
man, well ; let him do the kinsman's part : but if 
he will not do the part of a kinsman to thee, then 
will I do the part of a kinsman to thee, as the Lord 
liveth : lie down until the morning. And she lay 
at his feet until the morning: and she rose up 
before one could know another. And he said. Let 
it not be known that a woman came into the floor. 
Also he said, Bring the veil that thou hast upon 
thee, and hold it And when she held it, he 
measured six measures of barley, and laid it on 
her : and she went into the dty. 
And when she came to her mother in law, she 
id, Who art thou, my daughter ? And she told 
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her all that the man had done to her. And she 
said, These six measures of barley gave he me ; 
for he said to me, Go not empty unto thy mother 
in law. Then said she, Sit stil^ my daus^hter, until 
thou know how the matter ^l ^1 : for the man 
will not be in rest until he have finished the thing: 
this day.

Roth h. 1-17. 

HEN went Boaz up to the gate, and 
sat him down there : and, behold, the 
kinsman of whom Boaz spake came 
by ; unto whom he said, Ho, such a 
one I turn aside, sit down here. And 
he turned aside, and sat down. And 
he took ten men of the elders of the city, and said, 
Sit ye down here. And they sat down. And he 
said unto the kinsman, Naomi, that is come again 
out of the country of Moab, selletb a parcel of land, 
which was our brother Elimelech's : and I thought 
to advertise thee, saying, Buy it before the inhabi- 
tants, and before the elders of my people. If thou 
wilt redeem it, redeem it ; but if thou wilt not redeem 
it, then tell me, that I may know : for there is none 
to redeem it besides thee ; and I am after thee. 
And he said, I will redeem it Then said Boaz, 
What day thou buyest the field of the hand of 
Naomi, thou must buy it also of Ruth the Moabitess, 
the wife of the dead, to raise up the name of the 
dead upon his inheritance. And the ifinsman said, 
I cannot redeem it for myself, lest I mar mine own 
inheritance : redeem thou my right to thyself; for 
I cannot redeem it. Now this was the manner in 
former time in Israel concerning redeeming, and 
concerning changing, for to confirm all things ; a 
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man plucked off his shoe, and gave it to his neigh- 
bour : and this was a testimony in IsraeL There- 
fore the kinsman said unto Boaz, Buy it for thee. 
So he drew off his shoe. 

And Boaz said unto the elders, and unto all the 
people. Ye are witnesses this day» that I have 
bought all that was Elimelech's and all that was 
Chilion's and Mahlon's, of the hand of Naomi 
Moreover Ruth the Moabitess, the wife of Mahlon, 
have I purchased to be my wife, to raise up the 
name of the dead upon his inheritance, that the 
name of the dead be not cut off from among his 
brethren, and from the gate of his place : je are 
witnesses this day. And all the people that were 
in the gate, and the elders, said. We are witnesses. 
The Lord make the woman that is come into thine 
house like Rachel and like Leah, which two did 
build the house of Israel : and do thou worthily 
in Ephratah, and be famous in Beth-lehem : and 
let thy house be like the house of Pharez, whom 
Tamar bare unto Judah, of the seed which the 
Lord shall give thee of this ]roung woman. 

So Boaz took Ruth, and she was his wife : and 
when he went in unto her, the Lord gave her con- 
ception, and she bare a son. And the women said 
unto Naomi, Blessed be the Lord, which hath not 
left thee this day without a kinsman, that his name 
may be famous in Israel. And he shall be unto 
thee a restorer of thy life, and a nourisher of thine 
old age : for thy daughter in law, which loveth 
thee, which is better to thee than seven sons, hath 
bom him. And Naomi took the child, and laid it 
in her bosom, and became nurse unto it And the 
women her neighbours gave it a name, saying. 
There is a son bom to Naomi ; and they called his 
name Obed : he is the father of Jesse, the father of 
David. 



HANNAH DEVOTES SAMUEL TO THE 
LORD 

I Samnel L 

7 there was a certain man of Rama- 
haim-zophim, of mount Ephraim, 
ind his name was Elkanab, the son 
if Jeroham, the son of Elihu, the 
ion of Tohu, the son of Zuph, aa 
•ipbrathite : and he had two wives ; 
the name of the one was Hannah, and the name 
of the other Peninnah : and Peninnah had children, 
but Hannah had no children. And this man went 
up out of his city yearly to worship and to sacrifice 
unto the Lord of hosts in Shilob. And the two 
sons of EU, Hophni and Phinehas, the priests of 
the Lord, were there. And when the time was 
that Elkanah offered, he gave to Peninnah his 
wife, to all her sons and her daughters, portions: 
but unto Hannah he gave a worthy portion ; for 
he loved Hannah : but the Lord had shut up her 
womb. And her adversary also provoked her sore, 
for to make her fret, because the Lord had shut 
up her womb. And as he did so year by year, when 
she went up to the house of the Lord, so she pro- 
voked her; therefore she wept, and did not eat 
Then said Elkanah her husband to her, Hannah, 
why weepest thou ? and why eatest thou not ? and 
why is thy heart grieved ? am I not better to thee 
than ten sons? 

So Hannah rose up after they had eaten in 
Shiloh, and after they had drunk. Now Eli the 
priest sat upon a seat by a post of the temple 
of the Lord And she was in bitterness of soul, 
and prayed unto the Lord, and wept sore. And 
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she vowed a vow, and said, O Lord of hosts, if 
thou wilt indeed look on the affliction of thine 
handmaid, and remember me, and not forget thine 
handmaid, but wilt give unto thine handmaid a 
man chUd, then I will g^ve him unto the Lord all 
the 6sLjs of his life, and there shall no razor come 
upon his head And it came to pass, as she con- 
tinued praying before the Lord, that Eli marked 
her mouth. Now Hannah, she spake in her heart ; 
only her lips moved, but her voice was not heard :

Go in peace: and 
the God of Israel grant thee thy petition that thou 
hast asked of him. And she said. Let thine hand- 
maid find grace in thy sight So the woman went 
her way, and did eat, and her countenance was no 
more sad. 

And they rose up in the morning early, and wor- 
shipped before the Lord, and returned, and came 
to their house to Ramah: and Elkanah knew 
Hannah his wife ; and the Lord remembered her. 
Wherefore it came to pass, when the time was 
come about after Hannah had conceived, that she 
bare a son, and called his name Samuel, saying, 
Because I have asked him of the Lord. And the 
man Elkanah, and all his house, went up to offer 
unto the Lord the yearly sacrifice, and his vow. 
But Hannah went not up ; for she said unto her 
husband, I will not go up until the child be 
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weaned, and then I will bring him, that he may 
appear before the Lord, and there abide for ever. 
And Elkanah her husband said unto her, Do what 
seemeth thee good : tany until thou have weaned 
him; only the Lord establish his word.

T Samuel ministered before the 
Lord, being a child, girded with a 
linen ephod. Moreover his mother 
made him a little coat, and brought 
it to him from year to year, when she 
came up with her husband to offer 
the yearly sacrifice. 

And the child Samuel ministered unto the Lord 
before EIL And the word of the Lord was precious 
in those days ; there was no open vision.

Here am 
I ; for thou didst call me. And Eli perceived that 
the Lord had called the child. Therefore Eli said 
unto Samuel, Go, lie down : and it shall be, if he 
call thee, that thou shalt say. Speak, Lord; for 
thy servant heareth. So Samud went and lay 
down in his place. 

And the Lord came, and stood, and called as 
at other times, Samuel, Samuel. Then Samuel 
answered. Speak ; for thy servant heareth. And 
the Lord said to Samuel, Behold, I will do a thing 
in Israel, at which both the ears of every one that 
heareth it shall tingle. In that day I will perform 
against Eli all things which I have spoken con- 
cerning his house: when I begin, I will also make 
an end. For I have told him that I will judge his 
house for ever for the iniquity which he knoweth ;

And be an- 
swered. Here am I. And he said, What is the thing: 

I pray thee hide 
it not from me : God do so to thee, and more also, 
if thou hide any thing from me of all the thii^^s 
that he said unto thee. And Samuel told him every 
whit, and hid nothing from him. And he said, It 
is the Lord : let him do what seemeth him good.

D the word of Samuel came to all 
Israel.

DAVID SLAYS GOLIATH

OW the Philistines gathered together 
their armies to battle, and were 
gathered together at Shochoh, which 
belongeth to Judah, and pitched 
between Shochoh and Azekah, in 
Ephes-dammim. And Saul and the 
men of Israel were gathered together, and pitched 
by the YsUcy of Elah, and set the battle in array 
against the Philistinea And the Philistines stood 
on a mountain on the one side, and Israel stood on 
a mountain on the other side: and there was a 
▼alley between them. And there went out a 
champion out of the camp of the Philistines, 
named Gojiath, of Gath, whose height was six 
cubits and a span. And he had an helmet of brass 
upon his head, and he was armed with a coat of 
mail; and the weight of the coat was five thousand 
shekels of brass. And he had greaves of brass 
upon his legs, and a taiget of brass between his 
shoulders. And the staff of his spear was like a 
weaver's beam ; and his spear's head weighed six 
hundred shekels of iron : and one bearing a shield 
went before him. And he stood and cried unto 
the armies of Israel, and said unto them. Why are 
ye come out to set your battle in array ? am not I 
a Philistine^ and ye servants to Saul ? choose you 
a man for you, and let him come down to me. If 
he be able to fight with me, and to kill me, then 
will we be your servants : but if I prevail against 
hiniy and kill him, then shall ye be our servants, 
and serve us. And the Philistine said, I defy the 
armies of Israel this day ; give me a man, that we 
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may fig^ht togfetfaen When Saul and all Israel 
heard those words of the Philistine^ they were 
dismayed, and greatly afraid. 

Now David was the son of that Ephrathite of 
Beth-lehem-judah, whose name was Jesse ; and he 
had eight sons : and the man went among men for 
an old man in the dajs of SauL And the three 
eldest sons of Jesse went and followed Saul to the 
battle : and the names of his three sons that went 
to the battle were Eliab the first-bom ; and next 
unto him, Abinadab; and the third, Shammah. 
And David was the youngest ; and the three eldest 
followed SauL But David went and returned from 
Saul to feed his father^s sheep at Beth-lehem. And 
the Philistine drew near moniing and evening, and 
presented himself forty days. And Jesse said unto 
David his son, Take now for thy brethren an ephah 
of this parched com, and these ten loaves, and run 
to the camp to thy brethren ; and carry these ten 
cheeses unto the captain of their thousand, and 
look how thy brethren fare, and take their pledge. 
Now Saul, and they, and all the men of Israel, were 
in the valley of Elah, fighting with the Philistines. 

And David rose up early in the moming, and 
left the sheep with a keeper, and took, and went, 
as Jesse had commanded hhn; and he came to 
the trench, as the host was going forth to the 
fight, and shouted for the battle. For Israel and 
the Philistines had put the battle in array, army 
against army. And David left his carriage in the 
hand of the keeper of the carriage, and ran into 
the army, and came and saluted his brethren. 
And as he talked with them, behold, there came 
up the champion (the Philistine of Gath, Goliath 
by name) out of the armies of the Philistines, 
and spake according to the same words: and 
David heard them. And all the men of Israel, 
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when they saw the man, fled from him, and were 
sore afraid. And the men of Israel said, Have 
jre seen this man that is come up ? surely to defy 
Israel is he come up: and it shall be, that the 
man who killeth him, the king will enrich him 
with great riches, and will give him his daughter, 
and make his father's house free in Israel. And 
David spake to the men that stood by him, saying. 
What shall be done to the man that killeth this 
Philistine, and taketh away the reproach from 
Israel? for who is this uncircumdsed Philistine, 
that he should defy the armies of the living God ? 
And the people answered him after this manner, 
saying. So shall it be done to the man that killeth 
him. And Eliab his eldest brother heard when 
he spake unto the men : and Eliab's anger was 
kindled against David, and he said. Why camest 
thou down hither ? and with whom hast thou left 
those few sheep in the wilderness? I know thy 
pride, and the naughtiness of thine heart; for 
thou art come down that thou mighest see the 
battle. And David said. What have I now done? 
Is there not a cause? And he turned from him 
toward another, and spake after the same manner : 
and the people answered him again after the 
former manner. 

And when the words were heard which David 
spake, they rehearsed them before Saul ; and he 
sent for him. And David said to Saul, Let no 
man's heart fail because of him ; thy servant will 
go and fight with this Philistine. And Saul said 
to David, Thou art not able to go against this 
Philistine to fight with him : for thou art but a 
youth, and he a man of war from his youth. And 
David said unto Saul, Thy servant kept his 
father's sheep, and there came a lion and a bear 
and took a lamb out of the flock ; and I went out 
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after him, and smote him, and delivered it out 
of his mouth : and when he arose against me, I 
caught him by his beard, and smote him, and 
slew him. Thy servant slew both the lion and 
the bear ; and this uncircumdsed Philistine shall 
be as one of them, seeing he hath defied the 
armies of the living God. David said moreover. 
The Lord that delivered me out of the paw of 
the lion, and out of the paw of the bear, he will 
deliver me out of the hand of this Philistine. And 
Saul said unto David, Go, and the Lord be with 
thee. 

And Saul armed David with his^armour, and he 
put an helmet of brass upon his head ; also he 
armed him with a coat of mail. And David girded 
his sword upon his armour, and he assayed to go ; 
for he had not proved it And David said unto 
Saul, I cannot go with these; for I have not 
proved them. And David put them off him. And 
he took his staff in his hand, and chose him five 
smooth stones out of the brook, and put them in 
a shepherd's bag which he had, even in a scrip ; 
and his sling was in his hand : and he drew near 
to the Philistine. And the Philistine came on 
and drew near unto David; and the man that 
bare the shield went before him. And when the 
Philistine looked about, and saw David, he dis- 
dained him ; for he was but a youth, and ruddy, 
and of a fair countenance. And the Philistine 
said unto David, Am I a dog, that thou comest 
to me with staves? And the Philistine cursed 
David by his gods. And the Philistine said to 
David, Come to me, and I will give thy flesh 
unto the fowls of the air, and to the beasts of 
the field Then said David to the Philistine, 
Thou comest to me with a sword, and with a 
spear, and with a shield ; but I come to thee in 
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the name of the Lord of hosts, the God of the 
armies of Israel, whom thou hast defied. This 
day will the Lord deliver thee into mine hand; 
and I will smite thee, and take thine head from 
thee; and I will give the carcases of the host 
of the Philistines this day unto the fowls of the 
air, and to the wild beasts of the earth ; that all 
the earth may know that there is a God in Israel. 
And all this assembly shall know that the Lord 
saveth not with sword and spear: for the battle 
is the Lord's, and he will give you into our 
hands. 

And it came to pass, when the Philistine arose, 
and came and drew nigh to meet David, that 
David hasted, and ran toward the army to meet 
the Philistine. And David put his hand in his 
bag, and took thence a stone, and slang it, and 
smote the Philistine in his forehead, that the 
stone sunk into his forehead; and he fell upon 
his face to the earth. So David prevailed over 
the Philistine with a sling and with a stone, and 
smote the Philistine, and slew him; but there 
was no sword in the hand of David.

MD it came to pass, when he had 
made an end of speaking: unto Saul, 
I that the soul of Jonathan was knit 

I with the soul of David, and Jonathan 

I loTed him as his own souL And 

Saul took him that day, and would 
- let him go no more home to his father's house. 
Then Jonathan and David made a covenant, be- 
cause he loved him as his own souL And Jona- 
than stripped himself of the robe that was upon 
him, and gave it to David, and bis garments, 
even to his sword, and to his bow, and to his 
girdle. 

And David fled from Naloth in Ramah, and came 
and said before Jonathan, What have I done ? what 
is mine iniquit? ? and what is my sin before thy 
father, that he seeketh my life ? And he said unto 
him, God forbid ; thou shalt not die : behold, my 
father will do nothing, either great or small, but 
that he will shew it me : and why should my father 
hide this thing from me ? it is not so. And David 
sware moreover, and said. Thy father certainly 
knoweth that I have found grace in thine eyes ; 
and he saith, Let not Jonathan know this, lest he 
be grieved : but truly, as the Lord liveth, and as 
thy soul liveth, there is but a step between me and 
death. Then said Jonathan unto David, Whatso- 
ever thy soul desireth, I will even do it for thee. 
And David said unto Jonathan, Behold, to-morrow 
is the new moon, and I should not fail to sit with 
the king at meat : but let me go, that I may hide 
myself in the field unto the third day at even. If 
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thy father at all miss me, then say, David earnestly 
asked leave of me that he might run to Beth-lehem 
his dty ; for there is a yearly sacrifice there for all 
the family. If he say thus. It is well ; thy servant 
shall have peace : but if he be veiy wroth, then be 
sure that evil is determined by him. Therefore 
thou shalt deal kindly with thy servant ; for thou 
hast brought thy servant into a covenant of the 
Lord with thee : notwithstanding, if there be in me 
iniquity, slay me th3rself ; for why shouldest thou 
bring me to thy father ? And Jonathan said. Far 
be it from thee : for if I knew certainly that evil 
were determined by my father to come upon thee, 
then would not I tell it thee ? Then said David to 
Jonathan, Who shall tell me ? or what if thy father 
answer thee roughly ? 

And Jonathan said unto David, Come, and let us 
go out into the field. And they went out both of 
them into the field. And Jonathan said unto David, 
O Lord God of Israel, when I have sounded my 
father about to morrow any time, or the third day, 
and, behold, if there be good toward David, and I 
then send not unto thee, and shew it thee ; the 
Lord do so and much more to Jonathan : but if it 
please my father to do thee evil, then I will shew 
it thee, and send thee away, that thou msLjest go 
in peace: and the Lord be with thee, as he hath 
been with my father. And thou shalt not only 
while jret I live shew me the kindness of the Lord, 
that I die not : but also thou shalt not cut off thy 
kindness from my house for ever : no, not when 
the Lord hath cut off the enemies of David every 
one from the face of the earth. So Jonathan made 
a covenant with the house of David, sa]ring. Let 
the Lord even require it at the hand of David's 
enemies. And Jonathan caused David to swear 
again, because he loved him : for he loved him as 
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he loved his own souL Then Jonathan said to 
David, To morrow is the new moon : and thou shalt 
be missed, because thy seat will be empty. And 
when thou hast stayed three days, then thou shalt 
go down quickly, and come to the place where thou 
didst hide thyself when the business was in hand, 
and shalt remain by the stone EzeL And I will 
shoot three arrows on the side thereof, as though 
I shot at a mark. And, behold, I will send a lad, 
saying. Go, find out the arrows. If I expressly say 
unto the lad. Behold, the arrows are on this side 
of thee, take them ; then come thou : for there is 
peace to thee, and no hurt, as the Lord liveth. But 
if I say thus unto the young man, Behold, the 
arrovTS are beyond thee ; go thy way : for the Lord 
hath sent thee away. And as touching the matter 
which thou and I have spoken of, behold, the Lord 
be between thee and me for ever. 

So David hid himself in the field : and when the 
new moon was come, the king sat him down to eat 
meat And the king sat upon his seat, as at other 
times, even upon a seat by the wall : and Jonathan 
arose, and Abner sat by Saul's side, and David's 
place was empty. Nevertheless Saul spake not 
any thing that day: for he thought, Something 
hath befallen him, he is not clean ; surely he is not 
dean. And it came to pass on the morrow, which 
was the second day of the month, that David's 
place was empty : and Saul said unto Jonathan his 
son. Wherefore cometh not the son of Jesse to 
meat, neither yesterday nor to day ? And Jonathan 
answered Saul, David earnestly asked leave of me 
to go to Beth-lehem : and he said. Let me go, I 
pray thee ; for our family hath a sacrifice in the 
city ; and my brother, he hath commanded me to 
be there : and now, if I have found favour in thine 
eyesi let me get away, I pray thee, and see my 
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brethren : therefore he cometh not unto the king's 
table. Then Saul's anger was kindled against 
Jonathan, and he said unto him, Thou son of the 
perverse rebellious woman, do not I know that thou 
hast chosen the son of Jesse to thine own confusion, 
and unto the confusion of thy mother's nakedness ? 
For as long as the son of Jesse liveth upon the 
ground, thou shalt not be established, nor thy 
kingdom. Wherefore now send and fetch him unto 
me, for he shall surely die. And Jonathan answered 
Saul his father, and said unto him. Wherefore shall 
he be slain ? what hath he done ? And Saul cast 
a javelin at him to smite him : whereby Jonathan 
knew that it was determined of his father to slay 
David. So Jonathan arose from the table in fierce 
anger, and did eat no meat the second day of the 
month : for he was gfrieved for David, because his 
father had done him shame. 

And it came to pass in the morning, that Jonathan 
went out into the field at the time appointed with 
David, and a little lad with him. And he said unto 
his lad. Run, find out now the arrows which I 
shoot And as the lad ran, he shot an arrow bejrond 
him. And when the lad was come to the place of 
the arrow which Jonathan had shot, Jonathan cried 
after the lad, and said. Is not the arrow beyond 
thee? And Jonathan cried after the lad. Make 
speed, haste, stay not And Jonathan's lad gathered 
up the arrows, and came to his master. But the 
lad knew not any thing : only Jonathan and David 
knew the matter. And Jonathan gave his artillery 
unto his lad, and said unto him. Go, carry them to 
the city. And as soon as the lad was gone, David 
arose out of a place toward the south, and fell on 
his face to the ground, and bowed himself thn^ 
times : and they kissed one another, and wept one 
with another, until David exceeded. And Jonathan 
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said to David, Go in peac^ forasmudi as we have 
sworn both of us in the name of the Lord, saying, 
The Lord be between me and thee, and between 
my seed and thy seed for ever. And he arose and 
departed : and Jonathan went into the city.

DAVID 

a Simnel xii. z-zo, za-^ 

ND the Lord sent Nathan unto David. 
And he came unto him, and said 
unto him. There were two men in 
one city ; the one rich, and the other 
poor. The rich man had exceeding 
many flocks and herds ; but the poor 
man had nothing, save one little ewe lamb, which 
he had bought and nourished up ; and it grew up 
together with him, and with his children ; it did 
eat of his own meat, and drank of his own cup, 
and lay in his bosom, and was unto him as a 
daughter. And there came a traveller unto the 
rich man ; and he spared to take of his own flock, 
and of his own herd, to dress for the wayfanng 
man that was come unto him ; but took the poor 
man*s lamb, and dressed it for the man that was 
come to him. 
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And David's anger was greatly kindled against 
the man ; and he said to Nathan, As the Lord 
livethy the man that hath done this thing shall 
surely die : and he shall restore the lamb four- 
foldi because he did this thing, and because he had 
no pity. 

And Nathan said to David, Thou art the man. 
Thus saith the Lord God of Israel, I anointed thee 
king over Israel, and I delivered thee out of the 
hand of Saul ; and I gave thee thy master's house, 
and thy master's wives into thy bosom, and gave 
thee the house of Israel and of Judah ; and if that 
had been too little, I would moreover have given 
unto thee such and such things. Wherefore hast 
thou despised the commandment of the Lord, to 
do evil in his sight ? Thou hast killed Uriah the 
Hittite with the sword, and hast taken his wife to 
be thy wife, and hast slain him with the sword of 
the children of Ammon. Now therefore the sword 
shall never depart from thine house ; because thou 
hast despised me, and hast taken the wife of Uriah 
the Hittite to be thy wife. And David said unto 
Nathan, I have sinned against the Lord. And 
Nathan said unto David, The Lord also hath put 
away thy sin ; thou shait not die. Howbeit, be- 
cause by this deed thou hast given great occasion 
to the enemies of the Lord to blaspheme, the child 
also that is bom unto thee shall surely die. 

And Nathan departed unto his house. And the 
Lord struck the child that Uriah's wife bare unto 
David, and it was very sick. David therefore be- 
sought God for the child ; and David fasted, and 
went in, and lay all night upon the earth. And the 
elders of his house arose, and went to him, to raise 
him up from the earth : but he would not, neither 
did he eat bread with them. And it came to pass 
on the seventh day, that the child died. And the 
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serrants of David feained to tell him that the child 
was dead : for they said» Behold, while the child 
was yet alive, we spake unto him, and he would 
not hearken unto our voice : how will he then vex 
himself, if we tell him that the child is dead? 

But when David saw that his servants whispered, 
David perceived that the child was dead : therefore 
David said unto his servants, Is the child dead ? 
And they said, He is dead. Then David arose 
from the earth, and washed, and anointed himself, 
and changed his apparel, and came into the house 
of the Lord, and worshipped : then he came to his 
own house ; and when he required, they set bread 
before him, and he did eat Then said his servants 
unto him. What thing is this that thou hast done ? 
Thou didst fast and weep for the child, while it 
was alive ; but when the child was dead, thou 
didst rise and eat bread And he said, While the 
child was yet alive, I fasted and wept : for I said. 
Who can tell whether God will be gracious to me, 
that the child may live? But now he is dead, 
wherefore should I fast? can I bring him back 
again ? I shall go to him, but he shall not return 
tome. 

XXXVI 

THE DEATH OF ABSALOM 

a Samnel zviil. 

ND David numbered the people that 
were with him, and set captains of 
thousands and captains of hundreds 
over them. And David sent forth a 
third part of the people under the 
hand of Joab, and a third part under 
the hand of Abishai the son of Zeruiah, Joab's 
brother, and a third part under the hand of Ittai 
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the Gittite. And the king said unto the people, I 
will surely go forth with you m]rself also. But the 
people answered, Thou shalt not go forth : for if 
we flee away, they will not care for us ; neither if 
half of us die, will they care for us : but now thou 
art worth ten thousand of us : therefore now it is 
better that thou succour us out of the city. And 
the king said unto them, What seemeth you best I 
will do. And the king stood by the gate side, and 
all the people came out by hundreds and by 
thousands. And the king conmianded Joab and 
Abishai and Ittai, sa]ring. Deal gently for my sake 
with the young man, even with Absalom. And all 
the people heard when the king gave all the 
captains charge concerning Absalom. 

So the people went out into the field against 
Israel : and the battle was in the wood of Ephraim ; 
where the people of Israel were slain before the 
servants of David : and there was there a great 
slaughter that day of twenty thousand men. For 
the battle was there scattered over the face of all 
the country : and the wood devoured more people 
that day than the sword devoured. 

And Absalom met the servants of David. And 
Absalom rode upon a mule, and the mule went 
under the thick boughs of a great oak, and his 
head caught hold of the oak, and he was taken up 
between the heaven and the earth ; and the mule 
that was under him went away. And a certain 
man saw it, and told Joab, and said. Behold, I saw 
Absalom hanged in an oak. And Joab said unto 
the man that told him. And, behold, thou sawest 
him, and why didst thou not smite him there to 
the ground? and I would have given thee ten 
shekels of silver, and a girdle. And the man said 
unto Joab, Though I should receive a thousand 
shekels of silver in mine hand, yet would I not put 
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forth mine hand against the king's son : for in our 

hearing the Icing chaiged thee and Abishai and 

Ittai, sa]ring, Beware that none touch the jroung 

man Absalom. Otherwise I should have wrought 

falsehood against mine own life : for there is no 

matter hid from the Icing, and thou thyself 

wouldest have set thyself against me. Then said 

Joaby I may not tarry thus with thee. And he took 

three darts in his hand, and thrust them through 

the heart of Absalom, while he was yet alive in the 

midst of the oak. And ten young men that bare 

Joab's armour compassed about and smote 

Absalom, and slew him. And Joab blew the 

trumpet, and the people returned from pursuing 

after Israel : for Joab held back the people. And 

they took Absalom, and cast him into a great pit 

in the wood, and laid a very great heap of stones 

upon him : and all Israel fled every one to his tent 

Now Absalom in his lifetime had taken and reared 

up for himself a pillar, which is in the king's dale : 

for he said, I have no son to keep my name in 

remembrance : and he called the pillar after his 

own name : and it is called unto this day, Absalom's 

place. 

Then said Ahimaaz the son of Zadok, Let me 

now run and bear the king tidings, how that the 

Lord hath avenged him of his enemies. And Joab 

said unto him. Thou shalt not bear tiding^ this 

day, but thou shalt bear tidings another day ; but 

this day thou shalt bear no tidings, because the 

king's son is dead. Then said Joab to Cushi, Go 

tell the king what thou hast seen. And Cushi 

bowed himself unto Joab, and ran.

And he said 
unto him, Run. Then Ahimaaz ran by the way of 
the plain, and overran Cushi. 

And David sat between the two grates : and the 
watchman went up to the roof over the gate unto 
the wall, and lifted up his eyes, and looked, and 
behold a man running alone. And the watchman 
cried, and told the king. And the king said. If he 
be alone, there is tidings in his mouth. And he 
came apace, and drew near. And the watchman 
saw another man running: and the watchman 
called unto the porter, and said. Behold another 
man running alone. And the king said. He also 
bringeth tidings. And the watchman said. Me 
thinketh the running of the foremost is like the 
running of Ahimaaz the son of Zadok.

XXXVII 

DAVID BLESSES THE LORD 

I Chronicles sdx. 1&-Z9. 

HEREFORE David blessed the Lord 
before all the congregation: and 
David said. Blessed be thou. Lord 
God of Israel our father, for ever 
and ever. Thine, O Lord, is the 
gjeatness, and the power, and the 
glory, and the victoiy, and the majesty: for all 
that is in the heaven and in the earth is thine ;

O Lord God of 
Abraham, Isaac, and of Israel, our fathers, keep 
this for ever in the imagination of the thoughts of 
the heart of thy people, and prepare their heart 
unto thee : and give unto Solomon my son a per- 
fect heart, to keep thy commandments, thy testi- 
monies, and thy statutes, and to do all these 
things, and to build the palace, for the which I 
have made provision. 



SOLOMON'S DREAM 

I Kloga iil. 5-15- 

If Gibeon the Lord appeared to Solo- 
mon in a dream by night : and God 
said. Ask what I shall give thee. 
And Solomon said, Thou hast shewed 
unto thy servant David my father 
great mercy, according as he walked 
before thee in truth, and in righteousness, and in up- 
rightness of heart with thee ; and thou hast kept f6r 
him this great kindness, that thou hast given him 
a son to sit on his throne, as it is this day.

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Because thou hast asked this thing, and hast not 
asked for thyself long life; neither hast asked 
riches for thyself, nor hast asked the life of thine 
enemies ; but hast asked for thjrself understanding 
to discern judgment ; behold, I have done accord- 
ing to thy words : lo, I have given thee a wise and 
an understanding heart ; so that there was none 
like thee before thee, neither after thee shall any 
arise like unto thee. And I have also g^iven thee 
that which thou hast not asked, both riches, and 
honour : so that there shall not be any among the 
kings like unto thee all thy days. And if thou wilt 
walk in my ways, to keep my statutes and my 
commandments, as thy father David did walk, then 
I will lengthen thy dajrs. 

And Solomon awoke; and, behold, it was a 
dreanL And he came to Jerusalem, and stood 
before the ark of the covenant of the Lord, and 
offered up burnt offerings, and offered peace offer- 
ings, and made a feast to all his servants.

X Kings lU. Z6-48. 

HEN came there two women, that 
were harlots, unto the king, and 
stood before him. And the one 
woman said, O my lord, I and this 
woman dwell in one house; and I 
was delivered of a child with her in 
the house. And it came to pass the third day 
after that I was delivered, that this woman was 
delivered also : and we were together ; there was 
no stranger with us in the house, save we two in the 
house.

And when I 
rose in the morning to give my child suck, behold, 
it was dead : but when I had considered it in the 
morning, behold, it was not my son, which I did 
bear. And the other woman said. Nay ; but the 
living is my son, and the dead is thy son. And 
this said. No; but the dead is thy son, and the 
living is my son. Thus they spake before the 
king. 

Then said the king, The one saith. This is my 
son that liveth, and thy son is the dead : and the 
other saith. Nay ; but thy son is the dead, and my 
son is the living. And the king said. Bring me a 
sword. And they brought a sword before the 
king. And the king said. Divide the living child 
in two, and give half to the one, and half to the 
other. Then spake the woman whose the living 
child was unto the king, for her bowels yearned 
upon her son, and she said, O my lord, give her 
the living child, and in no wise slay it But the 
other said. Let it be neither mine nor thine, but 
divide it Then the king answered and said. Give 
her the living child, and in no wise slay it : she is 
the mother thereof. 

And all Israel heard of the judgment which the 
king had judged ; and they feared the king : for 
they saw that the wisdom of God was in him, to do 
judgment 
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THE WISDOM OF SOLOMON 

X Kings hr. 29-34. 

ND God gave Solomon wisdom and 
understanding exceeding much, and 
largeness of heart, even as the sand 
that is on the sea shore. And Solo- 
mon's wisdom excelled the wisdom 
of all the children of the east countiy, 
and all the wisdom of Egypt For he was wiser 
than all men; than Ethan the Ezrahite, and Heman, 
and Chalcoly and Darda, the sons of Mahol : and 
his fame was in all nations round about. And he 
spake three thousand proverbs: and his songs 
were a thousand and five. And he spake of trees, 
from the cedar tree that is in Lebanon even unto 
the hyssop that springeth out of the wall : he spake 
also of beasts, and of fowl, and of creeping things, 
and of fishes. And there came of all people to 
hear the wisdom of Solomon, from all kings of the 
earthy which had heard of his wisdom.

Blessed 
be the Lord thy God, which delighted in thee, to 
set thee on the throne of Israel : because the Lord 
loved Israel for ever, therefore made he thee king, 
to do judgment and justice. And she gave the 
king an hundred and twenty talents of gold, and 
of spices very great store, and precious stones : 
there came no more such abundance of spices as 
these which the queen of Sheba gave to king 
Solomon. And the navy also of Hiram, that 
brought gold from Ophir, brought in from Ophir 
great plenty of almug trees, and precious stones. 
And the king made of the almug trees pillars for the 
house of the Lord, and for the king's house, harps 
also and psalteries for singers : there came no such 
almug trees, nor were seen unto this day. And king 
Solomon gave unto the queen of Sheba all her desire, 
whatsoever she asked, beside that which Solomon 
gave her of his tojbI bounty.

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SOLOMON'S PRAYER 

I Kings ¥iiL 2»^S3- 

ND Solomon stood before the altar of 
the Lord, in the presence of all the 
congregration of Israel, and spread 
forth his hands toward heaven : and 
he said, 
Lord God of Israel, there is no God 
like thee, in heaven above, or on earth beneath, who 
keepest covenant and mercy with thy servants that 
walk before thee with all their heart: who hast 
kept with thy servant David my father that thou 
promisedst him : thou spakest also with thy mouth, 
and hast fulfilled it with thine hand, as it is this 
day. Therefore now, Lord God of Israel, keep 
with thy servant David my father that thou promis- 
edst him, sasring:. There shall not fail thee a man 
in my sight to sit on the throne of Israel ; so that 
thy children take heed to their way, that they walk 
bdbre me as thou hast walked before me. And 
now, O God of Israel, let thy word, I pray thee, be 
verified, which thou spakest unto thy servant 
David my father. But will God indeed dwell on 
the earth? Behold, the heaven and heaven of 
heavens cannot contain thee ; how much less this 
house that I have builded ? Yet have thou respect 
unto the prasrer of thy servant, and to his supplica- 
tion, O Lord my God, to hearken unto the cry and 
to the prayer, which thy servant pra]reth before thee 
to day : that thine eyes may be open toward this 
house night and day, even toward the place of 
which thou hast said. My name shall be there: 
that thou ma]rest hearken unto the prayer which 
thy servant shall make toward this place. And 
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hearken thou to the supplication of thy servant, 
and of thy people Israel, when they shall pray 
toward this place : and hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling place : and when thou hearest, forgive. 

If any man trespass against his neighbour, and 
an oath be laid upon him to cause him to swear, 
and the oath come before thine altar in this house : 
then hear thou in heaven, and do, and judge thy 
servants, condemning the wicked, to bring his way 
upon his head; and justif]ring the righteous, to 
give him according to his righteousness. 

When thy people Israel be smitten down before 
the enemy, because they have sinned against thee, 
and shall turn again to thee, and confess thy name, 
and pray, and make supplication unto thee in this 
house : then hear thou in heaven, and foiigive the 
sins of thy people Israel, and bring them again 
unto the land which thou gavest unto their 
fathers. 

When heaven is shut up, and there is no rain, 
because they have sinned against thee; if they 
pray toward this place, and confess thy name, and 
turn from their sin, when thou afflictest them : then 
hear thou in heaven, and forgive the sin of thy 
servants, and of thy people Israel, that thou teach 
them the good way wherein they should walk, and 
give rain upon thy land, which thou hast given to 
thy people for an inheritance. 

If there be in the land famine, if there be pesti- 
lence, blasting, mildew, locust, or if there be cater- 
piller ; if their enemy besiege them in the land of 
their cities ; whatsoever plague, whatsoever sick- 
ness there be; what prayer and supplication 
soever be made by any man, or by all thy people 
Israel, which shall know every man the plague of 
his own heart, and spread forth his hands toward 
this house : then hear thou in heaven thy dwelling 
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plactf and forgive, and do, and give to every man 
according to his wa]rs» whose heart thou knowest ; 
(for thou, even thou only, knowest the hearts of 
all the children of men ; ) that they may fear thee 
all the dajrs that they live in the land which thou 
gavest unto our fathers. 

Moreover concerning a stranger, that is not of 
thy people Israel, but cometh out of a far country 
for thy name's sake ; (for they shall hear of thy 
great name, and of thy strong hand, and of thy 
stretched out arm ;) when he shall come and pray 
toward this house ; hear thou in heaven thy dwell- 
ing place, and do according to all that the stranger 
calleth to thee for : that all people of the earth may 
know thy name, to fear thee, as do thy people 
Israel ; and that they may know that this house, 
which I have builded, is called by thy name. 

If thy people go out to battle against their enemy, 
whithersoever thou shalt send them, and shall pray 
unto the Lord toward the city which thou hast 
chosen, and toward the house that I have built for 
thy name : then hear thou in heaven their prayer 
and their supplication, and maintain their cause. 
If they sin against thee, (for there is no man that 
sinneth not,) and thou be angry with them, and 
deliver them to the enemy, so that they carry 
them away captives unto the land of the enemy, far 
or near ; yet if they shall bethink themselves in the 
land whither they were carried captives, and repent, 
and make supplication unto thee in the land of 
them that carried them captives, sasring, We have 
sinned, and have done perversely, we have com- 
mitted wickedness; and so return unto thee 
with all their heart, and with all their soul, in 
the land of their enemies, which led them away 
captive, and pray unto thee toward their land, 
thou gavest unto their fathers, the city 
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which thou hast chosen, and the house which I 
have built for thy name: then hear thou their 
prayer and their supplication in tieaven thy dwell- 
ing place, and maintain their cause, and foi^ve 
thy people that have sinned against the^ and 
all their trangressions wherein they have trans- 
gressed against thee, and give them compassion 
before them who carried them captive, that they 
may have compassion on them : for th^ be thy 
people,and thine inheritance, which thoubroughtest 
forth out of B,gypt, from the midst of the furnace 
of iron : that thine eyes may be open unto the 
supplication of thy servant, and with the supplica- 
tion of thy people Israel, to hearken unto them 
in all that they call for unto thee. For thou didst 
separate them from among all the people of the 
earth, to be thine inheritance, as thou spakest by the 
hand of Noses thy servant, when thou broughtest 
our fathers out of Egypt, O Lord God.

What profit hath a man of all his 
labour which he taketh under the 
sun ? One generation passeth away, and another 
generation cometh : but the earth abideth for ever. 
The sun also ariseth, and the sun goeth down, and 
hasteth to his place where he arose. The wind 
goeth toward the south, and tumeth about unto 
the north; it whirleth about continually, and the 
wind retumeth again according to his circuits. 
All the rivers run into the sea ; yet the sea is not 
full ; unto the place from whence the rivers come, 
thither they return again. All things are full of 
labour ; man cannot utter it : the eye is not satis- 
fied with seeing, nor the ear filled with hearing. 
The thing that hath been, it is that which shall be ; 
and that which is done is that which shall be done : 
and there is no new thing under the sun. Is there 
any thing whereof it may be said. See, this is new? 
it hath been already of old time, which was before 
us. There is no remembrance of former things ; 
neither shall thtrt be any remembrance of things 
that are to come with those that shall come after. 
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I the Preacher was king over Israet fn Jeru- 
salem. And I gave my heart to seek and search 
out by wisdom concerning all things that are done 
under heaven : this sore travail hath God given to 
the sons of man, to be exercised therewith. [ have 
seen all the works that are done under the sun ; 
and, behold, all is vanity and vexation of spirit. 
That which is crooked cannot be made straight : 
and that which is wanting cannot be numbered. I 
communed with mine own heart, saying, Lo, I am 
come to great estate, and have gotten more v^sdom 
than all they that have been before me In Jerusa- 
lem : yea, my heart had great experience of wisdom 
and knowledge. And I gave my heart to know 
wisdom, and to know madness and folly: I per- 
ceived that this also is vexation of spirit For in 
much wisdom Is much grief : and he that increaseth 
knowledge increaseth sorrow.

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people is grass. The grass withereth, the flower 
fadeth : but the word of our God shall stand for 
ever. 

O Zion, that bringest good tidings, get thee up 
into the high mountain ; O Jerusalem, that bring- 
est good tiding^s, lift up thy voice with strength ; 
lift it up, be not afraid; say unto the cities of 
Judah, Behold your God 1 Behold, the Lord God 
will come with strong hand, and his arm shall rule 
for him : behold, his reward is with him, and his 
work before him. He shall feed his flock like a 
shepherd, he shall gather the lambs with his arm, 
and carry them in his bosom, and shall gently lead 
those that are with young. 

Who hath measured the waters in the hollow of 
his hand, and meted out heaven with the span, and 
comprehended the dust of the earth in a measure, 
and weighed the mountains in scales, and the hills 
in a balance ? Who hath directed the Spirit of the 
Lord, or being his counsellor hath taught him ? 
With whom took he counsel, and who instructed 
him, and taught him in the path of judgment, and 
taught him knowledge, and shewed to him the 
way of understanding? Behold, the nations are 
as a drop of a bucket, and are counted as the small 
dust of the balance : behold, he taketh up the isles 
as a very little thing. And Lebanon is not suffi- 
cient to bum, nor the beasts thereof sufiicient for a 
burnt oflering. All nations before him are as 
nothing; and they are counted to him less than 
nothing, and vanity. 

To whom then will ye liken God ? or what like- 
ness will ye compare unto him? The workman 
melteth a graven image, and the goldsmith 
spreadeth it over with gold, and casteth silver 
chains. He that is so impoverished that he hath 
no oblation chooseth a tree that will not rot ; he 
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seeketh unto him a cunning workman to prepare 
a graven image, that shall not be movc^ Have 
ye not known? have ye not heard? hath it not 
been told you from the beginning? have jre not 
understood from the foundations of the earth? 
It is he that sitteth upon the circle of the earth, 
and the inhabitants thereof are as grasshoppers ; 
that stretcheth out the heavens as a curtain, and 
spreadeth them out as a tent to dwell in: that 
bringeth the princes to nothing; he maketh the 
judges of the earth as vanity. Yea, they shall not 
be planted ; yea, they shall not be sown : ]rea, their 
stock shall not take root in the earth: and he shall 
also blow upon them, and they shall wither, and 
the whirlwind shall take them away as stubble. 
To whom then will ye liken me, or shall I be equal ? 
saith the Holy One. Lift up your eyes on high, 
and behold who hath created these thing^s, that 
bringeth out their host by number : he calleth them 
all by names by the greatness of his might, for that 
he is strong in power ; not one faileth. 

Why sayest thou, O Jacob, and speakest, O 
Israel, My way is hid from the Lord, and my judg- 
ment is passed over from my God ? Hast thou not 
known ? hast thou not heard, that the everlasting 
God, the Lord, the Creator of the ends of the earth, 
fainteth not, neither is weary ? there is no search- 
ing of his understanding. He g^veth power to the 
faint ; and to them that have no might he increaseth 
strength. Even the youths shall faint and be 
weary, and the young men shall utterly fall : but 
they that wait upon the Lord shall renew their 
strength; they shall mount up with wings as 
eagles ; they shall run, and not be weary; and they 
shall walk, and not faint

Surely he hath borne our griefs, and carried our 
sorrows : yet we did esteem him stricken, smitten 
of God, and afflicted. But he was wounded for 
our transgressions, he was bruised for our ini- 
quities : the chastisement of our peace was upon 
him ; and with his stripes we are healed. All we 
like sheep have gone astray; we have turned 
every one to his own way ; and the Lord hath laid 
on him the iniquity of us all. 

He was oppressed, and he was afflicted, yet he 
opened not his mouth : he is brought as a lamb to 
the slaughter, and as a sheep before her shearers 
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is dumb, so he openeth not his mouth. He was 
taken from prison and from Judg:ment : and who 
shall declare his generation? for he was cut off 
out of the land of the living: for the transgressioa 
of my people was he stricken. And he made bis 
grave with the wicked, and with the rich in his 
death ; because he had done no violence, neither 
was any deceit in his mouth. 

Yet it pleased the Lord to bruise him ; be hath 
put him to grief: when thou shalt make his soul 
an offering for sin, he shall see his seed, he shall 
prolong his days, and the pleasure of the Lord 
shall prosper in his hand. He shall see of the 
travail of his soul, and shall be satisfied : by his 
knowledge shall my righteous servant Justify 
many; for he shall bear their iniquities. There- 
fore will I divide him a portion with the great, and 
he shall divide the spoil with the strong ; because 
he hath poured out his soul unto death : and he 
was numbered with the transgressors ; and he 
bare the sins of many, and made intercessioa for 
the transgressors.

And the 
sons of strangers shall build up thy walls, and 
their kings shall minister unto thee: for in my 
wrath I smote thee, but in my favour have I had 
mercy on thee. Therefore thy gates shall be open 
continually ; they shall not be shut day nor night ; 
that men may bring unto thee the forces of the 
Gentiles, and that their kings may be brought 
For the nation and kingdom that will not serve 
thee shall perish; jrea, those nations shall be 
utterly wasted. The glory of Lebanon shall come 
unto thee, the fir tree, the pine tree, and the box 
together, to beautify the place of my sanctuary; 
and I will make the place of my feet glorious. 
The sons also of them that afilicted thee shall 
come bending unto thee; and all they that de- 
spised thee shall bow themselves down at the 
soles of thy feet; and they shall call thee, The 
city of the Lord, The Zion of the Holy One of 
Israel Whereas thou hast been forsaken and 
hated, so that no man went through thee, I will 
make thee an eternal excellency, a joy of many 
generations. Thou shalt also suck the milk of 
Uie Gentiles, and shalt suck the breast of kings : 
and thou shalt know that I the Lord am thy 
Saviour and thy Redeemer, the Mighty One of 
Jacob. For brass I will bring gold, and for iron 
I will bring silver, and for wood brass, and for 
stones iron : I will also make thy officers peace, 
and thine exactors righteousness. Violence shall 
no more be heard in thy land, wasting nor de- 
struction within thy borders; but thou shalt call 
thy walls Salvation, and thy gates Praise. The 
sun shall be no more thy light by day; neither 
for brightness shall the moon give light unto 
thee: but the Lord shall be unto thee an ever- 
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lasting: light, and thy God thy glory. Thy sun 
shall no more go down ; neither shall thy moon 
withdraw itself: for the Lord shall be thine ever- 
lasting light, and the days of thy mourning shall 
be ended.

THE VISION OF BELSHAZZAR 

DasidT. 

SHAZZAR the king made a ^reat 
^ast to a thousand of his lords, and 
rank wine before the thousand. Bel- 
lazzar, whiles he tasted the wine, 
}mmanded to bring: the golden and 
silver vessels which his father Nebu- 
chadnezzar had taken out of the temple which was 
in Jerusalem ; that the king, and his princes, his 
wives, and his concubines, might drink therein. 
Then they brought the golden vessels that were 
taken out of the temple of the house of God which 
was at Jerusalem ; and the king, and bis princes, 
his wives, and his concubines, drank in them. 
They drank wine, and praised the gods of gold, 
and of silver, of brass, of iron, of wood, and <^ 
stone. 

In the same hour came forth fingers of a man's 
hand, and wrote over against the candlestick upon 
the plaister of the wall of the king's palace : and 
the king saw the part of the hand that wrote. 
Then the king's countenance was changed, and 
his thoughts troubled him, so that the joints of 
his loins were loosed, and his knees smote one 
against another. The king cried aloud to bring 
in the astrologers, the Chaldeans, and the sooth- 
sayers. And the king spake, and said to the mse 
men of Babylon, Whosoever shall read this writing, 
and shew me the interpretation thereof, shall be

clothed with scarlet, and have a chain of gold 
about his neck, and ^all be the third ruler in the 
kingdom. Then came in all the king's wise men : 
but they could not read the writing, nor make 
known to the king the interpretation thereof. 
Then was king Belshazzar greatly troubled, and 
his countenance was changed in him, and his lords 
were astonied. 

Now the queen, by reason of the words of the 
king and his lords came into the banquet house : 
and the queen spake and said, O king, live for 
ever: let not thy thoughts trouble thee, nor let 
thy countenance be changed : there is a man in 
thy kingdom, in whom is the spirit of the holy 
gods; and in the days of thy father light and 
understanding and wisdom, like the wisdom of the 
gods, was found in him ; whom the king Nebuchad- 
nezzar, thy father, the king, I say, thy father, made 
master of the magicians, astrologers, Chaldeans, 
and soothsayers ; forasmuch as an excellent spirit, 
and knowledge, and understanding, interpreting 
of dreams, and shewing of hard sentences, and 
dissolving of doubts, were found in the same 
Daniel, whom the king named Belteshazzar : now 
let Daniel be called, and he will shew the inter- 
pretation. 

Then was Daniel brought in before the king. 
And the king spake and said unto Daniel, Art thou 
that Daniel, which art of the children of the capti- 
vity of Judah, whom the king my father brought 
out of Jewry ? I have even heard of thee, that the 
spirit of the gods is in thee, and that light and un- 
derstanding and excellent wisdom is found in thee. 
And now the wise men, the astrologers, have been 
brought in before me, that they should read this 
writing, and make known unto me the interpreta- 
tion thereof: but they could not shew the inter- 
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pretation of the thing : and I have heard of thee, 
that thou canst make interpretations, and dissolve 
doubts : now if thou canst read the writing, and 
make known to me the interpretation thereof, thou 
Shalt be clothed with scarlet and have a chain of 
gold about thy neck, and shalt be the third ruler in 
the kingdom. 

Then Daniel answered and said before the king, 
Let thy gifts be to thyself, and give thy rewards 
to another ; yet I will read the writing unto the 
king, and inake known to him the interpretation. 
O thou king, the most high God gave Nebuchad- 
nezzar thy father a kingdom, and majesty, and 
glory, and honour :* and for the majesty that he 
gave him, all people, nations, and languages, 
trembled and feared before him : whom he would 
he slew ; and whom he would he kept alive ; and 
whom he would he set up ; and whom he woidd he 
put down. But when his heart was lifted up, and 
his mind hardened in pride, he was deposed from 
his kingly throne, and they took his glory from 
him: and he was driven from the sons of men; 
and his heart was made like the beasts, and his 
dwelling was with the wild asses : they fed him 
with grass like oxen, and his body was wet with 
the dew of heaven ; till he knew that the most high 
God ruled in the kingdom of men, and that he 
appointeth over it whomsoever he will. And thou 
his son, O Belshazzar, hast not humbled thine 
heart, though thou knewest all this ; but hast lifted 
up thjTself against the Lord of heaven ; and th^ 
have brought the vessels of his house before thee, 
and thou, and thy lords, thy wives, and thy con- 
cubines, have drunk wine in them ; and thou hast 
praised the gods of silver, and gold, of brass, iron, 
wood, and stone, which see not, nor bear, nor 
know : and the God in whose hand thy breath is. 
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and whose are all thy wajrs, hast thou not glorified : 
then was the part of the hand sent from him ; and 
this writing was written. And this is the writing 
that was written, MENE, MENE, TEKEL, 
UPHARSIN. This is the interpretation of the 
thing : MENE ; God hath numbered thy kingdom, 
and finished it TEKEL ; Thou art weighed in 
the balances, and art found wanting. PERES ; 
Thy kingdom is divided, and given to the Medes 
and Persians. 

Then commanded Belshazzar, and they clothed 
Daniel with scarlet, and put a chain of gold about 
his neck, and made a proclamation concerning 
him, that he should be tht third ruler of the 



In that night was Belshazzar the king of the 
Chaldeans slain. And Darius the Median took 
the kingdom, being about threescore and two 
srears old. 

CLVIII 

DANIEL IN THE LIONS' DEN 

Daniel vi. 

T pleased Darius to set over the king- 
dom an hundred and twenty princes, 
which should be over the whole king- 
dom ; and over these three presidents, 
of whom Daniel was first ; that the 
princes might give accounts unto 
them, and the king should have no damage. Then 
this Daniel was preferred above the presidents and 
princes, because an excellent spirit was in him ; 
and the king thought to set him over the whole 
realm. 
Then the presidents and princes sought to find 
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occasion against Daniel concerning tlie kingdom ; 
but they could find none occasion nor fault ; for- 
asmuch as he was faithful, neither was there any 
. error or fault found in him. ^ Then said these men, 
^ We shall not find any occasion against this Daniel, 
except we find it against him concerning the law 
of his God. Then these presidents and princes 
assembled together to the king, and said thus unto 
him)^ King Darius, live for ever. All the presidents 
of tlie kingdom, the governors, and the princes, 
the counsellors, and the captains, have consulted 
together to establish a royal statute, and to make 
a firm decree, that whosoever shall ask a petition 
of any god or man for thirty dasrs, save of thee, O 
king, he shall be cast into the den of lions. Now, 
O king, establish the decree, and sign the writing, 
that it be not changed, according to the law of the 
Medes and Persians, which altereth not. Where- 
fore king Darius signed the writing and the 
decree. 

Now when Daniel knew that the writing was 
signed, he went into his house ; and, his windows 
being open in his chamber toward Jerusalem, he 
kneeled upon his knees three times a day, and 
prayed, and gave thanks before his God, as he did 
aforetime. Then these men assembled, and found 
Daniel prajring and making supplication before his 
God. Then they came near, and spake before the 
king concerning the king^'s decree ^^Hast thou not 
signed a decree, that every man that shall ask a 
petition of any god or man within thirty days, save^ 
of thee, O king, shall be cast iitfo the den of lions ? 
The king answered and said,^rhe thing is true, 
according to the law of the Medes and Persians, 
which altereth not/^Then answered they and 
said before the king,nrhat Daniel, which is of the 
of the captivity of Judah, regardeth not 
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thee» O kingf, nor the decree that thou hast sjlgned, 
but maketh his petition three times a day. Then 
the king, when he heard these words, was sore 
displeased with himselfi and set his heart on Daniel 
to deliver him : and he laboured till the going down 
of the sun to deliver him. 

Then these men^assembled unto the king, and 
said unto the king/Know, O king, that the law of 
the Medes and Persians is. That no decree nor 
statute which the king establisheth may be 
changed/^ Then the king commanded, and they 
brought Daniel, and cast him into the den of lions. 
Now the king spake and said unto Daniel, Thy 
God whom thou servest continually, he will deliver 
thee. And a stone was brought, and laid upon 
the mouth of the den ; and the king sealed it with 
his own signet, and with the signet of his lords ; 
that the purpose might not be changed concerning 
Daniel. 

Then the king went to his palace, and passed 
the night fasting: neither were instruments of 
music brought before him: and his sleep went 
from him. Then the king arose very early in the 
morning, and went in haste unto the den of lions. 
And when he came to the den, he cried with a 
lamentable voice unto Daniel : and the king spake 
and said to Daniel, O Daniel, servant of the living 
God, is thy God, whom thou servest continually, 
able to deliver thee from the lions? Then said 
Daniel unto the king, O king, live for ever. My 
God hath sent his angel, and hath shut the lions' 
mouths, that they have not hurt me : forasmuch 
as before him innocency was found in me; and 
also before thee, O king, have I done no hurt 
Then was the Idng exceeding glad for him, and 
commanded that they should take Daniel up out 
of the den. So Daniel was taken up out of the 
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den, and no manner of hurt was found upon him, 
because he believed in his God. And the tdxig 
commanded, and they brought those men wbitb. 
bad accused Daniel, and they cast them Into the 
den of lions, them, Uieir children, and their wives ; 
and the lions had the mastery of them, and brake 
all their bones in pieces or ever they came at the 
bottom of the den. 

Then king Darius wrote unto all people, nations, 
and lai^:ua£:es, that dwell in all the earth ;%>eace 
be multiplied unto 3rou. I make a decree, That in 
every dominion of my kingdom men tremble and 
fear before the God of Daniel : for he is the living 
God, and stedfast for ever, and his kingdom that 
which shall not be destroyed, and his dominion 
shall be even unto the end. He delivereth and 
rescuetb, and he worketh signs and wonders in 
heaven and in earth, who hath delivered Daniel 
from the power of the lions.* So this Daniel pro- 
spered in the reign of Darius, and in the idea of 
Cyrus the Persian.

Who 
is wise, and he shall understand these things? 
prudent, and he shall know them ? for the wa]rs 
of the Lord are right, and the just shall walk in 
them : but the transgressors shall fall therein*

HAT which the palmerworm hath

Awake, ye 
drunkards, and weep ; and howl, all jre drinkers 
of wine, because of the new wine ; for it is cut off 
from your mouth.

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the wheat and for the barley ; because the harvest 
of the field is perished. The vine is dried up^ and 
the fig tree languisheth ; the pomegranate tree, the 
palm tree also, and the apple tree, even all the 
trees of the field, are withered: because j<qr is 
withered away from the sons of men. The seed is 
rotten under their clods, the gamers are laid deso- 
late, the bams are broken down ; for the com is 
withered. How do the beasts groan 1 the herds 
of cattle are perplexed, because they have no 
pasture ; ]rea, the flocks of sheep are made deso* 
late. O Lord, to thee will I ciy: for the fire hath 
devoured the pastures of the wildemess, and the 
flame hath burned all the trees of the field. The 
beasts of the field ciy also unto thee : for the rivers 
of waters are dried up, and the fire hath devoured 
the pastures of the wildemess. 

Blow ye the tmmpet in Zion, and sound an 
alarm in my holy mountain : let all the inhabitants 
of the land tremble : for the day of the Lord cometh^ 
for it is nigh at hand ; a day of darkness and of 
gloominess, a day of clouds and of thick darkness, 
as the morning spread upon the mountains: a 
great people and a strong ; there hath not been 
ever the Uke, neither shall be any more after it, 
even to the years of many generations. A fire 
devoureth before them ; and behind them a flame 
bumeth : the land is as the garden of Eden before 
them, and behind them a desolate vrilderaess ; yea, 
and nothing shall escape them.

Then 
said they unto him, Tell us, we pray thee, for 

^ whose cause this evil is upon us ? What is thine 

occupation? and whence comest thou? what is 
thy country? and of what people art thou? And 
he said unto them, I am an Hebrew; and I fear 
the Lord, the God of heaven, which hath made 
the sea and the dry land. Then were the men 
exceedingly afraid, and said unto him. Why hast 
thou done this ? For the men knew that he fled 
from the presence of the Lord, because he had 
told them. Then said they unto him. What shall 
we do unto thee, that the sea may be calm unto 
us? for the sea wrought, and was tempestuous. 
And he said unto them, Take me up, and cast 
me forth into the sea; so shall the sea be calm 
unto you : for I know that for my sake this great 
tempest is upon you.

Salvation is of the Lord. 

And the Lord spake unto the fish, and it vomited 
out Jonah upon the dry land. 

3. JONAH PROPHESIES TO HINEVEH. 
JotuhUL-lr. 

tJD the word of the Lord came unto 

Jonah the second time, saying, Arise, 

g:o unto Nineveh, that ^reat dty, 

and preach unto it the preaching 

that I bid thee. So Jonah arose, 

and went unto Nineveh, according 

to the word of the Lord. Now Nineveh was an 

exceeding gjeat city of three days' journey. And 

Jonah began to enter into the ci^ a day's journey, 

and he cried, and said, Yet fort? days, and Ninevdi 

shall be overthrown. 

So the people of Nineveh believed God, and pro- 
claimed a Cast, and put on sackcloth, from the 
greatest of them even to the least of them. For 
word came unto the king of Nineveh, and he 
arose from his throne, and he laid his robe from 
him, and covered him with sackcloth, and sat in 
ashes. And he caused it to be proclaimed and 
published through Nineveh by the decree of the 
king and his nobles, saying. Let neither man 
nor beast, herd nor flock, taste any thing: let 
them not feed, nor drink water: but let man 
and beast be covered with sackcloth, and ciy 
m^htily unto God : yea, let them torn every one 
from hU evil vray, and from the violence that is 
in their hands.

But it displeased Jonah exceeding^ly, and he 
was very angry. And he prayed unto Uie Lord, 
and said, I pray thee, O Lonl, was not this my 
saying, when I was jret in my country? There- 
fore I fled before unto Tarshish : for I knew that 
thou art a gracious God, and merciful, slow to 
anger, and of great kindness, and repentest thee 
of the eviL Therefore now, O Lord, take, I be- 
seech thee, my life from me ; for it is better for 
me to die than to live* 

Then said the Lord, Doest thou well to be 
angry? So Jonah went out of the city, and sat 
on the east side of the city, and there made him 
a booth, and sat under it in the shadow, till he 
might see what would become of the city. And 
the Lord God prepared a gourd, and made it to 
come up over Jonah, that it might be a shadow 
over his head, to deliver him from his griel So 
Jonah was exceeding glad of the gourd. But 
God prepared a worm when the morning rose 
the next day, and it smote the gourd that it 
withered. And it came to pass, when the sun did 
arise, that God prepared a vehement east wind; 
and the sun beat upon the head of Jonah, that 
he fainted, and wished in himself to die, and said, 
It is better for me to die than to live. And God 
said to Jonah, Doest thou well to be angry for 
the gourd? And he said, I do well to be angry, 
even unto death. Then said the Lord, Thou hast 
had pity on the gourd, for the which thou hast 
not laboured, neither madest it grow ; which came 
up in a nigh^ and perished in a night : and should 
not I spare Nineveh, that great city, wherein are 
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more than sixscore thousand persons that cannot 
discern between their ris^t hand and their left 
hand ; and also much cattle ?

Verily I say unto you, Th^ bare their 

reward. But when thou doest alms, let not thy 

lefl: hand know what thy right hand doeth : that 

thine alms may be in secret: and thy Father 

which seeth in secret, himself shall reward thee 

openly. 

And when thou prayest, thou shalt not be as the 
hypocrites are : for they love to pray standing In 
the ^magogrues and in the comers of the streets, 
that they may be seen of men. Verily I say unto 
you, Tb^ have their reward. But thou, when 
thou prasrest, enter into thy closet, and when thou 
hast shut thy door, pray to thy Father which Is in 
secret ; and thy Father which seeth in secret shall 
reward thee openly. But when ye pray, use not 
vain repetitions, as the heathen do : for they think 
that they shall be heard for their much speak- 
ing. Be not ye therefore like unto them: for 
your Father knoweth what things ye have need 
o^ before ye ask him. After this manner there- 
fore pray ye : Our Father which art in heaven. 
Hallowed be thy name. Thy kingdom come. Thy 
will be done in earth, as it is in heaven. Give 
us this day our daily bread. And forgive us our 
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debts, as we foi^giye our debtors. And lead us not 
into temptation, but deliver us from evil: For 
thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the glory, 
for ever. Amen. For if ye foi^ve men their 
trespasses, your heavenly Father will also forgive 
you : but if ye forgive not men their trespasses, 
neither will your Father forgive ]rour trespasses. 

Moreover, when ye fast, be not, as the hypocrites, 
of a sad countenance: for they disfigure their 
faces, that they may appear unto men to fast 
Verily I say unto you. They have their reward. 
But thou, when thou fastest, anoint thine head, 
and wash thy face ; that thou appear not unto men 
to fast, but unto thy Father which is in secret : and 
thy Father, which seeth in secret, shall reward 
thee openly.

THE TRUE RICHES 

Matthew vi. 19-34. 

AY not up for yourselves treasures 
upon earth, where moth and rust 
doth corrupt, and where thieves 
break through and steal : but lay up 
for yourselves treasures in heaven, 
where neither moth nor rust doth 
corrupt, and where thieves do not break through 
nor steal : for where your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also. The* light of the body 
is the eye : if therefore thine eye be single, thy 
whole body shall be full of light But if thine 
eye be evil, thy whole body shall be full of dark- 
ness. If therefore the light that is in thee be dark- 
ness, how great is that darkness ! No man can

Take no 
thought for joxxr life, what ye shall eat, or what ye 
shall drink ; nor jret for your body, what ye shall 
put on. Is not the life more than meat, and the 
body than raiment ? Behold the fowls of the air : 
for they sow not, neither do they reap, nor gather 
into bams ; yet your heavenly Father feedeth them. 
Are ye not much better than they? Which of ]rou 
by taking thought can add one cubit unto his 
stature ? And why take ye thought for raiment ? 
Consider the lilies of the field, how they grow; 
tiiey toil not, neither do they spin : and jtt I say 
unto ]rou. That even Solomon in all his glory was 
not arrayed like one of these. Wherefore, if God 
so clothe the grass of the field, which to day is, and 
to morrow is cast into the oven, shall he not much 
more clothe you, O ye of little faith ? Therefore 
take no thought^ sajring. What shall we eat ? or, 
What shall we drink? or, Wherewithal shall we 
be clothed? (for after all these things do the 
Gentiles seek :) for jrour heavenly Father knoweth 
tiiat ye have need of all these things. But seek 
jre first the kingdom of God, and his righteous* 
ness ; and all these things shall be added unto you. 
Take therefore no thought for the morrow : for 
the morrow shall take thought for the things of 
itself. Sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof.

He also that 
received seed among the thorns is he that heareth 
the word ; and the care of this world, and the 
deceitfulness of riches, choke the word, and he 
becometh imfruItfuL But he that received seed 
into the good ground is he that heareth the word, 
and understandeth it; which also bearetb fruit, 
and bringeth forth, some an hundredfold, some 
sixty, some thirty.

Verily I say unto 
jrou, except ye be converted, and become as little 
children, ye shall not enter into the kingdom of 
heaven. Whosoever therefore shall humble him- 
self as this little child, the same is greatest in the 
kingdom of heaven.

But 
whoso shall offend one of these little ones which 
believe in me, it were better for him that a mill- 
stone were hanged about his neck, and that he 
were drowned in the depth of the sea. 

Woe unto the world because of offences I for it 
must needs be that offences come; but woe to 
that man by whom the offence cometh 1 Wherefore 
if thy hand or thy foot offend thee, cut them off, 
and cast them from thee : it is better for thee to 
enter into life halt or maimed, rather than having 
two hands or two feet to be cast into everlasting 
fire. And if thine eye offend thee, pluck it out, 
and cast it from thee : it is better for thee to enter 
into life with one eye, rather than having two eyes 
to be cast into hell fire. 
Take heed that ye despise not one of these little 
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ones; for I say unto you, That in heaven thdr 
ang^els do always behold the face of my Father 
which Is in heaven. For the Son of man is come 
to save that which was lost How think ye? If a 
man have an hundred sheep, and one of them be 
gone astray, doth he not leave the ninety and nine, 
and goetb into the mountains, and seelceth that 
which is gone astray? And if so be that he find 
it, verily I siqr unto you, he rejoiceth more of that 
sheep, than of the ninety and nine which went not 
astray. Even so it is not the will of your Fatbo- 
whicb is in heaven, that one of these little ones 
should perish.

Then his lord, after that he had called him, said 
unto him, O thou wicked servant, I forgave thee 
all that debt, because thou desiredst me : shouldest 
not thou also have had compassion on thy fellow- 
servant, even as I had pity on thee ? And his lord 
was wroth, and delivered him to the tormentors, 
till he should pay all that was due unto him. So 
likewise shall my heavenly Father do also unto 
you, if ye from your hearts forgive not every one 
his brother their trespasses.

ND, behold, one came and said unto 
him.

And he went out about 
the third hour, and saw others standing idle in 
the mailcetplace, and said unto them, Go ye also 
into the vineyard, and whatsoever is right I will 
give you. And liiey went their way. Again be 
went out about the sixth and ninth hour, and did 
likewise And about the eleventh hour he went 
ou^ and found others standing idle, and saith unto 
them, Why stand ye here all the day idle?

He 
saith unto them, Go yc also into the vineyard ; and 
whatsoever is r^ht, that shall ye receive. So 
when even was come, the lord of the vineyard saith 
unto his steward, Call the labourers, and give them 
their hire, beginning from the last unto the first 
And when they came that were hired about the 
eleventh hour, they received every man a penny. 
But when the first came, they supposed that they 
should have received more; and they likewise 
received every man a peimy. And when they had 
received it, they murmured against the goodman 
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of the house^ saying:, These last have wrought but 
one hour, and thou hast made them equal unto us, 
which have borae the burden and heat of the day. 
But he answered one of them, and said, Friend, I 
do thee no wrong : didst not thou agree with me 
for a penny ? Take that thine is, and go thy way : 
I will give unto this last, even as unto thee. Is it 
not lawful forme to do what I will with mine own? 
Is thine eye evil, because I am good ? So tiie last 
shall be first, and the first last : for many be called, 
but few chosen.

THE TRIBUTE MONEY

HEN went the Pharisees, and took 
counsel how they might entangle 
him in his talk.

Or when saw we thee sick, or in 
prison, and came unto thee ? And the King shall 
answer and say unto them, Verily I say unto you. 
Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto 
me. 

Then shall he say also unto them on the left 
hand, Depart from me, ye cursed, into everlasting 
fire, prepared for the devil and his angels: for I 
was an hungred, and ye gave me no meat: I was 
thirsty, and ye gave me no drink : I was a stranger, 
and ye took me not in : naked, and ye clothed me 
not : sick, and in prison, and ye visited me not 
Then shall they also answer him, saying. Lord, 
when saw we thee an hungred, or athirst, or a 
stranger, or naked, or sick, or in prison, and did 
not minister unto thee? Then shall he answer 
them, saying. Verily I say unto you. Inasmuch as 
ye did it not to one of the least of these, yt did 
it not to me. And these shall go away into ever- 
lasting punishment: but the righteous into life 
eternal.

Now yibea the Pharisee v^Ich had bidden him 
saw it he spake within himself, saying. This man.

for she is a sinner. And Jesus answering said 
unto him, Simon, I have somewhat to say unto 
thee. And he saitli, Master, say on. There was 
a certain creditor which had two debtors : the one 
owed five hundred pence, and the other fifty. 
And when they had nothing to pay, he frankly 
foigave them both. Tell me therefore, which of 
them will love him most? Simon answered and 
said, I suppose that he, to whom he forgave most 
And he said unto him, Thou hast rightly judged.

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I ihank thee» that I am not as other men are, 
extortionersi tii^ust, adulterersi or even as this 
publican. I fast twice in the week^ I give tithes 
of all that I possess. And the publican^ standing 
afar off, would not lift up so much as his eyes unto 
heaven, but smote upon his breast, saying, God be 
merciful to me a sinner. I tell you, this man went 
down to his house justified rather than the other : 
for every one that exalteth himself shall be abased ; 
and he that humbleth himself shall be exalted.

THE WATER OF LIFE 

John hr. 5-06. 

HEN Cometh he to a city of Samaria, 
which is called Sychar, near to the 
parcel of ground that Jacob gave to 
his son Joseph. Now Jacob's well 
was there. Jesus, therefore, being 
wearied with his journey, sat thus 
on the well : and it was about the sixth hour. 

There cometh a woman of Samaria to draw 
water: Jesus saith unto her. Give me to drink. 
(For his disciples were gone away unto the city to 
buy meat) Then saith the woman of Samaria 
unto him. How is it that thou, being a Jew, askest 
drink of me, which am a woman of Samaria ? for 
the Jews have no dealings with the Samaritans. 
Jesus answered and said unto her. If thou knewest 
the gift of God, and who it is that saith to thee. 
Give me to drink; thou wouldest have asked of 
him, and he would have given thee living water. 
The woman saith unto him, Sir, thou hast nothing 
to draw with, and the well is deep : from whence 
then hast thou that living water? Art thou 
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gjeater than our father Jacob, which gave us the 
well, and drank thereof himself, and his children, 
and his cattle? Jesus answered and said unto 
her. Whosoever drinketh of this water shall thirst 
again : but whosoever drinketh of tiie water that 
I shall give him shall never thirst ; but the water 
that I shall give hun shall be in him a well of water 
springing up into everlasting life. The woman 
saith unto him. Sir, give me this water, that I thirst 
not, neither come hither to draw. Jesus saith 
unto her. Go, call thy husband, and come hither. 
The woman answered and said, I have no husband. 
Jesus said unto her. Thou hast well said, I have 
no husband: for thou hast had five husbands; 
and he whom thou now hast is not thy husband : 
in that saidst thou truly. The woman saith unto 
him. Sir, I perceive that thou art a prophet Our 
fathers worshipped in this mountain ; and ye say, 
that in Jerusalem is the place where men ought to 
worship. Jesus saith unto her. Woman, believe 
me, the hour cometh, when ye shall neither in this 
mountain, nor yet at Jerusalem, worship the 
Father. Ye worship, ye know not what: we 
know what we worship : for salvation is of the 
Jews. But the hour cometh, and now is, when the 
true worshippers shall worship the Father in spirit 
and in truth : for the Father seeketh such to wor- 
ship him. God is a spirit : and they that worship 
him must worship him in spirit and in truth. The 
woman saith unto him, I know that Messias 
cometh, which is called Christ: when he is come, 
he will tell us all things. Jesus saith unto her, I 
that speak unto thee am he. 
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THE BREAD OP LIFE 

John vL a6-35. 

ESUS aoswered them and saldy Verily, 
verilyi I say unto 3rou, Ye seek me, not 
because ye saw the miraclesi but 
because jt did eat of the loaves, and 
were filled Labour not for the meat 
which perisheth, but for that meat 
which endureth unto everlasting life, which the 
Son of man shall give unto you : for him hath God 
the Father sealed. Then said they unto him, 
What shall we do, that we might work the works 
of God? Jesus answered and said unto them, 
This is the work of God, that ye believe on him 
whom he hath sent They said therefore unto 
him, What sign shewest thou then, that we may 
see, and believe thee? what dost thou work? 
Our fathers did eat manna in the desert ; as it is 
written. He gave them bread from heaven to eat 
Then Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, I say 
unto joUf Moses gave you not that bread from 
heaven ; but my Father giveth you the true bread 
from heaven. For the bread of God is he which 
Cometh down from heaven, and giveth life unto the 
world. Then said they unto him, Lord, evermore 
give us this bread.

LILY, verily, I aaj unto you, He 

bat entereth not by the door into 

be sheepfold, but clinibetb up some 

ther way, the same is a thief sad a 

Dbber. But he tliat entereth in by 

Jie door is the shepherd of the sheep. 

To him the porter openeth ; and the sheep bear 

his v<rice : and he calleth his own sheep by name, 

and leadeth them out And when he putteth fortb 

liis own sheep, he goeth before them, and the 

sheep follow bim : for they know his voice. And a 

stranger will they not follow, but will flee from 

him : for they know not the voice of strangers. 

This parable spake Jesus unto them : but they 

understood not what things they were which he 

spake unto them. 

Then said Jesus unto them again. Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, I am the door of the sheep. All 
that ever came before me are thieves and robbers : 
but the sheep did not hear them. I am the door: 
bymeifaiqrman enter in, he shall be saved, and 
shall go in and out, and find pasture. The thief 
Cometh not, but for to steal, and to kill, and to 
destroy: I am come that they might have life, and 
that they might have it more abundantly. I am 
the good shepherd : the good shepherd giveth his 
life for the sheep. But he that is an hireling, and 
not the shepherd, whose own the sheep are not, 
seeth the wolf coming, and leaveth the sheep, and 
fleeth : and the wolf catcheth them, and scattereth 
the sheep. The hireling fleeth, because he is an 
hireling, and careth not for the sheep. I am the 
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good ritepherdi and know my sheep, and am known 
of mine. As the Father knoweth me» even so 
know I the Father: and I lay down my life for the 
sheep. And other sheep I have, which are not of 
this fold : them also I must bring, and they shall 
hear my voice ; and there shall be one fold, and 
one shepherd.

THE RAISING OF LAZARUS 

John zLz-46* 

OW a certain man was sick, named 
Lazarus, of Bethany, the town of 
Mary and her sister Martha. It was 
that Mary which anointed the Lord 
with ointment, and wiped his feet 
with her hair, whose brother Lazarus 
was sick. Therefore his sisters sent unto him, 
saying. Lord, behold, he whom thou lovest is 
sick. When Jesus heard that, he said. This 
sickness is not unto death, but for the glory of 
God, that the Son of God m^ht be glorified there- 
by. Now Jesus loved Martha, and her sister, and 
Lazarus. When he heard therefore that he was 
sick, he abode two dajrs still in the same place 
where he was. Then after that saith he to his 
disciples, Let us go into Judasa again. His dis- 
ciples say unto him. Master, the Jews of late 
sought to stone thee; and goest thou thither 
again? Jesus answered, Are there not twelve 
hoiu:s hi the day ? If any man walk in the day, 
he stumbleth not, because he seeth the light of 
this world. But if a man walk in the night, he 
stumbleth, because there is no light in him. 
These things said he : and after that he saith unto 
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ihem, Our friend Lazarus sleepeth ; but I go, that 
I may awake him out of sleep. Then said his 
disdpleSi Lord, if he sleep, he shall do well. How- 
beit Jesus spake of his death : but they thought 
that he had spoken of a taking of rest in sleep. 
Then said Jesus unto them plainly, Lazarus is dead. 
And I am glad for your sakes that I was not there^ 
to the intent ye may believe ; nevertheless let us go 
unto him. Then said Thomas, which is called 
Didjrmus, unto his fellow-disdples. Let us also go, 
that we may die with him. 

Then when Jesus came, he found that he had 
lain in the grave for four dasrs already. Now 
Bethany was nigh unto Jerusalem, about fifteen 
furlongs off: and many of the Jews came to 
Martha and Mary, to comfort them concerning 
their brother. Then Martha, as soon as she heard 
that Jesus was coming, went and met him : but 
Maiy sat still in the house. Then said Martha 
unto Jesus, Lord, if thou hadst been here, my 
brother had not died. But I know, that even now, 
whatsoever thou wilt ask of God, God yrill give it 
thee. Jesus saith unto her. Thy brother shall rise 
again. Martha saith unto him, I know that he 
shall rise again in the resurrection at the last day. 
Jesus saith unto her, I am the resurrection, and 
the life : he that believeth in me, though he were 
dead, jret shall he live : and whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me shall never die. Believest thou 
this ? She saith unto him, Yea, Lord : I believe 
that thou art the Christ, the Son of God, which 
should come into the world. 

And when she had so said, she went her way, 
and called Mary her sister secretly, saying. The 
Master is come, and calleth for thee. As soon as 
she heard that, she arose quickly, and came unto 
him. Now Jesus was not yet come into the town, 
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but was in that place where Martha met him. 
The Jews then which were with her in the house, 
and comforted her, when they saw Mary, that she 
rose up hastily and went out, followed her, say- 
ing, She goeth unto the grave to weep there. 
Then when Mary was come where Jesus was, and 
saw him, she fell down at his feet, saying unto him. 
Lord, if thou hadst been here, my brother had not 
died. When Jesus therefore saw her weeping, 
and the Jews also weeping which came with her, 
he groaned in the spirit, and was troubled, and 
said. Where have ye laid him? They said unto 
him, Lord, come and see. Jesus wept Then 
said the Jews, Behold how he loved him I And 
some of them said. Could not this man^ which 
opened the eyes of the blind, have caused that 
even this man should not have died ? 

Jesus therefore again groaning in himself 
Cometh to the grave. It was a cave, and a stone 
lay upon it Jesus said. Take ye away the stone. 
Martha, the sister of him that was dead, saith unto 
him. Lord, by this time he stinketh : for he hath 
been dead four days. Jesus saith unto her. Said I 
not unto thee, that, if thou wouldest believe, thou 
shouldest see the glory of God ? Then they took 
away the stone from the place where the dead was 
laid. And Jesus lifted up his eyes, and said. 
Father, I thank thee that thou hast heard me. 
And I knew that thou hearest me alwa]rs: but 
because of the people which stand by I said it, 
that they may believe that thou has sent me. And 
when he thus had spoken, he cried with a loud 
voice, Lazarus, come forth. And he that was 
dead came forth, bound hand and foot with grave- 
clothes; and his face was bound about with a 
napkin. Jesus saith unto them, Loose him, and 
let him ga Then many of the Jews which came 
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to Mai7, and had seen the things which Jesus did, 
believed on him. But some of them went their 
ways to the Pharisees^ and told them what things 
Jesus had done.

And 
when he was come nigh, even now at the descent 
of the mount of Olives, the whole multitude of the 
disciples began to rejoice and praise God with a 
loud voice for all the mighty works that they had 
seen, saying. Blessed be the King that cometh in 
the name of the Lord : peace in heaven, and glory 
in the highest And some of the Pharisees from 
among the multitude said unto him. Master, rebuke 
thy disciples. And he answered and said unto 
them, I tell you that, if these should hold their 
peace, the stones would immediately cry out 
And when he was come near, he beheld the ctty. 
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and wept over it, saying:, If thou badst Icnown, 
even thou, at least in this thy day, the things 
which belong unto thy peace 1 but now they are 
hid from thine eyes. For the days shall come upon 
thee, that thine enemies shall cast a trench about 
thee, and compass thee round, and keep thee in 
on every side, and shall lay ihet even with the 
ground, and thy children within thee; and they 
shall not leave in thee one stone upon another ; 
because thou knewest not the time of thy visita- 
tion.

V before the feast of the passover, 

vhen Jesus knew that his hour was 

:ome that he should depart out of 

his world unto the Father, having 

oved his own viAich were in the 

woiid, he loved them unto the end. 

And as they were eating, Jesus took bread, and 

blessed it, and brake it, and gave it to the dis- 

dples, and said. Take, eat ; this is my body. And 

he took the cup, and gave thanks, and gave it to 

them, saying, Drink ye all of it; for this is my 

blood of the new testament, which is shed for 

many for the remission of sins. But I say unto 

you, I will not drink henceforth of this fruit of the 

vine, until that day when I drink it new with you 

in my Father's kingdom. 

And supper being ended, (the devil having now 
put into the heart of Judas Iscario^ Simon's son, 
to betray him,) Jesus Icnowhig that the Father 
bad given all things into his hands, and that he

was come from God, and went to God ; he riseth 

from supper, and laid aside his garments; and 

took a towel, and girded himself. After that he 

poureth water into a bason, and began to wash the 

disdples' feet, and to wipe them with the towel 

wherewith he was girded. Then cometh he to 

Simon Peter: and Peter saith unto him, Lord, 

dost thou wash my feet? Jesus answered and 

said unto him. What I do thou knowest not now ; 

but thou Shalt know hereafter. Peter saith unto 

him. Thou shalt never wash my feet Jesus 

answered him. If I wash thee not, thou hast no 

part with me. Simon Peter saith unto him, Lord, 

not my feet only, but also my hands and my 

head Jesus saith to him. He that is washed 

needeth not save to wash his feet, but is clean 

every whit : and ye are clean, but not all. For he 

knew who should betray him ; therefore said he, 

Ye are not all clean. 

So after he had washed their feet, and had taken 

his garments, and was set down again, he said 

unto them, Know ye what I have done to you? 

Ye call me Master and Lord : and ye say well ; for 

so I am. If I then, your Lord and Master, have 

washed jrour feet, ye also ought to wash one 

another's feet For I have given you an example, 

that je should do as I have done to you. Verily, 

verily, I say unto you. The servant is not greater 

than his lord ; neither he that is sent greater than 

he that sent hiuL If jt know these thinjgfs, happy 

are ye if ye do them. I speak not of you all : I 

know whom I have chosen : but that the scripture 

may be fulfilled. He that eateth bread with me 

hath lifted up his heel against me. Now I tell you 

before it come, that, when it is come to pass, ye 

may believe that I am he. Verily, verily, I say 

unto jou, He that receiveth whomsoever I send 

z 
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receiveth me ; and he that receiveth me r ecetveth 
him that sent me. 

When Jesus had thus said, he was troubled In 
spirity and testified, and said, Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, that one of you shall betray me. Then 
the disciples looked one on another, doubting: of 
whom he spake. Now there was leaning on Jesus^ 
bosom one of his disciples, whom Jesus loved. 
Simon Peter therefore beckoned to him, that he 
should ask who it should be of whom he spake. 
He then Ijring on Jesus' breast saith unto him, 
Lord, who is it? Jesus answered. He it is, to 
whom I shall g:ive a sop, when I have dipped it. 
And when he had dipped the sop, he gave it to 
Judas Iscariot, the son of Simon. And after the 
sop Satan entered into him. Then said Jesus 
unto him. That thou doest, do quickly. Now no 
man at the table knew for what intent he spake 
this unto him. For some of them thought, be- 
cause Judas had the bag, that Jesus had said unto 
him. Buy those things that we have need of 
against the feast; or, that he should give some- 
thing to the poor. He then having received the 
sop went immediately out : and it was night 

Therefore, when he was gone out, Jesus said. 
Now is the Son of man glorified, and God is glori- 
fied in him. If God be glorified in him, God shall 
also glorify him in himself, and shall straightway 
glorify him. Little children, ]ret a little while I am 
with you. Ye shall seek me : and as I said unto 
the Jews, Whither I go, je cannot come ; so now 
I say to you. A new commandment I give unto 
you, That ye love one another; as I have loved 
you, that ye also love one another. By this shall 
all men know that ye are my disciples, if ye have 
love one to another. 

Simon Peter said unto him. Lord, whither goest 
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thou? Jesus answered him, Whither I go, thou 
canst not follow me now; but thou shalt follow 
me afterwards. Peter said unto him, Lord, why 
cannot I follow thee now ? I will lay down my life 
for thy sake. Jesus answered him. Wilt thou 
lay down thy life for my sake? Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, The cock shall not crow, till thou 
hast denied me thrice. 



CCXII 

CHRISTS BEQUEST OF PEACE 

Jobn xhr. 1-27. 

ET not your heart be troubled: ye 
believe in God, believe also in me. 
In my Father's house are many 
mansions : if it were not so^ I would 
have told you. I go to prepare a 
place for you. And if I go and pre- 
pare a place for you, I will come again, and receive 
you unto myself; that where I am, there ye may 
be also. And whither I go ]re know, and the way 
ye know. Thomas saith unto him, Lord, we know 
not whither thou goest; and how can we know 
the way? Jesus saith unto him, I am tiie way, 
the truth, and the life: no man cometh unto 
the Father, but by me. If ye had known me, ye 
should have known my Father also: and from 
henceforth ye know him, and have seen him. 
Philip saith unto him. Lord, shew us the Father, 
and it sufficeth us. Jesus saith unto him. Have I 
been so long time with you, and yet hast thou not 
known me, Philip? he that hath seen me hath 
seen the Father ; and how sajrest thou then. Shew 
us the Father? Believest thou not that I am in 
the Father, and the Father in me ? the words that 
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I speak unto you I speak not of mysdf : but the 
Pather, that dwelleth in me, he doeth the works. 
Believe me that I am in the Pather, and the 
Pather in me: or else believe me for the very 
works* sake. Verily, verilyi I say unto srou. He 
that believeth on me, the works that I do shall he 
do also; and greater works than these shall he 
do; because I go unto my Pather. And what- 
soever je shall ask in my name, that will I do, that 
the Pather may be glorified in the Son. If ye 
shall ask any thing in my name, I will do it 

If jt love me, keep my commandments. And I 
will pray the Pather, and he shall give ]rou another 
Comforter, that he may abide with you for ever; 
even the Spirit of truth ; whom the world cannot 
receive, because it seeth him not, neither knoweth 
him : but ye know him ; for he dwelleth with you, 
and shall be in you. I will not leave you comfort- 
less: I will come to you. Yet a little while, and 
the world seeth me no more; but ye see me: 
because I live, yt shall live also. At that day ye 
shall know that I am in my Pather, and ye in me, 
and I in you. He that hath my commandments, 
and keepeth them, he it is that loveth me : and he 
that loveth me shall be loved of my Pather, and I 
will love him, and will manifest m]rself to him. 
Judas saith unto him, (not Iscariot), Lord, how is 
it that thou wilt manifest th]rself unto us, and not 
unto the world? Jesus answered and said unto 
him. If a man love me, he will keep my words : 
and my Pather will love him, and we will come 
unto him, and make our abode with him. He that 
loveth me not keepeth not my sayings: and the 
word which ye hear is not mine, but the Pather^s 
which sent me. These things have I spoken unto 
you, being yet present with 3rou. But the Com- 
forter, which is the Holy Ghost, whom the Pather 
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will send in my name, he shall teach ]rou all thingSi 
and bring all things to your remembrance, what- 
soever I have said unto you. Peace I leave with 
3roU| my peace I give unto you : not as the world 
Siveth, give I unto you. Let not your heart be 
troubled, neither let it be afraid.

CHRISTS INTERCESSORY PRAYER 

JohnzviL 

HESE words spake Jesus, and lifted 
up his eyes to heaven, and said. 
Father, the hour is come; glorify 
thy Son, that thy Son also may 
glorify thee : as thou hast given him 
power over all flesh, that he should 
give eternal life to as many as thou hast given 
him. And this is life eternal, that they might 
know thee the only true God, and Jesus Christ, 
whom thou hast sent I have glorified thee on 
the earth: I have finished the work which thou 
gavest me to do. And now, O Father, glorify 
thou me with thine own self with the glory which 
I had vrith thee before the world was. I have 
manifested thy name unto the men which thou 
gavest me out of the world : thine they were, and 
thou gavest them me; and they have kept thy 
word. Now they have known that all things 
whatsoever thou hast given me are of thee. For 
I have given unto them the words which thou 
gavest me; and they have received them, and 
have known surely that I came out from thee^ 
and they have believed that thou didst send me. 
I pray for them: I pray not for the world, but 
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for them which ihou hast given me; for they are 
thine. And all mine are thine, and thine are mine ; 
and I am glorified in them. And now I am no 
more in the world, but these are in the world, 
and I come to thee. Holy Father, keep through 
thine own name those whom thou hast given me^ 
that they may be one, as we are. While I was 
with them in the world, I kept them in thy name : 
those that thou gavest me I have kept, and none 
of them is lost, but the son of perdition ; that the 
scripture might be fulfilled. And now come I to 
thee ; and these things I speak in the world, that 
they might have my joy fulfilled in themselves. 
I have given them thy word ; and the world hath 
hated them, because they are not of the woridt 
even as I am not of the world* I pray not that 
thou shouldest take them out of the work^ but 
that thou shouldest keep them from the eviL 
They are not of the world, even as I am not of 
the world. Sanctify them through thy truth : thy 
word is truth. As thou hast sent me into the 
world, even so have I also sent them into the 
world. And for their sakes I sanctify myself, 
that they also might be sanctified through the 
truth. Neither pray I for these alone, but for 
them also which shall believe on me through their 
word ; that they all may be one ; as thou. Father, 
art in me, and I in thee, that they also may be 
one in us : that the world may believe that thou 
hast sent me. And the glory which thou gavest 
me I have given them; that they may be one^ 
even as we are one : I in them, and thou in me, 
that they may be made perfect in one ; and that 
the world may know that thou hast sent me, and 
hast loved them, as thou hast loved me. Father, 
I will that they also, whom thou hast given me, be 
with me where I am; that they may behold my 
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Sloiy, which thou hast given me : for thou lovedst 
me before the foundation of the world. O right- 
eous Father, the world hath not known thee: 
but I have known thee, and these have known 
that thou hast sent me. And I have declared 
unto them thy name, and will declare it: that 
the love wherewith thou hast loved me may be 
in them, and I in them.

THE BETRAYAL 

Matthew xxvl. 36-5^ 

HEN Cometh Jesus with them unto a 
place called Gethsemane, and saith 
unto the disciples, Sit ye here, while 
I go and pray yonder. And he took 
with him Peter and the two sons of 
Zebedee, and began to be sorrowful 
and veiy heavy. Then saith he unto them, My 
soul is exceeding sorrowful, even unto death: 
tarxy ye here, and watch with me. And he went 
a little farther, and fell on his face, and prayed, 
saying, O my Father, if it be possible, let this cup 
pass from me : nevertheless not as I will, but as 
thou wilt And he cometh unto the disciples, and 
findeth them asleep, and saith unto Peter, What, 
could ye not watch with me one hour? Watch 
and pray, that ye enter not into temptation : the 
spirit indeed is willing, but the flesh is weak. He 
went away again the second time, and prayed, 
sajring, O my Father, if this cup may not pass 
away from me, except I drink it, thy will be done. 
And he came and found them asleep again: for 
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their eyes were heavy. And he left them, and 
went away again, and prajred the third tim^ 
sajring the same words. Then cometh he to his 
disciplesi and saith unto them. Sleep on now, and 
take your rest : behold, the hour is at hand, and 
the Son of man is betrayed into the hands of 
sinners. Rise, let us be going: behold, he is at 
hand that doth betray me. 

And while he yet spake, lo, Judas, one of the 
twelve, came, and with him a great multitude with 
swords and staves, from the chief priests and 
elders of the people. Now he that betrayed him 
gave them a sign, saying. Whomsoever I shall 
kiss, that same is he : hold him fast And forth- 
with he came to Jesus, and said, Hail, Master; 
and kissed him. And Jesus said unto him. Friend, 
wherefore art thou come ? Then came tiiejf and 
laid hands on Jesus, and took him. And, behold, 
one of them which were with Jesus stretched out 
his hand, and drew his sword, and struck a 
servant of the high priest's, and smote off his ear.

Then all the 
disciples forsook him, and fled.

HEN took they him» and led him, and 
brought him into the high priesfs 
house. And Peter followed a£ar off. 
And when they had kindled a fire in 
the midst of tiie hall, and were set 
down together, Peter sat down among 
them. But a certain maid beheld him as he sat 
by the fire, and earnestly looked upon him, and 
said, This man was also with him« And he denied 
him, saying. Woman, I know him not And after 
a little whUe another saw him, and said. Thou 
art also of them. And Peter said, Man, I am not. 
And about the space of one hour after another 
confidently affirmed, saying, Of a truth this fellow 
also was with him; for he is a Galila&an. And 
Peter said, Man, I know not what thou sayest 
And immediately, while he yet spake, the cock 
crew. And the Lord turned, and looked upon 
Peter. And Peter remembered the word of the 
Lord, how he had said unto him. Before the cock 
crow, thou Shalt deny me thrice. And Peter went 
out, and wept bitterly. 



CHRIST BEFORE PILATE 

Jolm TtB. aB— six. tO. 

M led they Jesus from Calapbas 
ito the ball of judgment : and it 
IS early ; and they themselves went 
it into the judgment hall, lest th^ 
ould be defiled; but that tbey 
-Jght eat the passover. Pilate then 
went out unto them, and said, What accusatim 
bring ye against this man? They answered and said 
unto him. If be were not a malefactor, we would 
not have delivered bim up unto tbe& Then said 
Pilate unto them, Take ye bim, and judge him 
according to your law. The Jews therefore said 
unto him. It is not lawful for us to put any man 
to death : that the saying of Jesus might be ful- 
filled, which be spake, signifying what death be 
should die. 

Then Pilate entered into the judgment hall 
again, and called Jesus, and said unto him. Art 
thou the King of the Jews ? Jesus answered him, 
Sayest thou this thing of thyseli^ or did others tell 
it tbee of me? Pilate answered, Am I a Jew? 
Thine own nation and the chief priests have 
delivered thee unto me: what bast thou done? 
Jesus answered, My kingdom is not of this world : 
if my kingdom were of tliis world, then would my 
servants fight, that I should not be delivered to 
the Jews : but now is my kingdom not from hencb 
, Pilate therefore said unto him, Art thou a king 
then ? Jesus answered. Thou sayest that I am a 
king. To this end was I bom, and for this cause 
came I into the world, that I should bear witness 
unto the truth. Every one that is of the truth 
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heareth my voice. Pilate saith unto him, What is 
truth? 

And when he had said this, he went out again 
unto the Jews, and saith unto them, I find in him 
no fault at all. But ye haye a custom, that I 
should release unto you one at the passover : will 
ye therefore that I release unto ]rou the King of the 
Jews? Then cried they all again, saying. Not 
this man, but Barabbas. Now Barabbas was a 
robber. Then Pilate therefore took Jesus, and 
scourged him. And the soldiers platted a crown 
of thorns, and put it on his head, and they put 
on him a purple robe, and said. Hail, King of 
the Jews I and they smote him with their hands. 
Pilate therefore went forth again, and saith unto 
them. Behold, I bring him forth to you, that ye 
may know that I find no fault in him. Then 
came Jesus forth, wearing the crown of thorns, 
and the purple robe. And Pilate saith unto them. 
Behold the man ! When the chief priests there- 
fore and officers saw him, they cried out, saying, 
Crucify him, crucify him. Pilate saith unto them. 
Take ye him, and crucify him : for I find no fault 
in him. The Jews answered him, We have a law, 
and by our law he ought to die, because he made 
himself the Son of God. 

When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he was 
the more afraid; and went again into the judgment 
hall, and saith unto Jesus, Whence art thou? 
But Jesus gave him no answer. Then saith Pilate 
unto him, Speakest thou not unto me ? knowest 
thou not that I have power to crucify thee, and 
have power to release thee? Jesus answered, 
Thou couldest have no power at all against me, 
except it were given thee from above : therefore 
he that delivered me unto thee hath the greater 
sin. And from thenceforth Pilate sought to release 
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him: but the Jews cried out,8ayhig, If thou let this 
maa go, thou art not Caesar's friend : wbosoercr 
maketh himself a king speaketh against Caesar. 
When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he 
brought Jesus forth, and sat down In the judgment 
seat in a place that is called the Pavement, but in 
the Hebrew, Gabbatlia. And it was the prepara^ 
tion of the passover, and about the sixtii hour: 
and he saith unto the Jews, Behold your King I 
But they cried out. Away with him, aw^ with him, 
crucify him. Pilate saith unto them, Shalt I 
crucify your King? The chief priests answered. 
We have no king but Caesar. Then delivered he 
him therefore unto them to be crucified. And 
they took Jesus, and led him away.

IND as they led him away, th^ laid 
hold upon one Simon, a Cyrenian, 
coming out of the country, and oo 
him they laid the cross, that be 
might bear it after Jesus. And 
there followed him a great company 
of people, and of women, which also bewailed and 
lamented him. But Jesus, turning unto them, 
said, Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for m^ 
butweepforyourseives,andforyourcluldren. For, 
behold, the days are comii^, in the which they 
shall say, Blessed are the barren, and the wombs 
that never bar^ and the paps v^ch never gave 
iuck. Then shall they begin to aay to the moun- 
tains. Fall on us ; and to the hills. Cover as. For 
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if they do these things in a green tree» what shall 
be done in the dry? 

And there were also two other, malefoctors, 
led with him to be put to death. And when they 
were come to the place, which is called Calvary, 
there they crucified him, and the malefactors, one 
on the right hand, and tiie other on the left. Then 
said Jesus, Father, forgive them ; for they know 
not what they do. And they parted his raiment, 
and cast lots. And the people stood beholding. 
And the rulers also with them derided him, saying, 
He saved others ; let him save himself, if he be 
Christ, the chosen of God. And the soldiers also 
mocked him, coming to him, and offering him 
vinegar, and saying. If thou be the king of the 
Jews, save thjrselt And a superscription also was 
written over him in letters of Greek, and Latin, and 
Hebrew, THIS IS THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

And one of the malefactors which were hanged 
railed on him, saying. If thou be Christ, save thy- 
self and us. But the other answering rebuked 
him, saying. Dost not thou fear God, seeing thou 
art in the same condemnation? And we indeed 
justly ; for we receive the due reward of our deeds : 
but this man hath done nothing amiss. And he 
said unto Jesus, Lord, remember me when thou 
comest into thy kingdom. And Jesus said unto 
him, Verily I say unto thee, To day shalt thou be 
with me in paradise. 

And it was about the sixth hour, and there was 
a darkness over all the earth until the ninth hour. 
And the sun was darkened, and the veil of the 
temple was rent in the midst And when Jesus 
had cried with a loud voice, he said. Father, into 
thy hands I commend my spirit : and having said 
thus, he gave up the ghost Now when the 
centurion saw what was done, he glorified God, 
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sayinff, Certainly this was a righteous man. And 
all the people that came together to that sight, 
beholding the things which were done, smote their 
breasts, and returned. And all his acquaintance, 
and the women that followed him fhnn Galiie^ 
stood afar of!^ beholding these thing& 



THE ENTOMBMENT AND THE 

RESURRECTION 

Lake xzUi. 50-50, John zz. i-ag. 

(fD, behold, there was a man named 
Joseph, a counsellor ; and he was a 
good man, and a just: (the same 
had not consented to the counsel 
and deed of them;) he was of 
Arimattuea, a city of the Jews : irtio 
also himself waited for the kingdom of God. This 
man went unto Pilate, and begged the body of 
Jesus. And he took it down, and wrapped it in 
linen, and laid it in a sepulchre that was hewn in 
stone, wherein never man before was laid. And 
that day was the preparation, and the sabbath 
drew on. And the women alao, wbich came with 
him from Galilee, followed after, and beheld the 
sepulchre, and how his body was laid. And they 
returned, and prepared spices and ointments ; and 
rested the sabbath day according to the command- 
ment. 

The first day of the week cometh Maiy Magda- 
lene early, when it was yet dark, unto the sepulchre, 
and seeth the stone taken away from the sepulchre. 
Then she runneth, and cometh to Simon Peter, 
and to the other disciple, irtiom Jesus loved, and 
saith unto tbmn, They have taken away the Lord 
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out of the sepulchre) and we know not where thej 
have laid him* Peter therefore went forth, and 
that other disdple, and came to the sepulchre 
So thej ran both together : and the other disciple 
did outrun Peter, and came first to the sepulchre. 
And he stooping down, and looking in, saw the 
linen clothes lying; yet went he not in. Then 
Cometh Simon Peter following him, and went into 
the sepulchre, and seeth the linen clothes lie, and 
the napkin, that was about his head, not lying with 
the linen clothes, but wrapped together in a place 
by itself. Then went in also that other disciple, 
which came first to the sepulchre, and he saw, and 
believed. For as yet they knew not the scripture, 
that he must rise again frcHU the dead. Then the 
disciples v^ent away again unto their own home. 

But Mary stood without at the sepulchre weep- 
ing: and as she vrept, she stooped dovni, and 
looked into the sepulchre, and seeth two angels in 
white sitting, the one at the head, and the other at 
the feet, where the body of Jesus had lain. And 
they say unto her. Woman, why vireepest thou? 
She saith unto them. Because they have taken 
away my Lord, and I know not where they have 
laid him. And when she had thus said, she turned 
herself back, and saw Jesus standing, and knew 
not that it v^as Jesus. Jesus saith unto her, 
Woman, why v^eepest thou ? whom seekest thou ? 
She, supposing him to be the gardener, saith unto 
him. Sir, if thou have borne him hence, tell me 
where thou hast laid him, and I will take him 
away. Jesus saith unto her, Mary. She turned 
herself, and saith unto him, Rabboni ; which is to 
say. Master. Jesus saith unto her, Touch me not ; 
for I am not yet ascended to my Father: but go to 
my brethren, and say unto them, I ascend unto my 
Father, and jrour Father; and to my God, and 
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your Go(L Maty Magdalene came and told fhe 
disciples that she had seen the Lord, and that be 
had spoken these things unto her. 

Then the same day at evening, being the first 
day of the week, when the doors were shut where 
the disciples were assembled for fear of the Jew% 
came Jesus and stood in the midst, and saith unto 
them, Peace be unto you. And when he had so 
said, he shewed unto them his hands and his side 
Then were the disciples glad, when they saw the 
Lord. Then said Jesus to them again. Peace be 
unto you: as my Father hath sent me, even so 
send I ]rou. And when he had said this, he 
breathed on them, and saith unto them. Receive 
ye the Holy Ghost: whose soever sins ye remits 
they are remitted unto them; and whose soever 
sins ye retain, they are retained. 

But Thomas, one of the twelve^ called Didjrmus, 
was not with them when Jesus came. The oUher 
disciples therefore said unto him. We have seen 
the Lord. But he said unto them. Except I shall 
see in his hands the print of the nails, and put my 
finger into the print of the nails, and thrust my 
hand into his side^ I will not believe. 

And after eight days, again his disciples were 
within, and Thomas with them : then came Jesus, 
the doors being shut, and stood in the midst» and 
said. Peace be unto you. Then saith he to Thomas, 
Reach hither thy finger, and behold my hands; 
and reach hither thy hand, and thrust it into my 
side: and be not iaithless, but believing. And 
Thomas answered and said unto him. My Lord 
and my God. Jesus saith unto him, Thomas, be- 
cause thou hast seen me, thou hast believed: 
blessed are thqr that have not seen, and yet have 
believed.

THE EVENING WALK TO EMMAUS 

Luke zzhr. 13-32. 

ND, beholdy two of them went that 
same day to a village called Em- 
mauSy which was from Jerusalem 
about threescore furloughs. And they 
talked together of all these things 
which had happened. And it came 
to pass, that, while they communed together and 
reasoned, Jesus himself drew near, and went with 
them. But their ejts were holden that they should 
not know him. 

And he said unto them, What manner of com- 
munications are these that ye have one to another, 
as ye walk, and are sad ? And the one of them, 
whose name was Cleopas, answering said unto 
him, Art thou only a stranger in Jerusalem, and 
hast not known the things which are come to pass 
there in these days? And he said unto them. 
What things ? And they said unto him. Concern- 
ing Jesus of Nazareth, which was a prophet 
mighty in deed and word before God and all the 
people : and how the chief priests and our rulers 
delivered him to be condemned to death, and have 
crucified him. But we trusted that it had been he 
which should have redeemed Israel: and beside 
all this, to-day is the third day since these things 
were done Yea, and certain women also of our 
company made us astonished, which were early at 
the sepulchre ; and when they found not his body, 
they came, saying, that they had also seen a vision 
of angels, which said that he was alive. And 
certain of them which were with us went to the 
sepulchre, and found it even so as the women had 
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said : but him they saw not Then he said unto 
them, O fools, and slow of heart to believe all that 
the prophets have spoken: ought not Christ to 
have suffered these things, and to enter into his 
glory? And beginning at Moses and all the 
prophets, he expounded unto them in all the 
scriptures the things concerning himself. 

And they drew nigh unto the village, whtther 
th^ went : and he made as though he would have 
gone further. But they constrained him, saving. 
Abide vrith us : for it is toward evening, and the 
day is far spent And he went in to tany with 
them. And it came to pass, ashesat at meat with 
them, he took bread, and blessed it, and brake, 
and gave to them. And their eyes were opened, 
and they knew him ; and he vanned out of their 
sight And they said one to another. Did not our 
heart bum within us, while he talked with us by 
the w^, and while he opened to us the scriptures f 



THE MARTYRDOM OF STEPHEN 

Acts vL S-I& vlL 54-6>. 

ND Stephen, full of faith and power, 
did great wonders and miracles 
among the people. Then there arose 
certain of the synagogue, which is 
called the sjrnagogue of the Liber- 
tines, and Cyrenians, and Alex- 
andrians, and of them of Cilida and of Asia, 
disputing with Stephen. And they were not able 
to resist the wisdom and the spirit by which he 
spake. Then they suborned men, which said. We 
have heard him speak blasphemous words a£:alnst 
Mosei^ and against God. And they stirred up the 
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people, and the elders, and the scribes, and came 
upon him, and caught him, and brought him to the 
council, and set up false witnesses, which said. 
This man ceaseth not to speak blasphemous words 
against this holy place, and the law : for we have 
heard him say, that this Jesus of Nazareth shall 
destroy this place, and shall change the customs 
which Moses delivered us. And all that sat in the 
council, looking stedfastly on him, saw his fiace as 
it had been the face of an angeL 

****** 

When they heard these things, they were cut to 
the heart, and they gnashed on him with their 
teeth. But he, being full of the Holy Ghost, 
looked up stedfastly into heaven, and saw the 
glory of God, and Jesus standing on the right hand 
of God, and said, Behold, I see the heavens opened, 
and the Son of man standing on the right hand of 
God. Then they cried out with a loud voice, and 
stopped their ears, and ran upon him with one 
accord, and cast him out of the city, and stoned 
him : and the witnesses laid down their clothes at 
a ]roung man's feet, whose name was Saul. And 
they stoned Stephen, calling upon God, and saying, 
Lord Jesus, receive my spirit And he kneeled 
down, and cried with a loud voice. Lord, lay not 
this sin to their charge And when he had said 
this, he fell asleep. 
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CCXXI 

PAUL'S FAREWELL TO EPHESUS 

Acts zz. 27-38. 




ND from Miletus he sent to Ephesus, 
and called the elders of the church. 
And when they were come to him, 
he said unto them. Ye know, from 
the first day that I came into Asia, 
after what manner I have been with 
yovL at all seasons, serving the Lord with all 
humility of mind, and with many tears, and 
temptations, which befell me by the l]ring in wait 
of the Jews : and how I kept back nothing that 
was profitable unto you, but have shewed you, and 
have taught you publicly, and from house to 
house, testifying both to the Jews, and also to 
the Greeks, repentance toward God, and faith 
toward our Lord Jesus Christ And now, behold, 
I go bound in the spirit unto Jerusalem, not 
knowing the things that shall befall me there: 
save that the Holy Ghost witnesseth in eveiy city, 
saying that bonds and afilictions abide me But 
none of these things move me, neither count I my 
life dear unto mjrseli^ so that I might finish my 
course with joy, and the ministry, which I have 
received of the Lord Jesus, to testify the gospel 
of the grace of God. And now, behold, I know 
that ye all, among whom I have gone preaching 
the kingdom of God, shall see my face no more. 
Wherefore I take you to record this day, that I am 
pure from the blood of all men. For I have not 
shunned to declare unto you all the counsel of 
God. Take heed therefore unto srourselves, and 
to all the flock, over the which the Holy Ghost 
hath made you overseers, to feed the church of 
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God, which he hath purchased with his own blood. 
For I know this, that after my departing shall 
grierous wolves enter in among you, not sparing 
the flock. Also of your own selves shall men 
arise, speaking perverse things, to draw away 
disciples after them. Therefore watch, and re- 
member, that by the space of three years I ceased 
not to warn every one night and day with tears. 
And now, brethren, I commend you to God, and 
to the word of his grace, which is able to build you 
up, and to give jrou an inheritance among all them 
which are sanctified. I have coveted no man's 
silver, or gold, or apparel Yea, ye yourselves 
know, that these hands have ministered unto my 
necessities, and to them that were with me. I 
have shewed you all things, how that so labouring 
ye ought to support the weak, and to remember 
the words of the Lord Jesus, how he said, It is 
more blessed to give than to receive. 

And when he had thus spoken, he kneeled down, 
and prayed with them all. And they all wept sore^ 
and fell on Paul's neck, and kissed him, sorrowing 
most of all for the words which he spake, that 
they should see his face no more. And they 
accompanied him unto the ship. 

CCXZII 

VOYAGE AND SHIPWRECK 

ActszxvlL 

ND when it was determined that we 
should sail into Italy, they delivered 
Paul and certain other prisoners unto 
one named Julius, a centurion of 
Augustus' band. And entering into 
a ship of Adramyttium, we launched, 
meaning to sail by the coasts of Asia ; one Aris- 
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tarchusy a Macedonian of Thessalonica, being witti 
us. And the next day we touched at Sidon. And 
Julius courteously entreated Paul, and gave him 
liberty to go unto his friends to refresh himselt 
And when we had launched from thence^ we 
sailed under CjrpruSy because the winds were con- 
trary. And when we had sailed over the sea of 
Cilida and Pamphylia, we came to M]rra, a dty of 
Lycia. And there the centurion found a ship of 
Alexandria sailing into Italy ; and he put us there- 
in. And when we had sailed slowly many days» 
and scarce were come over against Cnidus, tiie 
vrind not suffering us, v^e sailed under Crete, over 
against Salmone; and, hardly passing it, came 
unto a place which is called 'Hie Fair Havens; 
nigh thereunto was the city of Lasea. 

Now when much time was spent, and when 
sailing was now dangerous, because tiie fast was 
now already past, Paul admonished them, and 
said unto them. Sirs, I perceive that this voyage 
will be with hurt and much damage, not only of 
the lading and ship, but also of our lives. Never- 
theless the centurion believed the master and the 
owner of the ship, more than those things which 
were spoken by PauL And because the haven 
was not commodious to vnnter in, the more part 
advised to depart thence also, if by any means 
they might attain to Phenice, and there to vnnter ; 
which is an haven of Crete, and lieth toward the 
south west and north west And when the south 
wind blew softly, supposing that they had obtained 
their purpose^ loosing thence, they sailed close by 
Crete. But not long after there arose against it a 
tempestuous wind, called Euroclydon. And when 
the ship was caught, and could not bear up into 
the wind, we let her drive And running under a 
certain island which is called Clauda, we had much 
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work to come by the boat : which when they had 
taken up, they used helps, undergirding the ship ; 
and, fearing lest they ^ould fall into the quick- 
sands, strake sail, and so were driven. And we 
being exceedingly tossed with a tempest, the next 
day they lightened the ship ; and the third day we 
cast out with our own hands the tackling of the 
ship. And when neither sun nor stars in many dajs 
appeared, and no small tempest lay on us, all hope 
that we should be saved was then taken away. 

But afker long abstinence Paul stood forth in 
the midst of them, and said. Sirs, ye should have 
hearkened unto me, and not have loosed from 
Crete, and to have gained this harm and loss. 
And now I exhort you to be of good cheer: for 
there shall be no loss of any man's life among ]rou, 
but of the ship. For there stood by me this night 
the angel of God, whose I am, and whom I serve, 
saying. Fear nol^ Paul; thou must be brought 
before Cssar: and, lo, God hath given thee all 
them that sail with thee. Wherefore, sirs, be of 
good cheer: for I believe God, that it shall be even 
as it was told me. Howbeit we must be cast upon 
a cartain island. 

But when the fourteenth night was come, as 
we were driven up and down in Adria, about mid- 
night the shipmen deemed that they drew near to 
some country ; and sounded, and found it twenty 
fathoms : and when they had gone a little further, 
they sounded again, and found it fifteen fathoms. 
Then fearing lest we should have fallen upon 
rocks, they cast four anchors out of the stem, and 
wished for the day. And as the shipmen were 
about to flee out of the ship, when they had let 
down the boat into the sea, under colour as 
though they would have cast anchors out of the 
foreship, Paul said to the centurion and to the 
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soldiers. Except these abide in the ship, ye cannot 
be saved. Then the soldiers cut off the ropes of 
the boat, and let her fall off. And while the day 
was coming: on, Paul besought them all to take 
meaty saying. This day is the fourteenth day that ye 
have tarried and continued fasting, having taken 
nothing. Wherefore I pray you to take some 
meat : for this is for your health : for there shall 
not an hair fall from the head of any of jovu And 
when he had thus spoken, he took bread, and 
gave thanks to God in presence of them all : and 
when he had broken it, he began to eat Then 
were they all of good cheer, and they also took 
some meat And we were in all in the ship two 
hundred threescore and sixteen souls. And when 
they had eaten enough, they lightened the ship^ 
and cast out the wheat into the sea. 

And when it was day, they knew not the land: 
but they discovered a certain creek with a shore, 
into the which they were minded, if it were possible^ 
to thrust in the ship. And when they had taken 
up the anchors, they committed themselves unto 
the sea, and loosed the rudder bands, and hoised 
up the mainsail to the wind, and made toward 
shore. And falling into a place where two seas 
met, they ran the ship aground ; and the forepart 
stuck fast, and remained unmoveable, but the 
hinder part was broken with the violence of the 
waves. And the soldiers' counsel was to kill the 
prisoners, lest any of them should swim out, and 
escape. But the centurion, willing to save Paul, 
kept them from their purpose; and commanded 
that they which could swim should cast them* 
selves first into the sea, and get to land : and the 
rest, some on boards, and some on broken pieces 
of the ship. And so it came to pass, that they 
escaped all safe to land. 
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CCXXIIl 

WHO SHALL SEPARATE US 

Romaiis viB. 

HERE is therefore now no condemna- 
tion to them which are in Christ 
Jesus, who walk not after the flesh, 
but after the Spirit For the law of 
the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath 
made me free from the law of sin 
and death. For what the law could not do, in 
that it was weak through the flesh, God send- 
ing his own Son in the likeness of sinful flesh, 
and for sin, condemned sin in the flesh : that the 
righteousness of the law might be fulfilled in us, 
who walk not after the flesh, but after the Spirit 
For they that are after the flesh do mind the 
things of the flesh ; but they that are after the 
Spirit the things of the Spirit For to be carnally 
minded is death ; but to be spiritually minded is 
life and peace. Because the carnal mind is enmity 
against God : for it is not subject to the law of 
God, neither indeed can be. So then they that are 
in the flesh cannot please God But ye are not in 
the flesh, but in the Spirit, if so be that the Spirit 
of God dwell in you. Now if any man have not 
the Spirit of Christ, he is none of his. And if 
Christ be in you, the body is dead because of sin ; 
but the Spirit is life because of righteousness. 
But if the Spirit of him that raised up Jesus from 
the dead dwell in you, he that raised up Christ 
from the dead shall also quicken ]rour mortal 
bodies by his Spirit that dwelleth in jovu 

Therefore, brethren, we are debtors, not to the 
flesh, to live after the flesh. For if ye live after 
the flesh, ye ^all die : but if ye through the 
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do mortify the deeds of the body, ye shall live. 
For as many as are led by the Spirit of God, tbey 
are the sons of God. For ye have not received 
the spirit of bondage again to fear; but ye have 
received the Spirit of adoption, whereby we cry, 
Abba, Father. The Spirit itself bearetfa witness 
with our spirit, that we are the children of God : 
and if children, then heirs; heirs of God, and 
joint-heirs with Christ ; if so be that we suffer witli 
him, that we may be also glorified together. 

For I reckon that the sufferings of this present 
time are not worthy to be compart with the glory 
which shall be revealed in us. For the earnest 
expectation of the creature waiteth for the mani- 
festation of the sons of God. For the creature 
was made subject to vanity, not willingly, but by 
reason of him who hath subjected the same in 
hope; Because the creature itself also shall be 
deUvered from the bondage of corruption into the 
glorious liberty of the children of God. For we 
know that the whole creation groaneth and 
travaileth in pain together until now. And not 
only thqr> but ourselves also, which have the first- 
fruits of tiie Spirit, even we ourselves groan within 
ourselves, waiting for the adoption, to wit, the 
redemption of our body. For we are saved by 
hope : but hope that is seen is not hope : for what 
a man seeth, why doth he yet hope for? But if 
we hope for that we see not^ then do we with 
patience wait for it Likewise the Spirit also 
helpeth our infirmities : for we know not what we 
should pray for as we ought : but the Spirit itself 
maketh intercession for us with groanings which 
cannot be uttered. And he that searcheth the 
hearts knoweth what is the mind of the Spirit, 
because he maketh intercession for the saints 
according to the will of God. And we know that 
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all things woiic together for good to them t&t^ 
love God, to them who are the called according td 
his purpose. For whom he did foreknow, he also 
did predestinate to be conformed to the image of 
his Son, that he might be the firstborn among 
many brethren. Moreover whom he did pre- 
destinate, them he also called: and whom he 
called, them he also justified : and whom he justi- 
fied, them he also glorified. 

What shall we then say to these things? If 
God be for us, who can be against us? He that 
spared not his own Son, but delivered him up for 
us all, how shall he not with him also freely give 
us all things? Who shall lay any thing to the 
charge of God's elect ? It is God that justifieth. 
Who is he that condemneth? It is Christ that 
died, yea rather, that is risen again, who is even 
at the right hand of God, who also maketh inter- 
cession for us. Who shall separate us from the 
love of Christ? shall tribulation, or distress, or 
persecution, or famine, or nakedness, or peril, or 
sword? As it is written. For thy sake we are 
killed all the day long ; we are accounted as sheep 
for the slaughter. Nay, in all these things we are 
more than conquerors, through him that loved us. 
For I am persuaded, that neither death, nor life, 
nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor 
things present^ nor things to come, nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other creature, shall be able 
to separate us from the love of God, which is in 
Christ Jesus our Lord. 
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CCXXIV 

CHRISTIAN LIFE 

lEECH you therefore, brethren, 
the mercies of God, that jre 
Lt jovLT bodies a living sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto God, which is 
jrour reasonable service. And be not 
conformed to this world : but be ye 
transformed by the renewing of your mind, that ye 
may prove what is that good, and acceptable, and 
perfect, mil of God For I say, through the grace 
given unto me, to eveiy man that is among you, 
not to think of himself more highly than he ougrht 
to think ; but to think soberly, according as God 
hath dealt to every man the measure of faith. 
For as we have many members in one body, and 
all members have not the same office: so we, 
being many, are one body in Christ, and eveiy one 
members one of another. 

Having then gifts differing according to the 
grace that is given to us, whether prophecy, let us 
prophet according to the proportion of faith ; or 
ministiy, let us wait on our ministering: or he 
that teacheth, on teaching ; or he that exhorteth, 
on exhortation : he that giveth, let him do it with 
simplicity ; he that ruleth, with diligence ; he that 
sheweth merqr, with cheerfulness. Let love be 
without dissimulation. Abhor that which is evil ; 
cleave to that which is good. Be kindly affectioned 
one to another with brotherly love; in honour 
preferring one another; not slothful In business; 
fervent in spirit; serving the Lord; rejoicing in 
hope ; patient in tribulation ; continuing instant in 
prayer; distributing to the necessity of saints; 
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given to hospitality. Bless them which persecute 
you : blesSi and curse not Rejoice with them that 
do rejoice, and weep with them that weep. Be of 
the same mind one toward another. Mind not 
high things, but condescend to men of low estate. 
Be not wise in your own conceits. Recompense 
to no man evil for eviL Provide things honest in 
the sight of all men. If it be possible, as much as 
lieth in you, live peaceably with all men. Dearly 
beloved, avenge not yourselves, but rather give 
place unto wrath : for it is written. Vengeance is 
mine ; I will repay, saith the Lord. Therefore if 
thine enemy hunger, feed him ; if he thirst, give 
him drink : for in so doing thou shalt heap coals 
of iBre on his head. Be not overcome of evil, but 
overcome evil with good. 




CHARITY 

I CorinthJaiis zUL 

HOUGH I speak with the tongues of 
men and of angels, and have not 
charity, I am become as sounding 
brass, or a tinkling cymhaL And 
though I have the gift of prophecy, 
and understand all mysteries, and 
all knowledge ; and though I have all faith, so 
that I could remove mountains, and have not 
charity, I am nothing. And though I bestow 
all my goods to feed the poor, and though I give 
my body to be burned, and have not charity, it 
profiteth me nothing. Charity suffereth long, and 
is kind ; charity envieth not ; charity vaunteth not 
itself, is not puffed up, doth not behave itself 
unseemly, seeketh not her own, is not easily pro- 
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TOked, thlnketh no eril ; rejoicetb not In iniquHjr, 
but rejoiceth in the truth ; beareth all things, be- 
lieveth all thii^^s, hopeth all things, enduretb all 
things. Charity never faileth : but whether there 
be prophecies, they shall fail ; vbether there be 
tongues, they shall cease ; whether there be know- 
lec^e, it shall vanish away. For we know in par^ 
and we prophesy in part. But when that which is 
perfect is come, then that which is in part shall be 
done away. When I was a child, I spake as a 
child, I understood as a child, I thought as a 
child: but when I became a man, I put away 
childish things. For now we see through a glass, 
darkly ; but then face to face : now I know In pait ; 
but then shall I know even as also I am known. 
And now abideth faith, hope, charity, these tiiiee ; 
but the greatest of these is chari^.

T some man will say, How are the 

dead raised up ? and with what body 

do tb^ come ? Thou fool, that which 

thou sowest is not quickoied, except 

it die : and that which thou sowes^ 

thou sowest not that body that shall 

be, but bare grain, it may chance of wheat, or of 

some other grain : but God giveth it a body as it 

hath pleased him, and to every seed his own body. 

All flesh Is not the same flesh : but there is one 

kind of flesh of men, another flesh of beasts^ 

another of fishes, and another of birds. There 

are also celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial: 

but the glory of the celestial is on^ and the glory

of the terrestrial is another. There is -one glory 
of the sun» and another gloiy of the moon, and 
another glory of the stars : for one star differeth 
from another star in gloiy* So also is the resurrec- 
tion of the dead. It is sown in corruption; it is 
raised in incomiption : it is sown in dishonour; it is 
raised in glory : it is sown in weakness ; it is rsiised 
in power: it is sown a natural body ; it is raised a 
spiritual body. There is a natural body, and there 
is a spiritual body. And so it is written, The first 
man Adam was made a living soul ; the last Adam 
was made a quickening spirit Howbdt that was 
not first which is spiritual, but that which is 
natural ; and afterward that which is spirituaL 
The first man is of the earth, earthy: the second 
man is the Lord from heaven. As is the earthy, 
such are they also that are earthy: and as is the 
heavenly, such are they also that are heavenly. 
And as we have borne the image of the earthy, we 
shall also bear the image of the heavenly. 

Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom of God ; neither doth 
corruption inherit incomiption. Behold, I shew 
you a mjrstery ; We shall not all sleep, but we shall 
all be changed, in a moment, in the twinkling of 
an eye, at the last trump : for the trumpet shall 
sound, and the dead shall be raised incorruptible, 
and we shall be changed. For this corruptible 
must put on incomiption, and this mortal must 
put on immortality. So when this corruptible 
shall have put on incomiption, and this mortal 
shall have put on immortality, then shall be 
brought to pass the saying that is written, Death 
is swallowed up in victory. O death, where is thy 
sting? O grave^ where is thy victoiy? The sting 
of death is sin; and the strength of sin is the law. 
But thanks be to God, which giveth us the victoiy

thnnig^ our Lord Jesus Christ Therefore^ m? 
beloved brethren, be ye stedfast, uomoveable^ 
always abouading in the work of the Lord. foras< 
much as ye know that your labour is not in vain 
in the Lord. 

CCXXVII 
PER ASPERA AD ASTRA 



IHEREFORE seeing: we have this 
ministry, as we have received mercy, 
we faint not; but have renounced 
the hidden things of dishonesty, 
not walking in craftiness, nor hand- 
ling the word of God deceitfully; 
but 1^ manifestation of the truth commending 
ourselves to every man's conscience in the sight 
of God. But if our gospel be hid, it is hid to 
them that are lost : in whom the god of this 
world hath blinded the minds of them «4iich be- 
lieve not, lest the light of the glorious gospel of 
Christ who is the image of God, should shine unto 
them. For we preach not ourselves, but Christ 
Jesus the Lord ; and ourselves your servants for 
Jesus' sake. For God, who commanded the light 
to shine out of darkness, hath shined in our hearts, 
to give the light of the knowledge of the glory of 
God hi the face of Jesus Christ 

But we have this treasure in earthen vessels, 
that the excellency of the power may be of God, 
and not of us. We are troubled on eveiy side^ yet 
not distressed; we are perplexed, but not in 
despair; persecuted, but not forsaken; cast down, 
but not destroyed ; always bearing about in the 
body the dying of the Lord Jesus, that the life also 
of Jesus might be made manifest in our body. 
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For we which live are alway delivered unto deatii 
for Jesus* sake, that the life also of Jesus might be 
made manifest in our mortal flesh. So then death 
worketh in us, but life in you. We having the 
same spirit of faith, according as it is written, 
I believed, and therefore have I spoken ; we also 
believed, and therefore speak ; knowing that he 
which raised up the Lord Jesus shall raise up us 
also t^ Jesus, and shall present us with you. For 
all things are for your sakes, that the abundant 
grace might through the thanksgiving of many 
redound to the glory of God. For which cause 
we faint not ; but though our outward man perish, 
yet the inward man is renewed day by day. For 
our light affliction, which is but for a moment, 
worketh for us a far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory ; while we look not at the things 
which are seen, but at the things which are not 
seen : for the things which are seen are temporal ; 
but the things which are not seen are eternal. 

CCXXVIII 

THE EARTHLY AND THE HEAVENLY 

HOUSE 

a Corinthians v. i-xo. 

OR we know that if our earthly house 
of this tabernacle were dissolved, 
we have a building of God, an house 
not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens. For in this we groan, 
earnestly desiring to be clothed upon 
with our house which is from heaven : if so be 
that being clothed we shall not be found naked. 
For we that are in this tabernacle do groan, being 
burdened : not for that we would be unclothed, but 
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clothed upon, that mortality might be swallowed 
up of life. Now be that hath wrought us for the 
selfsame thing is God, who also hath given unto 
us the earnest of the Spirit Therefore we are 
alwaTS confident, knowing that, whilst we are at 
home in the body, we are absent from the Lord : 
(for we walk by Udth, not by sight :) we are con- 
fident, I say, and willing rather to be absent from 
thebody, and to be present with the Lord. Where- 
fore we labour, that, whether present or absent, wc 
may be accepted of him. For we must all appear 
before the judgment seat of Christ ; that every one 
may receive the things done in his body, according 
to that he hath done, whether it be good or bad.

E then, as workers together with 
him, beseech you also that ye re- 
ceive not the grace of God in vain. 
(For he saith, I have heard thee in a 
time accepted, and in the day of sal- 
vation have I succoured thee: behold, 
now is the accepted time ; behold, now is the day 
of salvation.)

HIS I say then, Walk in the Spirit, 
and ye shall not fulfil the lust of the 
flesh.

'. this cause I Paul, the prisoner of 
esus Christ for you Gentiles, if ye 
ave heard of the dispensation of tbe 
race of God which is g^iven me to 
ou-ward: how that by revelation 
ue made known unto me the n^s- 
tety; (as I wrote afore in few words, wheret^, 
Driien ye read, ye may understand my lcnowIed|^ 
in the mjrsteiy of Christ) which in other ages 
was not made known unto the sons of men, as it is 
now revealed unto his holy apostles and prophets 
by the Spirit ; that the Gentiles should be fellow- 
heirs, and of the same body, and partakers of his 
promise in Christ by the gospel : irtiereof I was 
made a minister, according to the gift of the grace 
of God given unto me by the efTectual working of 
his power. Unto me, who am less tlian the least 
of all saints, is this grace given, that I should 
preach among the Gentiles the unsearchable riches 
of Christ ; and to make all men see what is the 
fellowship of the mjrstery, which from the begin- 
ning of the world hath been hid in God, who 
created all things by Jesus Christ : to the Intent 
that now unto the principalities and powers in 
heavenly places might be known by the church 
the manifold vtrisdom of God, according to the 
eternal purpose which he purposed in Christ Jesus 
our Lord : in whom we have boldness and access 
with confidence by the faith of him. Wherefore I 
desire that ye faint not at my tribulations for you, 
which is your glory. For this cause I bow my 
knees unto tbe Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
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of whom the whole fomily in heaven and earth is 
named, that he would grant you, according to the 
riches of his glory, to be strengthened with might 
t^ his Spirit in the inner man ; that Christ may 
dwell in your hearts by faith ; that ye, being rooted 
and grounded in lore, may be able to comprehend 
with all saints what is the breadth, and length, 
and depth, and height ; and to know the lore of 
Christ, which passeth knowledge, that ye might be 
filled with all the fulness of God. 

Now unto him that is able to do exceeding 
abundantly above all that we ask or think, accord* 
ing to the power that worketh in us, unto him be 
glory in the church by Christ Jesus throughout 
all ages, world without end.

y brethren, count it all Joy when 
j^ .^ into divers temptations ; know- 
ing: this, that the trying of your faith iroifceth 
patience. But let patience have her perfect work, 
that ye m^ be perfect and entire, wanting: oo- 
thinff. 

If any of you lack wisdom, let him ask of God, 
that s:iTeth to all men liberally, and upbraideth 
not; and it shall be g:iven him. But let him ask 
in faith, nothing wavering. For he that wavereth 
is like a wave of the sea driven with the wind 
and tossed. For let not that man think that he 
shall receive any thing of the Lord. A double- 
minded man is unstable in all his w^rs. 

Let the brother of low d^^ee r^oice in that he 
is exalted : but the rich, in that he is made low: 
because as the flower c^ the grass he shall pass 
away. For the sun Is no sooner risen with a 
bumii% heat, but it withereth the grass, and the 
flower thereof falleth, and the grace of the fashion 
of it perisheth : so also shall the rich man fade 
away in his ways. 

Blessed is the man that endureth temptation: 
for when he is tried, he shall receive the crown 
of life, which the Lord hath promised to them 
that love him. Let no man say when he is 
tempted, I am tempted of God : for God cannot 
be tempted with evil, neither tempteth he any 
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man; but every man Is tempted, when he is diawn 
away of his own lust, and enticed. Then when 
lust hath concdvedi it bringeth forth sin : and sin, 
when it is finishedi bringeth forth death. Do not 
err, my beloved brethren. Eveiy good gift and 
every perfect gift is from above, and cometh 
down from the Father of lights, with whom is no 
variableness, neither shadow of turning. Of his 
own will begat he us with the word of truth, that 
we should be a kind of firstfruits of his creatures. 

Wherefore, my beloved brethren, let every man 
be swift to hear, slow to speak, slow to wrath : for 
the wrath of man worketh not the righteousness 
of God. Wherefore lay apart all filthiness and 
superfluity of naughtiness, and receive with meek- 
ness the engrafted word, which is able to save 
jrour souls. But be ye doers of the word, and 
not hearers only, deceiving your own selves. For 
if any be a hearer of the word, and not a doer, 
he is like unto a man beholding his natural face 
in a glass: for he beholdeth himself, and goeth 
his way, and straightway foigetteth what manner 
of man he vvas. But whoso looketh into the 
perfect law of liberty, and continueth therein, he 
being not a forgetful hearer, but a doer of the 
work, this man shall be blessed in his deed.

as ye know that ye were not redeemed with cor- 
ruptible things, as silver and gold, from your 
vain conversation received by tradition from your 
fathers ; but with the precious blood of Christ, as 
of a lamb without blemish and without spot : who 
verily was foreordained before the foundation of the 
world, but wjis manifest in these last times for you, 
who by him do believe in God, that raised him up 
from the dead, and gave him glory ; that your 
faith and hope might be in God. Seeing jre have 
purified your souls in obeying the truth through 
the Spirit unto unfeigned love of the brethren, see 
that ye love one another with a pure heart 
fervently: being bom again, not of corruptible 
seed, but of incorruptible, by the word of God, 
whidi liveth and abideth for ever.

Are they Hebrews? so am L Are 
they Israelites? so am I. Are they the seed of 
Abraham ? so am I. Are they ministers of Christ ? 
(I speak as a fool) I am more; in labours more 
abundant, in stripes above measure, in prisons 
more frequent, in deaths oft Of the Jews five 
times received I forty stripes save one. Thrice was 
I beaten with rods, once was I stoned, thrice I 
suffered shipwreck, a night and a day I have been 
in the deep; in joumeyings often, in perils of 
waters, in perils of robbers, in perils by mine own 
countrymen, in perils by the heathen, in perils in 
the city, in perils in the wilderness, in perils in the 
sea, in perils among false brethren ; in weariness 
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and painfulness, in watchlngs often, in hunger and 
thirsty in fastings often, in cold and nakedness. 
Beside those things that are without, that which 
Cometh upon me daily, the care of all the churches. 

CCXLVII 

THE CLOUD OF WITNESSES 

OW faith is the substance of things 
hoped for, the evidence of things not 
seen. For by it the elders obtained 
a good report Through faith we 
understand that the worlds were 
framed by the word of God, so that 
things which are seen were not made of things 
which do appear. By faith Abel offered unto God 
a more excellent sacrifice than Cain, by which he 
obtained witness that he was righteous, God testi- 
fying of his gifts: and by it he being dead yet 
speaketh. By faith Enoch was translated that he 
should not see death ; and was not found, because 
God had translated him : for before his translation 
he had this testimony, that he pleased God. But 
without faith it is impossible to please him : for he 
that Cometh to God must believe that he is, and 
that he is a rewarder of them that diligently seek 
him. By faith Noah, being warned of God of 
things not seen as yet, moved with fear, prepared 
an ark to the saving of his house ; by the which he 
condemned the world, and became heir of the 
righteousness which is by faith. By faith Abra- 
ham, when he was called to go out into a place 
which he should after receive for an inheritance, 
obeyed ; and he went out, not knowing whither he 
went By faith he sojourned in the land of promise, 
as in a strange country, dwelling in tabernacles 
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with Isaac and Jacobi the heirs with him of the 
same promise: for he looked for a dty vMch hath 
fowidationsy whose builder and maker is GchL 
Through faith also Sara herself received strengfth 
to conceive seed, and was delivered of a child vriien 
she was past age, because she judged him faithful 
who had promised Therefore sprang there even 
of one, and him as good as dead, so many as the 
stars of the sky in multitude, and as the sand 
which is by the sea shore innumerable. 

These all died in faith, not having received the 
promises, but having seen them afar off, and were 
persuaded of them, and embraced them, and con* 
fessed that thej were strangers and pilgrims on 
the earth. For thej that say such things declare 
plainly that they seek a country. And truly. If 
they had been mindful of that country from whence 
they came out, they might have had opportunity 
to have returned. But now they desire a better 
country, that is, an heavenly: wherefore God is 
not ashamed to be called their God : for he hath 
prepared for them a dty. 

By faith Abraham, when he was tried, offered up 
Isaac: and he that had recdved the promises 
offered up his only begotten son, of whom it was 
said. That in Isaac shall thy seed be called: 
accounting that God was able to raise him up, 
even from the dead ; from whence also he recdved 
him in a figure. By faith Isaac blessed Jacob and 
Esau concerning things to come. By faith Jacob, 
when he was a d]ring, |>lessed both the sons of 
Joseph ; and worshipped, leaning upon the top of 
his staff. By faith Joseph, when he died, made 
mention of the departing of the children of Israd ; 
and gave commandment concerning his bones. 
By faith Moses, when he was bom, was hid three 
months of his parents, because they saw he was a 
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proper child ; and they were not afraid of the king's 
commandment By faith Moses, when he was 
come to years, refused to be called the son of 
Pharaoh's daughter; choosing rather to suffer 
affliction with the people of God, than to enjoy the 
pleasures of sin for a season ; esteeming the re- 
proach of Christ greater riches than the treasures 
in Egypt : for he had respect unto the recompence 
of the reward. By faith he forsook Egjrpt, not 
fearing the wrath of the king : for he endured, as 
seeing him who is invisible. Through faith he 
kept the passover, and the sprinkling of blood, lest 
he that destroyed the firstborn should touch them. 
By faith they passed through the Red sea as by 
dry land: which the Egjrptians assaying to do 
were drowned. By faith the walls of Jericho fell 
down, after they were compassed about seven dajs. 
By faith the harlot Rahab perished not with them 
that believed not, when she had received the spies 
with peace. 

And what shall I more say? for the time would 
fail me to tell of Gedeon, and of Barak, and of 
Samson, and of Jephthae; of David also, and 
Samuel, and of the prophets : who through faith sub- 
dued kingdoms, wrought righteousness, obtained 
promises, stopped the mouths of lions, quenched 
the violence of fire, escaped the edge of the sword, 
out of weakness were made strong, waxed valiant 
in fight, turned to flight the armies of the aliens. 
Women received their dead raised to life again: 
and others were tortured, not accepting deliver- 
ance ; that they might obtain a better resurrection : 
and others had trial of cruel mockings and scourg- 
ings, yea, moreover of bonds and imprisonment : 
they were stoned, they were sawn asunder, were 
tempted, were slain with the sword : they wandered 
about in sheepskins and goatskins ; being desti- 
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tute, aiBicted, tormented ; (of whom the wortd was 
not worthy:) they wandered in deserts, and in 
mountains, and in dens and caves of the eartii. 
And these all, having: obtained a good report 
throug:h faith, received not the promise: God 
having provided some better thing for us, that 
they without us should not be made perfect 

Wherefore seeing we also are compassed about 
with so great a cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside 
every weight, and the sin which doth so easily 
beset us, and let us run with patience the race 
that is set before us, looking unto Jesus the author 
and finisher of our faith ; who for the joy that was 
set before him endured the cross, despising^ the 
shame, and is set down at the right hand of tiie 
throne of God.

NOTES 

In the following Notes R.V, signifies the English Revised Version of the 
Bible. The recent German translation of the Old Testament is 
referred to by the name of the translator and editor, Kautzsch. 

P. z. ' God formed man of the dust of the gronnd, and tireathed into 
his nostrils the breath of life.' The Biblical account of the creation of 
man agrees remarkably with some even more detailed accounts of the 
same event which have been handed down among rude peoples in 
various parts of the world. It may be not uninstmctive to compare 
a few of these accounts with the Biblical narrative. Thus, for ex- 
ample, the Maoris say that Tiki made man after his own ima^. He 
took red clay, kneaded it with his own blood, fashioned it into human 
form, and gave the image breath. See R. Taylor, ' New Zealand,' 
p. 1X7; compare Shortland, 'Maori Religion and Mythology,' p. 21 
sq. In Tahiti it was said that Taaroa, the Creator, made man out 
of red earth. One day he caused the man to fah asleep ; and while he 
slept, the Creator took out one of his bones (ivi) and made a woman 
out of it, whom he gave to the man to be his wife. See Ellis, 
'Polyneirian Researches,' i. p. no. The story of the creation of 
woman out of a rib of the first man seems to have been current in 
New Zealand also. See J. L. Nicholas, * Narrative of a Voyage to 
New Zealand,' p. 59. In the Pelew Islands there is a legend that the 
first men were made out of clay kneaded with the blood of various 
animals, and that the characters of these first men and of their 
descendants were determined by the characters of the animals whose 
blood had been kneaded with the primordial clay. See Kubary, 
'Die Religion der Pelauer,' in Bastian's 'Allerlei aus Volks- nnd 
Menschenkunde,' 1. pp. 3, 56. According to a Welanesian legend, 
told in Mota, one of the Banks Islands, the hero Qat made men of 
day, the red clay from the marshy riverside at Vanua Lava. At first 
he made men and pigs just alike, but his brothers remonstrated with 
him, so he beat down the pigs on all fours and made men walk 
upright See Codrington, 'The Melanesians,' p. 258. Some of the 
wild tribes of Borneo tell how in the beginning two great birds tried 
to make man. For this purpose they first made trees ; but by this 
means they could not succeed. Then they tried to form him out of the 
rocks; but they only succeeded in making statuses. Lastly th^ took 
earth, mixed It with water, and so modelled a man of red day, and he 
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lived. See 'Transactions of the Ethnological Society of Loodon,* 
Ne«v Series, iL (1863) p. 27. The Knmis of sooth-easteca India say 
that God madci the world and the trees and the creepixig things fiiat. 
and then set aboot making man. He made a day man and a day 
woman ; bat at night, while God slept, a great snake came and ate 
np the day figures. This happened twice or thrice, and God was at 
his wits' end, till at last he got np very eariy one momhig and made a 
day dog and pot life into it ; then he made the day man and the day 
woman, and set the dog to watch over them, and that mght, when 
the snake came as nsnal to eat them np, the dog barked and firig hte ned 
it away. See Lewin, ' Wild Races of Sonth-eastem India,' p. 224 aq. 
The Kaayas of Assam tell the same tale (A. Bastian, ' VUlkerstamme 
am Brahmapntra,' p. 8). Some of the Anstralian blacks, in the 
neighbourhood of Mdbonme, nsed to say that the Creator, whom 
they called Pund-jel, made the first two men of clay. He began by 
cutting three sheets of bark with his knife. Then he took a large 
lamp of day, kneaded it into a proper consistency, spread it oat on the 
bark, and set to work to make a clay man. First he made the feet» 
then the legs, then the tnmk, the arms, and the head. When he had 
made another of the same sort he was well pleased with his work, 
looked at the day men for a long time, and danced roand tliem. 
Next he took stringy bark from a tree, made hair of it, and stock it on 
the heads of the clay men. Then he looked at them again, was mnch 
pleased, and danced round them again. Last of all he lay vpoa eadi 
of them, and breathed very hard into their mouths, noses, and navels, 
till they began to stir. Thereupon he danced round them for the third 
time, and made them get up and speak. See R. Brough Smyth, ' The 
Aborigines of Victoria,' i. p. 4^ The Innuit or Eskimo of Point 
Barrow, Alaska, tell of a time when there was no man in the land ; 
till a si^t of the name of *d sC lu,' who resided at Point Barrow, 
made a day man, set him np on the shore to dxy, breathed into him 
and gave him life, and sent him out into the world. See * Report of 
the International Expedition to Point Barrow, Ahuka, (Washington, 
x88^, p. 47. The Greeks said that Prometheus fashioned men out of 
clay or earth kneaded with water, breathed the winds into them, and 
made them live. See ApoUodorus, i. 7. z ; ' Etymolog. Magnum,' 
p. 471, line z sqq. ; Stobeus, ' Florilegium,' iL 27. As late as the 
second centuiy of our era the remains of the day out of which 
Prometheus had moulded the first men were pointed out at Panopens 
in Phods ; we are told that the clay smdt veiy like the flesh of a man 
(Pansanias, z. 4, 4). 

P. a. * Now the serpent was more subtil than any beast of the field,' 
etc. Some doubtful traces of a similar story of man's temptation and 
fiidl have been found on a Babylonian tablet within recent years. 
See H. B. Ryle, 'The Ear^ Narrathres of Genesis' (London Z894 
p.40sq. 
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p. 5. ' The Great Flood.' Tradftions of a great flood In which almost 
the whole of mankitid perished are Gurrent in many parts of the world. 
They occur in western and southern Asia, Australia, New Guinea, 
the islands of the Pacific (Melanesia, Micronesia, and Polynesia), and 
America, both North and South. On the other hand, genuine flood- 
legends seem to be almost or wholly wanting in Africa, central and 
northern Asia, China, and Japan. See R. Andree, 'Die Flutsagen* 
(Brunswick, 1891). The tradition most akin to the Biblical narrative 
is the Chaldean or Babylonian one, which, after being long partially 
known to us through fragments of the Babylonian historian Berosus, 
was discovered in 1872 in a much fuller form on a Babylonian tablet. 
The resemblance between the Hebrew and the Babylonian tradition is 
indeed so close that they cannot be independent of each other. Some 
scholars have held that the Hebrew narrative was directly borrowed 
from the Babylonian, but it is perhaps more probable that both were 
derived from a common Semitic original known to the ancestors of 
the two nations in the remote prehistoric days when they lived together 
as one people. See £b. Schrader, 'The Cuneiform Inscriptions and 
the Old Testament,' L p. 46 sqq. ; P. Jensen, ' Die Kosmologie der 
Babylonier' (Strassbui^, zSgo), p. 367 sqq. ; H. E. Ryle, 'The Early 
Narratives of Genesis,' p. 96 sqq. ; G. Maspero, ' Hisfcoire Andenne 
des Peuples de I'Orient' (Paris, Z895), i. p. 566 sqq. It is now 
g^enerally recognised that the Biblical narrative of the flood is itself 
compounded out of two independent versions, which difiier from each 
other in some points of detail. Thus according to one of the versions 
(the Elohistic version, as it is called) two animals only of each kind 
went into the ark. But according to the other version (the Jehovistic, 
^8 it is called) there went into the ark seven animals of each of the 
clean kinds and two only of each of the unclean kinds. Again, 
the duration of the flood is quite different in the two versions. In the 
Jehovistic version the whole period from the warning down to the final 
subsidence of the waters was only sixty-eight days. In the Elohistic 
version, on the other hand, the catastrophe lasted more than a year. 
See H. B. Ryle, op. dt, p. g7 sqq. ; W, Robertson Smith, 'The 
Old Testament hi the Jewish Church ' (2), p. 329 sq. The origin of aU 
such legends is to be sought, partly in the recollection of real but local 
floods, partly in inferences drawn from the discovery of shells and 
fossil fish on the tops of hills and other spots remote from the sea. 
Compare E. B. Tyior, ' Researches hito the Early History of Man- 
Wnd ' (3), p. 32s sqq. 

P. 5. 'The sons of God saw the daughters of men that they were 
fafr,' etc. This passage is interesting as one of the very few frag- 
ments of old mythology which have been transplanted unaltered into 
the Hebrew scriptures. Compare "W, Robertson Smith, ' Religion of 
the Semites '(2), p. 50 ; H. E. Ryle, 'The Early Narratives of Genesis,' 
p. 91 sqq. 
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p. 8. 'The wBten aaswaged,' etc Vith this and what loDows 
may compare the correapomling paaaage in tlie Bal^j^onian tradition, 
as it is preserved on the day-tablet which has been already referred to. 
' Six days and niglits the wind blew, the flood and the tempeaet rapped. 
When the seventh day dawned, the storm abated : the sea, which the 
tempest had tossed, grew calm ; and the stormy wind ceawd to blow. 
I looked npon the sea, I sent forth my voice, bnt all mankind was 
retmned to clay. I opened the window ; the liig^ht fell on my £ace ; I 
bowed myself, I sat down, I wept ; the tears ran down my cheeks. 
I beheld the world ; all was horror and sea. After twelve days land 
appeared from the waters ; the ship grounded on the moontain of the 
land of Nisir, and stirred not. One day, two days, three days, iomr 
days, five days, six days the mountain hdd the ship fast 'When the 
seventh day dawned, I sent out a dove and released her. The dove 
flew hither and thither, but finding no place to rest, she returned. 
Then I sent ont a swallow and released her. The swallow flew hither 
and thither ; bnt finding no place to rest, she retnmed. Then I sent 
out a raven and released him. The raven flew, he saw the sinking 
of the water, he came near, flapping his wings and croaking, bat he 
retnmed not again.' In this version of the passage, which is silglitiy 
abridged, chiefly by the omission of some doubtful words, I have fol- 
lowed the translations of Jensen (' Die Kosmologie der Babylonier,' pp. 
379, 381) and Naspero (' Histoire Andenne,' L p. 569 sq.). In the 
andent Greek version of the legend, DencaUon, who corre^Mnds to 
Noah in the Biblical narrative, sent ont a dove from the tak, to see 
whether the flood had abated : if she returned, it was to be a sign that 
the waters still prevailed ; if she flew away, it was to be a sign that 
they had sunk. See Plutarch, * De solertia anlmalium,' 13. 

P. zo. 'The Tower of Babel.' The legend of the Tower of Babel 
has not yet been discovered in Babylonian literature, but it is bdieved 
to have attached to one or other of two huge tower-like stmctures 
which still exist at and near Babylon (Babel). One of them, among the 
ruins of Babylon, is still called BabU ; the other, situated at Borai^tpa, 
to the south of Babylon, Is known as Birs-Nimrud. Both were built 
of brick, apparently in seven successive stages or platforms. The 
enormous size and height (about 253 feet) of the Bfrs-Nimrud tower 
has led many travellers to identify it as the Tower of BabeL Bnt the 
name and the situation are in fiivour of Babil, which seems to have 
been the prindpal temple of ancient Babylon. We know finom inso^H 
tions that King Nebuchadnezzar restored the Birs-Nimmd tower. 
Bricks, bearing Nebuchadnezzar's name, have also been found at 
Babil, embedded in fine white mortar. See Rawlinson's ' Herodotus,' 
iL p. 574 sqq. ; Schrader, * The Cuneiform Inscriptions and the Old 
Testament,' L p. zo6 sqq. ; Perrot et Chipiez, * Histoire de I'Art dans 
I'Antiquit^,' U. p. 399 sqq.; H. E. Ryle, *The Eariy Narratives of 
Genesis,' p. 130 sq. An early Engliah traveller, John Eldred, who 
visited Babylon in Z583 or 1584, tells how he saw there the 'Old 
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Tower of Babel, almost as higrh as the stoneworic of Panl's steeple in 
London' ('Social England,' edited by H. D. Traill, iii. p. 4SX). The 
Greeks had a tradition that before the reign of Phoroneus men lived 
inrtthont cities and without laws, speaking one tongue. It was 
Hermes who introduced diversities of language and divided mankind 
into nations. The discord which in consequence arose among men 
dli^lesaed Zeus, who set Phoroneus to reign over them. See Hyginus, 
* Fab.' p. Z43. 

P. 15. 'Then the Lord rained upon Sodom and upon Gomorrah 
brimstone and fire,' etc. 'Some have identified these words as the 
description of such an eruption as that of Vesuvius upon Pompeii. 
But there is no need to invoke the volcano, and those are more in 
harmony with the narrative who judge that in this heavily bituminous 
son there took place one of those terrible explosions and conflagrar 
tions which have sometimes broken out in the similar geology of the 
oil districts of North America. In such soil great reservoira of oil 
and gas are formed, and suddenly discharged by their own pressure 
or by earthquake. The gas explodes, carrying high up into the air 
massesof the oil, which fall back in fieiy rain, and are so inextinguish- 
able that th^ will float afire on water. Sometimes brine and saline 
mud are ejected, and over the site of the reservoira there are tremora 
and subsidences. Such a phenomenon accounts for all the statements 
of the narrative' (G. A. Smith, 'The Historical Geography of the 
Holy Land,' p. 508 sq.). 

P. 15. 'She became a pillar of salt.' Joaephus says that the pillar 
still existed in his time (' Ant Jud.' i. xi, 4). At the south-western 
side of the Dead Sea, there runs for five miles a ridge of rock-salt, 
^00 feet higli, the surface of which, being partially washed away by 
the ndns, is modelled into jags, cones, pillan and so forth of various 
shapes. These in time disappear and are replaced tiy othera. On the 
east side of the ridge there stands at present a round pillar of rock-salt 
about 40 feet high. Some such pillar no doubt gave rise to the legend 
of the transformation of Lot's wife. See Dillmann's commentary on 
this passage, and G. A. Smith's ' Historical Geography of the Holy 
Land,' p. SOi» 

P. 28. 'And Jacob • • • poured oil upon the top of it.' The custom of 
anofaithig sacred stones is widely spread. In Jerusalem there was a 
periiorated stone which the Jews annually anointed as late as the 
fourth centuiy of our era (W, Robertson Smith, ' The Religion of the 
Semites' (2), p. 232). In the ' Charactera' of Theophrastus the Supers 
stitious Man poura oil on the smooth stones at the crossnroads and 
goes down on his knees and worships them. Lndan (' Alexander,' 30) 
mentions a Roman named Rutillinnns, who, whenever he saw an 
anointed stone, used to fell on his knees before it, worship it, and 
remain standing beside it in prayer for a long time. Amobins tells 
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OS ('AdversDS NadoneB,' L 39) that in the days of his hcnthenian, 
whenever he spied a stone greasy with oil, he adored it and faayed 
to it, as if it poss es s e d some secret virtoe. At Delphi tliere was a 
stone on which oil was poured every day ; it was said to have been 
the stone wliich the crafty Rhea gave to her cannibal husband Cnums 
to swallow instead of the in£uit Zens ; Cronns swallowed the stone 
but spat it out again (Pausanias, x. 24, 6). The WarEUis, a tribe 
who inhabit the jungles of northern Konkan (Bombay Presidency)b 
worship Waghia, the lord of tigers, in the form of a shapeless stone 
smeared with red lead and clarified butter. They give him rhirkms 
and goats, break cocoa-nuts on his head, and pour oil on him ; and in 
return he preserves them from tigers and sickness, and gives them 
good crops. See 'Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society,' viL (1843I 
p. 20. At Poona there is a sacred stone vMch is painted red and 
anointed ('Asiatic Researches,' viL p. 394 sq.). In the Key Islands 
(East Indies) eveiy householder keeps a black stone at the head of his 
bed ; and when he goes out to war, or -on a voyage, or on bnstnea^ 
he anoints the stone with oil to secure success (J. G. F. Riedet, * De 
sluik- en kroeshaxige Rassen tnsschen Selebes en Papua,' p. 4:^ 
In Madagascar many stones are anointed with iSat or oil by tlieir 
worshippers, who sometimes sprinkle them with the blood of a victim. 
Some of these stones are in the beds of streams, and the anointing of 
the stones is to propitiate the spirits of the water. Other stones axe 
anointed by women who wish to obtain children. See J. Sihree, ' The 
great African Island,' p. 305 ; *The Antananarivo Annual and Mada- 
gascar Magazine,' No. 2, p. 164 ; id. No. 4, p. 404 sq. At a certain 
pofait which is particularly difficult for cattle in a mountain pass of 
East Africa, every man of the "^akamba tribe stops and anoints a 
particular rock with butter or &t (< Zettschrift fUr Ethnologie,' z. (1879 

p.384). 

P. 29. ' And he looked, and behold a well in the field,' etc * Scenes 
of this sort at weUs were and are still frequent Stone troughs are set 
up at the wells, and the rule is that the first comer waters his flock 
first. Amongst the Bedouins of Arabia the weUs belong to particular 
tribes and families, and strangers may not draw water at them without 
paying or giving presents for the privilege. They dre therefore often 
the subject of quarrels. The Arabs know how to conceal them 
cleverly, so that strangers caxmot find them ' (Knobel). 

P. 29. 'Rachel his daughter cometh with the sheep.' 'Amongst 
the Arabs of Sinai it is the custom for the unmarried danghters to 
drive the cattle to pasture ' (Knobel). 

P. 48. ' Whereby indeed he divineth.' The diviner poured water or 
a mixture of wine and oil into a cup or vessel, or threw pieces of gold 
and silver or precious stones into a vessel frill of liquid; then he 
watched the motions of the liquid, and the reflections of the l^rht 00 h. 
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and from the appeafaaces which presented themaehres he predicted 
the ihtiire. See Knobel's note on this paasas^e, and A. Bonch^ 
Ledercq, ' Hiatoire de Ul Divhiation dans TAntiqnit^/ i. p. 184 sq. 

P. 53. 'Joseph shall pnt his hand npon thine eyes.* That is, shall 
cdoae thine eyes when thou art dead. This act was refi^arded also by 
the Greeks and Romans as a last mark of affection. See Homer, ' II.' 
zi. 452 sq. ; Virgil, ' ^n.' iz. 487. 

P. 58. ' Binding his foal nntp the vine,' etc. This richly colom«d 
pictuxe of Judaea as a land where vines were so common that beasts 
^nere tethered to them instead of to trees, and where wine was so 
plentiful that clothes were washed in it instead of in water, is no longer 
true of Jttdoa, which is now little better than a grey, stony, waterless 
wilderness. 'The greater part of the Judaean plateau consists of 
stony moorland, npon which rough scrub and thorns, reinforced by a 
few dwarf oaks, contend with multitudes of boulders, and the lime- 
stone, as if impatient of the thin pretence of soil, breaks out in bare 
scalps and prominences. There are some patches of cultivation, but 
though the grain springs bravely from them, th^ seem more beds of 
shingle than of soiL The only other signs of life, besides the wild bee 
and a few bfrds, are flocks of sheep and goats, or a few cattle, 
cropping far apart In melancholy proof of the scantiness of the 
herbage. Where the plateau rolls, the shadeless slopes are for the 
most part divided between brown scrub and grey rock ; the hollows 
are stony fields traversed by dry torrent-beds of dirty boulders and 
gashed day. Where the plateau breaks, low ridge and shallow glen 
are formed, and the ridge is often crowned by a village, of which the 
grey stone walls and mud roofii look from the distance like a mere 
outcrop of the rock ; yet round them, or below in the glen, there will 
be olive-groves, figs, and perhaps a few terraces of vines' (G. A. 
Smith, ' The Historical Geography of the Holy Land,' p. 305 sq.). 

P. 63. 'And when she could not longer hide him, die took for him 
an ark of bulrushes,' etc. A like story was told of the infancy of King 
Sargon I. of Babylon. His mother brought him forth in secret, 
placed him in an ark of buhrushes, stopped the mouth of the ark with 
bitumen, and set it floating on the river. The ark was found by a 
poor man, a drawer of water, who brought up the child and made him 
a gardener. This legend is inscribed on tablets which were deposited 
hi the library of Nineveh. See Maqiero, ' Histoire andenne ' (Paris, 
z89S)> i. p. m aq- 

P. 64. ' The Death of the Ffrstboni.' Of this passage Bright made 
noble use In a speech delivered in the House of Commons during 
the Crimean War. Advocating peace with Russia he said: *I do 
not suppose that your troops are to be beaten hi actual conflict 
with the foe, or that th^ wfll be driven hito the sea ; but I am certain 
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that nuuiy homes in EngiBnA in which there now exists m food hope 
that the distant one may retom— many snch homes may be rendered 
desohite ynhea the next mail shall arrive. The Angel €if Death has 
been abroad throoghont the land ; yon may almost hear tlie beetinc: of 
his wings. There is no one, as when the firstborn were slain at old, 
to sprinkle with blood the lintel and the two side-posts of our doon, 
that he may spare and pass on ; he takes his victims from the castle 
of the noble, the mansion of the wealthy, and the cottage of the poor 
and the lowly, and it is on behalf of all these classes that I make this 
solemn appeal.' 

P. 74. 'Their spot is not the spot of his children.' The meaning of 
the original is here uncertain, owing probably to a cormpttoo of the 
text (Kantzsch). <They are not his children, it is their blemisb/ R. V. 

P. 74. 'Thy frtther that hath bought thee.' Or «po— essed' or 
'gotten thee ' (marghial reading). 

P. 78. 'Thy Thnmmim and thy Urim.' 'In andent times tiie 
priest^ oracle of Urim and Thnmmim was a sacred lot ; for in z Sam. 
xiv. 41, the true text, as we can still restore it fitun the LXX., malBes 
Saul pray, " If the iniquity be in me or Jonathan, give Urim ; but if 
in Israel, give Thnmmim." This sacred lot was connected with tlie 
ephod, which in the time of the Judges was something very like an 
idol' (W. Robertson Smith, 'The Old Testament hi the Jewirfi 
Church ' (2), p. 292 note). 

P. 79. ' Vho said unto his father and to his mother, I have not seen 
him,' etc. That is, who is so absorbed hi his higher calling that he 
disregards the nearest earthly ties. Compare Matthew xL 37, 'He 
that loveth father and mother more than me is not worthy of me.' 

P. 80. ' Because there, hi a portion of the lawgiver, was he seated.' 
' For there was the lawgiver's portion r e s erved,' R. V. The meaning 
seems to be that Gad claimed the first land conquered in Canaan, on 
the ground that he had been foremost in the war. 

P. 87. ' The Song of Deborah.' According to WeUhansen, the 
Song of Deborah is the oldest specimen of Hebrew literature, and 
was composed not long after the time of Moses (' Israelitische and 
Jiidische Geschichte ' (BerUn, 1894), p. 21). ' In pfaces its meaning Is 
doubtfial, or obscure, partiy owing to the somewhat imperfect state of 
the text ; but we have no difficulty in understanding it sufficiently to 
be able to appreciate its great lyric and dramatic qualities— Its im- 
petuous rapidity, its vivid and picturesque suggestiveness, the brevity 
and compression, yet completeness, with which it develops its theme. 
Apart finom its literary distinction, it has a high historical value from 
the light it faiddentally throws on the sodal condition of Israel at the 
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time of its composition ' (J. S. Black : Commentary on ' Judges ' in 
' The Smaller Cambridge Bible for Schools *). 

P. 87. 'The avenging of Israel.' 'This vague and paraphrastic 
rendering is due to the Targum. The words literally mean " for that 
flowing locks (' perd.*Ath *) were worn in Israel " ; and the leading word 
is the same as in Numbm vi. 5, where it is said of the Nazarite that 
**he shall not let the locks ('pera") of his head grow long/' and in 
Exekiel zliv. 20, where the priests are forbidden to "suffer their locks 
(' pera' *) to grow long." The expression in all three cases refers to the 
ancient and widespread practice of vowing to keep the head unshorn 
until certain conditions had been fulfilled (cf. Acts zviii. 18). The 
priests were prohibited from making such vows because they might 
interfere with the regular discharge of the priestly functions ; but with 
w ai ilo is in primitive times the unshorn head was a usual mark of 
their consecration to the work they had undertaken, and their locks 
remained untouched till they had achieved theh: purpose or liad 
perished in the attempt (cf. Psalm Izviii. 2x). War amongst most 
primitive peoples is a sacred function ' (W. Robertson Smith). 

P. 87. * Ye that ride on white asses.' *The colour meant seems to 
be not pure white but a light dust colour with a tinge of red. In the 
cities of the Arabian East "the ass is a riding beast for grave and 
considerable persons" (Doughty, ii. 4&9, and white asses are most 
highly esteemed. In Aleppo the white do^^ "is reserved for 
Pashas, and the richest of rich merchants " ^lunt, " Bed. Tribes," 
i. 209)' a- S. Black). 

P. 88. 'They that are delivered from the noise of archers in the 
places of drawing water.' ' Far from the noise of archers, in the places 
of drawing water,' R. V. The meaning is that ' far from scenes of 
battle and bloodshed, in the morning and evening talk by the peaceful 
village fountains, shall the heroic deeds of the brave patriots continue 
to be mentioned and praised ' (J. S. Black). The thought is in sub- 
stance the same, though the scene of the peaceful talk is laid differently, 
in Nacanlay's stanza : 

When the goodman mends his armour 

And trims his helmet's plume ; 
When the goodwife's shuttle merrily 

Goes flashing through the loom ; 
With weeping and with laughter 

Still is the story told, 
How well Horatius kept the bridge 

In the brave days of old. 

P. 88. ' The pen of the writer.' 'The marshal's staff,' R. V., vMch 
for the purpose in liand would be a much more serviceable implement.

P.88. 'For the divistom of Renben.' < Rather, as In R, V^ «< B!r 
the watercourses of Reaben" (thoog^h some woold render *'iii the 
divisions," taking; the word In its topographical sense as eijnivalent to 
shires or districts). The Reobenite tenitoiy was weD si^plied iwftb 
water. • . . Reuben's great resolves are here ^x>ken of ssicastlcallf • 
Thejr came to nothing (see ver. i6); the "nathre hue of resolotioa " 
was "sicklied o'er with the pale cast of thought "' (J. S. Black). 

P. 88. 'Abode hi his breaches.' 'Abode by his creeks,' R. V. 

P. 89. 'Then were the horse-^iooCi broken by the means of the 
prandngs/ etc. These lines are intended to convey the clatter of the 
horse-hoofe of the retreatmg cavaliy dying away hi the distance, 
'Translate: "then did the horse-hoofo beat, as the strong ones gal* 
loped away "' (J. S. Black). Poets and prose writers in all ages have 
attempted to imitate in words the sound of the march or chaise or 
flight of cavaliy. It may be not uninteresting to set down a few of 
these imitations for comparison. Best known of all Is Vligil's 

Quadrnpedante putrem sonitn quatit ungula campnm 

('.£neid,' viiL 596.) 

Describing Hyder All's devastation of the Camatic, Burke says: 'A 
storm of universal fire blasted every field, consumed every bonsep 
destroyed eveiy temple. The miserable inhabitants flying firom theAr 
flaming villages, in part were slaughtered ; others, without regard to 
sez, to age, to Uie respect of rank, or sacredness of function, fiithcfs 
torn from children, husbands from wives, enveloped in a whirlwind of 
cavalry, and amidst the goading spears of drivers, and the trampltng 
of pursuing horses, were swept into o^itivlty, in an unknown and 
hostfle land.' The music and rhythm of this passage, beginning low 
{* others, without regard to sez *), rising hi^^er and higher In agony to 
the dlmaz (' a whirlwind of cavaky "), then shiking again to the point 
from which it rose <'an unknown and hostile land'), Is extraordinarily 
fine. "We seem actually to hear the beat of the horse-hoofs coming 
nearer and nearer, passhig us with a stunning roar, a flashing of 
multitudinous spears, a wild whirl of streaming drapery, and then 
dying away farther and farther, till it is lost in the distance. For 
simple musical effect it would be hard to match this passage In litera- 
ture. Other passages must seem tame after it It is thus that Sir 
William Napier describes the charge of the English dragoons at 
Salamanca : ' In this situation, while Pakenham, bearing onward with 
a conquering violence, was closing on their flank and the flfth division 
advancing with a storm of flre on their front, the interval between the 
two attacks was suddenly filled with a whirling doud of dust, wfaidi 
moving swiftly forward carried within its womb the trampling sound 
of a charging multitude.' Nacaulay, speaking of the pursuit after 
Sedgmoor, says : ' The neighbouring villagers long remembered with 
what a clatter of horse-hoofiB and what a storm of curses the wUrlwfaid 
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of cavalry swept by.' The French grenadier in Heine's well-known 
poem imagines himself lying dead in the grave and hearing 

Kanonengebrnll 
Und wiehemder Rosse Getrabe. 

Dann reitet mein Kaiser wohl fiber mein Grab, 
Viel' Schwerter klirren nnd blitzen* 

Bnt perhaiis none of these fiassages conveys a more vivid impression 
to ear and eye than Sh: Walter Scott's description of a cavaliy 
regiment on the march by moonlight (' Old Nortality,' ch. vi.). 

P. 89. 'She put her hand to the nail.' The word translated <nail' is 
said to mean properly 'peg/ and to refer here to the handle of the 
hammer. The meaning, then, is that while Sisera was drinking the 
milk, Jael killed him by a blow of a hammer on the head. In the prose 
version of the tradition (see above p. 86), Jael kills Sisera much less 
heroically by driving a nail through his forehead as he sleeps. But 
this difference between the two accowits is probably dne to a mere 
mismiderstanding on the part of the writer of the prose narrative, who 
in paraphrasing the poetical narrative (the original document) took 
' peg ' to mean ' tent-peg ' instead of ' handle of the hammer.' It was 
the late "W. Robertson Smith who first pointed out the true meaning 
of the word translated 'nail' hi the present passage ('The Old Tes- 
tament fai the Jewish Church ' (2), p. 132). 

P. 89. 'The mother of Sisera looked out at a window,' etc. We 
may compare. 

His mother from the window look'd 
With all the longing of a mother ; 
His litUe sister weqphig walk'd 
The green-wood path to meet her brother ; 
They sought him east, they sought him west, 
Th^ sought him all the forest thorough ; 
They only saw the cloud of night, 
Th^ only heard the roar of Yarrow. 

(Logan, ' The Braes of Yarrow.') 

And a verse of the ballad of 'Shr Patrick Spens': 

O lang, lang may their ladies sit 

Wr their £ans uito their hand, 
Or e'er they see Sir Patrick Spens 

Come sailing to the land. 

P. go. <A certain man of Zorah.' The situation and outlook of 
Zorah, Samson's native place, are thus described by Professor G. A. 
Smith : ' It is as fiedr a nursery for boyhood as yon will find in all the 
land— a hillside fiidng south against the sanshhie, with com, grass* 
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and oUves, scattered boulders and winter bnoks, the broad valley 
below with the pebbly stream and screens of oleanders, the sontb-weit 
wind from the sea blowing^ over alL There the child g»«»«*^ grew 
np ; and the Lord blessed htm, and the Spirit of the Lewd began to 
move him in the camp of Dan between Zorah and Eshtaol, Across 
the valley of Sorek, in fall view, is Beth-Shemesh, now 'Ain Shens, 
House and "Well of the Smi, with which name it is so natural to 
connect his own— Shimshon, <Swi-like.' Over the low hills beyond is 
Hmnah, where he fomid his first love and killed the yotMBg Uoa, 
Beyond is the Philistine Plain, with its miles upon miles of con, 
wUch, if as closely sown then as now, would require scarce Uuee, let 
alone three hundred, foxes with torches on their tails, to set it aO 
afire. The Philistine dties are but a day's march away, by easy 
roads. And so from these country braes to yonder plains and the 
highway of the great world— from the pure home and the mother who 
talked with angels, to the heathen dties, their harlots and their firtsoas 
—we see at one sweep of the eye all the course in which this oncnrbed 
strength, at first tumbling and sporting with laughter like one of its 
native brooks, like them also ran to the flats and the mud, and, beiqg 
darkened and befouled, was used by men to turn their mills' ('The 
Historical Geography of the Holy Land,' p. 221 sq.). 

A stofy which in some points resembles that of Samson is told in the 
island of Nlas, off the west coast of Sumatra. A certain chief, Lanbo 
Naros by name, was taken prisoner liy his enemies and condemned to 
death It was resolved to drown him, so they flung him into the sea and 
kept him there for a while. But when they hauled him up by the rope 
to which he was frutened, he was quite aUve. Next th^ tried liiffl with 
cold sted, stabbing him in every part of his body; but he took no harm 
by it Surety, they thought, fire will do the business. So they tied hhn 
to a stake and set fire to it But though the wood was consumed, 
he was not even singed. Then they took counad with his wife, and 
die reveded her husband's secret. On the middle of his head he had 
a hair as hard as copper wire, and with this hair his life was bound up. 
So they pulled out the hair, and immediatdy he gave up the ghost 
See < Verhandelingen van het Bataviaasche Genootschap van Kunstes 
en Wetenschappen,' xxx. (Batavia, X863), p. zzz. Shnilarly hi the ballad 
of < Lord Sonlis ' it is told how that wicked lord could not be pierced 
by spear or arrow, and how, when they tried to bind him, he like 
Samson burst all their bonds: 

They bore him down with lances bright. 

But never a wound or scar had he ; 
"Wittk hempen bands they bound him tight 

Both hands and feet on the Nine-stane lee. 

The wizard accurst the bands he burst: 

They mouldered at his magic spell ; 
And neck and heel, in the forged steel. 

They bound him against the charms of hell. 
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The wizard accurst, the bands he burst : 
No forged steel his charms could bide. 

At last in the black qiae-book of Michael Scott they find that the 
iKdzard, if he is to die, must be boiled in lead. 

The notion that Samson's strength resided in his hair, and that if 

his hair were cut his strength would be gone, has or had till lately its 

pnmlleh in the superstitions of some of the inhabitants of the East 

Indies. Thus the people of Amboina used to think that their 

strength was in their hair, and would leave them if it were shorn (F. 

Valentyn, * Oud en Nieuw Oost Indien,' ii. p. 143 sq.)* In Ceram it is 

still supposed that if young people have their hair cropped they will 

be iMreakened and enervated thereby (J. G. F. Riedel, ' De sluik- en 

kroeaharige Rassen tusschen Selebes en Papua,' p. I37)* The modem 

faihabitants of Zacynthus believe that the whole strength of the ancient 

Greeks resided in three hairs on their breasts, and that if these hairs 

were cut, thek strength would vanish ; but if these hairs were allowed 

to grow again, thek strength would return (B. Schmidt, * Das Volks- 

leben der Nengriechen,' p. 206). Superstitions of this kind were 

collected and examined by the hite Professor G. A. Wilken of Leyden, 

in a paper ' Die Shnsonsage,' published in * De Gids,' for z888. No. 5. 

P. 95. 'And Delilah said to Samson, Tell me, I pray thee, where- 
in thy great strength lieth,' etc. The following account of the way 
in which Delilah, after several unsuccessful attempts, wheedled 
Samson out of the secret of his strength, is exactly analogous to a 
common episode in fairy tales, in which a heroine, imprisoned by an 
ogre or warlock whose life is bound up with some mysterious object, 
coaxes him to tell her the secret of his life. The wary monster at first 
deceives her by false answers ; but at last, wearied out by her impoi^ 
tunities, he reveals the fatal secret. The heroine at once commnnicat.es 
it to the hero, who is of course waiting to rescue her, and vdth his 
help die compasses the giant's life and her own freedom. An example 
of this widely spread class of tales is the Norse story of 'The Giant 
who had no heart in his body,' (Asbjomsen og Noe, ' Norske Folke- 
Eventyr,' first series. No. 36 ; Dasent's ' Popular Tales firom the Norse,' 

p. 47 aqq.). 

P. 98. 'The Story of Ruth.' 'The Book of Ruth does not offer 
itself as a document written soon after the period to which it 
refers; it presents itself as dealing with thnes far back (Ruth L i), and 
takes obvious delight in depicting details of antique life and obsolete 
unges ; it views the rude and stormy period before the institution of 
the Kingship through the softening atmoqihere of time, which imparts 
to the scene a gentle sweetness very different from the harsher colours 
of the old narratives of the Book of Judges. . . . The design of the 
Book of Ruth has been much discussed, and often In too narrow a 
ipUt; for the author is an artist who takes manifest delight in the 
tonchiflg and gracelnl details of his picture, and is not simply guided

by a design to impart historical informatioii about David's ancestofs, 
or enforce some particular lesson. . . . Doubtless the writer meant 
his story to be an eTsmple to his own age, as well as an intereflttai^ 
sketch of the past; but this is effected simply by descrifainfi: the 
ezemplaiy conduct of Naomi, Ruth, Boas, and even Boaz's ha rve s to a. 
All these act as simple, kindly, God-fearing: people ou£:fat to act in 
Israel' (W. Robertson Smith, article <Ruth,' hi 'Encyclopaedia 
Britannica,' gth ed., vol. sd. p. zzz). 

P. zoo. 'And she went, and came, and gleaned in the field after the 
reapers.' Keats's lines, hi the * Ode to a Nightingale,' are well known, 
but may bear repetition : 

The voice I hear this passhig night was heard 

In ancient days by emperor and down : 
Periiaps the self-same swg tha t found a path 

Through the sad heart of Ruth, when, sick for home. 
She stood in tears amid the alien com. 

P. Z04. 'And he said unto the kinsman, Naomi • . • seUeth a parcel of 
land,' etc. The old Hebrew custom which is here alluded to, and on 
which the vdiole stoiy of Ruth turns, is thus explained by the late 
W. Robertson Smith (article < Ruth,' in < Encyclopaedia Britannica,' gth 
ed. vol. zzi. p. zzz sq.): 'There is one antique custom which the 
writer follows with peculiar interest and describes with archaeological 
detail as a thing which had evidently gone out of use in his own day. 
By old Hebrew law, as by the old law of Arabia, a wi£e who had been 
brought into her husband's house by contract and payment of a price 
to her father was not set free by the death of her husband to many 
again at will. The right to her hand lay vritfa the nearest heir of the 
dead. Originally we must suppose, among the Hebrews as among 
the Arabs, this law was all to the disadvantage of the widow, whose 
hand vvas simply part of the dead man's estate ; but, while this re- 
mained so in Arabia to the time of Nohammed, among the Hebrews 
the law early took quite an opposite turn ; the widow of a man who 
died childless was held to have a right to have a son begotten on her 
by the next kinsman, and this son was regarded as the son of the 
dead and succeeded to his inheritance, so that his name might not 
be cut off from Israel. The duty of raishig up a son to the dead lay 
upon his brother, and in Deuteronomy xxv. 5 is restricted to the 
case when brothers live together. In old times, as appears from 
Genesis xxxviii., this viras not so, and the law as put in the book of 
Ruth appears to be that the nearest kinsman of the dead in general 
had a right to "redeem for himself" the dead man's estate, but at 
the same time was bound to many the widow. The son of this 
marriage was reckoned as the dead man's son, and succeeded to 
his property, so that the "redeemer" had only a temporary nsnfruct 
In it. Naomi was too old to be mairied in this way, but she had 
certain rights over her husband's estate which the next kinwnan had 
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to boy np before he could enter on the property. And this he was 
wJHing: to do, bat he was not willhig also to marry Rnth and beget 
on her a son who wonld take the name and estate of the dead and 
leave hhn out of pocket. He therefore withdraws and Boaz conies 
in in his place. That this is the sense of the transaction is clear; 
there is, however, a little obscnrity in iv. 5, where one letter seems to 
have fallen out and we most read on niTHK QHIi and translate " What 
day thon buyest the field from Naomi thoa must also buy Ruth," etc. 
Compare w. 9, 10.' 

P. Z04 sq. ' For to confirm all tbmgs ; a man plucked off his shoe, and 
gave it to his neighbour,' etc. In old German law the symbols of a 
formal resignation of property and inheritance were a shoe filled with 
earth and a twig or sapling (Grimm, ' Deutsche Rechtsalterthiimer' (3), 
p. 156). In ancient India a custom exactly analogous to the Hebrew 
custom seems to have prevailed. In an Indian poem Bharata speaks 
thus to his brother Rama : 

' Draw ofiT, O noble descendant of Raghn, 

Thy gold-embroidered shoe 

In token that thou to me 

Dost resign thine heritage, thy dominion.' 

And Rama drew his shoe off 

And gave it him. 

See Sartori, ' Der Schuh hn Volksglauben,' * Zeitschrift des Verehis 
fur Volkskunde,' iv. (1894), p. 179. 

P. 131. 'We are strangers before thee, and sojourners, as were all 
our lathers : our days on the earth are as a shadow, and there is none 
abiding.' So Marcus Aurelius (ii. 17) speaks of life as < a war&re 
and a sojourning.' Cicero says (' De Senectute,' ^, ' I depart from 
life as from an inn, not as from a house ; for nature has given us a 
lodging wherein to tarry but not to dwelL' And Omar Khayyam : 



Think hi this batter'd x..».*»»«». 
Whose portals are alternate Night and Day, 

How Sultan after Sultan with his pomp 
Abode his destin'd Hour, and went his way. 

'TIS but a Tent where takes his one day's rest 
A Sultan to the realm of Death addrest 

The Sultan rises, and the dark Ferrash 
Strikes and prepares it for another GnesL 

A Moment's Halt— a momentary taste 
Of BEING from the WeU amid the Waste— 
And, lo !— the phantom Caravan has reacht 
The NOTHING it set out from-Oh, make haste I

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P. Z4Z. * There appeared a chariot of fire, and horses of fiie, and 
parted them both asnnder/ etc. Dante has described EUsha following 
with his eyes the chariot and horses of fire till he could see nothing 
bnt the flame mounting: like a little cloud into the sky : 

As he, whose wrongs 
The bears avengf'd, at its departure saw 
Elijah's chariot, when its steeds erect 
Rais'd their steep dight for heav'n ; his eyes, meanwfaHe, 
Straining: pnrsn'd them, till the flame alone, 
Upsoaring: like a misty speck, he kenn'd. 

' Inferno,' zzvi. (Gary's translation). 

Southey has made fine use of the chariots and horses of fire in his 
passag^e on the death of Nelson : ' Yet he cannot be said to have fiUlen 
prematurely whose work was done ; nor ought he to be lamented, 
who died so full of honours, and at the height of human fame. The 
most triumphant death is that of the martyr ; the most awful, that of 
the martyred patriot ; the most splendid, that of the hero in the hour 
of victory: and if the chariot and the horses of fire had been vouchsafed 
for Nelson's translation, he could scarcely have departed in a brighter 
blaze of glory.' 

P. Z46. < Now there was a day when the sons of God came to 
present themselves before the Lord, and Satan came also among 
them.' This scene in heaven, in which God gives over his servant 
Job to be tempted by Satan, is imitated by Goethe in the ' Prologue in 
Heaven' which he has prefixed to his great tragedy of ' FansL' Is 
this * Prologue ' Mephistopheles appears before God in heaven and 
receives finom him leave to tempt his servant Faust so long as Faust 
shall live on the earth. God warns the Tempter that his wiles wili 
be vain, but Mephistopheles is sneeringly confident that he can lure 
Faust to perdition. 

P. 1^, ' Naked came I out of my mother's womb, and naked shall 
I return thither.' So a poet in the Greek Anthology {* Anthol. Palat.' 
X. 58) says: 

yiji liri^rpf yvfUfbs, yvfip6^ & itrb ytuotp Areifu, 

' Naked set I foot on earth, and naked shall I depart under earth.' 

P. 148. ' Let them curse it that curse the day, 

"Who are ready to raise up their mourning.' 

' The most probable sense of this verse is, 

" Let them that curse days curse it. 
Them that are skilled to rouse up the Dragon." 

They that curse days or a day are enchanters or magicians, who were 
believed to have power to cast their spells upon a day and overwhelm 
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H with darkness and mlsfortnne' (Davidson). The reference in the 
second line is to the popular belief, current among rude peoples in all 
parts of the world, that eclipses are caused by a huge dragon or 
monster swallowing up the sun or moon; hence the widespread 
custom of shooting arrows, shouting, and making other loud noises 
at eclipses in order to frighten away the dragon and rescue the sun or 
moon firom its maw. See E. B. Tyior, * Primitive Culture,' i. p. 328 aqq. 
The eclipse-dragon is referred to in another verse of Job (zzvi. 13), 
which is thus rendered by Professor Davidson : 

' By his breath the heavens become bright. 
His hand pierceth the fleeing serpent.' 

In the present passage the Hebrew word for the monster is ' leviathan,' 
as it is translated in the R.V. The wizards were supposed to have 
power to rouse up the dragon and so cause eclipses. 

P. 149. ' There the wicked cease from troubling ; 
And there the weaxy be at rest. 
There the prisoners rest together ; 
They hear not the voice of the oppressor.' 

Epictetus represents some young and ardent spirits, fired with the 
thought of their kinship vnth the divine and with contempt for the 
meanness of the earthly life, as longing like Job for death and saying : 
' Let us depart to the place whence we came ; let us rid ourselves of 
these fetters that cling to us and weigh us down. Here there are 
robbers, and thieves, and law-courts, and tyrants, that are thought 
to have some power over us because of this wretched body and its 
belongings. Let us show them that they have no power ' {* Disserta- 
tions,' i. 9. 14 sq.). 

P. Z49. * I should have slept : then had I been at rest, 
"Witii kings and counsellors of the earth.' 

Compare Lucretius (iii. 1027 sqq.) : 

Inde alii multi reges rerumqne potentes 
Ocddemnt, magnis qui gentibus imperitarunt. 



Adde repertores doctrinarum atque leporum, 

Adde Heliconiadum comites ; quorum unus Homerus 

Sceptra potitus eadem aliis sopitu' quietesL 

And Marcus Aurelius (iii. 3): * Hippocrates, after healing many 
diseases, himself fell sick and died. The Chaldaeans foretold the 
deaths of many, and then were themselves overtaken by the common 
lot. Alexander, and Pompey, and Julius Caesar, after having so often 
razed whole cities to the ground, and having slaughtered in battle 
many tens of thousands of horse and foot, themselves at last departed 
from life.' And Boasuet ('Funeral Oration on the Duchess of 
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Orieans*): 'EUe vm descendre k ces a o mbr e s Uenes, k ces dc m e ur e s 
■onterraifiesy povr 7 donnir dans la ponaalte avec tea s^nuids de la 
terre» comme parte Job ; avec cea rote et cea prinoea aa^antte, panni 
teaquete k peine pent-on U ptecer, tant tea ranga 7 aont prea a fa , taat 
te mort eat prompte k remplir cea ptecea.' And Addteon: * Wben I 
aee kinga tjing by thoae who depooed them, when I compiler riial 
wlta pteced aide b7 aide, or the hol7 men that divided the world with 
their conteeta and diapntea, I reflect with aoirow on the littte com- 
petitiona, factiona, and debatea of mankind' ('Spectator,' narcfa 
30th, 17x1). 

P. 150. < A viaion of the night.' Thte paasage te naed by Bvke 
to illnatrate hte vtew that all conceptiona which affect the imaginar 
tion with a aenae of 8ab]imit7 mnat be to aome extent obacorek 
perfect dearaeaa of inteltectud viaion being fiital to the feeling of 
anbliniit7 b7 revealing the limita of the object contemplated. He aaTS : 
' Let it be considered, that hardl7 an7thing can atrike the mind with 
ita greatneaa, which doea not make aome aort of approach to infinit7; 
which nothing can do while we are abte to perceive ita boonda ; bot 
to aee an object diatinctl7, and to perceive ita boonda, te one and the 
same thing. A clear idea te therefore another name for a little idea. 
There te a passage in the book of Job amazingl7 anblime, and this 
8Dblimit7 te principan7 doe to the terrible nncertaint7 of the thing 
described.' Then after quoting aome sentences finom the present 
paasage he analTaea the effect of it thus : * "We are at first prepared 
with the utmost solemnit7 for the vision ; we are at first terrified, 
before we are let even into the obscure cause of our emotion: but 
when thte grand cause of terror makea its appearance, what te it? 
la it not wrapt up in the shadea of its own incomprehenaibte darkness, 
more awful, more striking, more terrible, than the liveliest description, 
than the clearest painting, could poaaibl7 repre sen t it?' ('InqohT 
into the Origin of our Ideaa of the Sublime and Beantifnl,' pt iL 
aection 4)* 

P. 150. ' them that dwell in houses of cte7, 

"Vlioae foundation te hi the dust, 
"Which are cruahed before the moth,' etc. 

With thte description of the frailt7 of man we may con^wre a fiamoos 
passage of Aristophanes {' Birds,' 686 sqq.) : 

'Aye 8^ ^6ffi» Ai^Spes &fia,vp6pUH, 0i?XXciw Tci^ea wpoffS/UHoi, 

dirr^Mt i^/iifKoif raXoot Ppo^ot, i^ipts cUeXi^Mipou 

Ho ! 70 men dim-lived b7 nature, closest to the leaves in feature, 
Feebte befaigs, cte7-aeate, ahadow7 tribea inanimate, 
Whiglesa mortate, hi a da7, doleful, dreamlike, swept away. 

(KennedT'a tramdation<) 
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p. iSfL 'Thon alialt come to thy grave in a fan age, 

Like as a shock of com cometh in in his seaaoo.' 

Compare Marcus Amelias (iv. 48): 'Spend tlie span of life in 
accordance with nature, and end it cheerfully, as an olive fidls when 
it is ripe, blessing the olive that bore it, and grateful to the tree from 
vi^ch it sprang.' Charles Lamb tells us that precepts of this sort 
virere not to his taste : he was in love with the green earth, he did 
not want 'to be weaned by age ; or drop, like mellow fruit, as they 
say, into the grave.' 

P. 152. < As a servant earnestly desireth the shadow.' The labourer 
looks eagerly for the frdling of the evening shadows that he may rest 
from his labour. Compare Homer's picture (<0d.' ziii. 28 sqq.) of 
Ulysses sitting at the feast but turning his head ever wistfully to the 
sun and wearying for it to set, that he might set sail for home:

And as when a man for supper 
longs, for whom the livelong day two dusky oxen drag through a 
frUlow field the Jointed plough, and to whom welcome is sundown that 
he may go to supper, and his limbs flag as he goes, so welcome was 
the sundown to Ulysses.' 

Homer has here anticipated Gray's picture of the ploughman plod- 
ding wearily home in the gloaming. Bums has described the same 
quiet scene, which, as a ploughman himself, he must have known so 
wen ; but he nuurks the hour not by sunset but by the rise of the 
evening star : 

When o'er the hUl the eastern star 

Tells bughtin-time is near, my Jo ; 
And owsen frae the fhrrow'd field 

Return sae dbwf and wearie O. 

P. 153. ' He diaU return no more to his house. 

Neither shan his pbice know him any more.' 

Coaipare Lucretius (Ui. 894 sqq.) : 

Jam Jam non domus acdpiet te laeta, neque uxor 
Optima, nee dulces occurrent oscnla nati 
P r gi'lpe r e et tadta pectwi didcedine tangent.| 
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And Gmy's * Elegy' ; 

For them no more the blazing hearth shall bom, 
Or btaj housewife ply her evening care : 

No children mn to lisp their sire's return. 
Or climb his knees the envied kiss to share. 

P. 153. * Am I a sea, or a vdiale, 

That thou settest a watch over me?' 

< He asks with bitter irony if he is the sea or the monster of the 
that he must be watched and subdued with plagues lest he prove 
dangerous to the universe? Theproud waves of the sea must be coo- 
fined and a bound which they cannot pass «et to them <cfa. sczzvin. 
8 sq. ; Jer. v. 22); has he a wild, nntameable nature like this?' 
(Davidson). 

P. 154. < Canst thou by searching find out God ? ' 

In a similar vein Faust, in answer to Plaigaret's tender inquiiy whether 
he believes in God, breaks out : 

"Wtr darf ihn nennen ? 

Und wer bekennen : 

Ichglaub'ihn? 

"^er empfinden 

Und sich unterwinden 

Zusagen: ich glaub' ihn nicht ? 

Der Allnmfasser, 

Der Allerhalter, 

Fasst und erhalt er nicht 

Dich, mich, sich selbst? 

\761bt sich der Himmel nicht dadroben ? 

Liegt die Erde nicht hierunten fest ?

P. 150. 'The dods of the valley shall be sweet unto him.' Compare 
Tennyson's 

sweeter seems 
To rest beneath the clover sod, 
That takes the sunshine and the rains.' 

(' In Memoriam,' z.) 

P. 157. 'Surely there is a vein for the sDver,' etc. The thought of 
this noble passage is that ' the precious ores and stones have a place 
where they may be found, to which men penetrate and firom which 
they bring them forth to the light ; but Wisdom has no place where it 
can be found in all the land of the living ' (Davidson). 

P. 157. < He setteth an end to darkness.' That is, * man setteth,' or 
'men set an end to darkness.' The phrase is sometimes understood 
literally of the light cast by the miner's lamp ; but probably ' the ex- 
pression is more general, meaning that men penetrate into what is 
dark and deep in the earth, as if it were light and above ground ' 
(Davidson). 
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p. 157. 'The flood breaketh out from the inhabitaiit ; 
Even the waters fors^otten of the foot : 
They are dried np, they are goae away from men.* 

This obscme passage gains greatly in clearness and effect in the R. V., 
where it nms thns : 

' He breaketh open a shaft away from where men sojourn ; 
They are forgotten of the foot that passeth by ; 
They hang a£Eur from men» they swing to and fro.' 

Professor Davidson, who translates the passage in the same seitae, 
explains it thns: *The first clause, lit. <<away from the dwdler" or 
"inhabitant," describes how the miners shik their shaft deep dovra 
below and away from the abode of men above. There they are for- 
gotten by the foot of those overhead, who walk oblivious of them. 
And the last clause describes how they "hang and swing," Le. swings 
suspended in cages or from ropes as they pursue their unsatnral 
operations: 

"half way down 
Hangs one that gathers samphire—dreadful trade.*' ' 

P. 157. < As for the earth, out of it cometh bread : 
And under it is turned up as it were fire.' 

' The same idea of the distance from the life of men and the nnnatnral- 
ness of the miner's work is pursued in the fine contrast between the 
peaceful, cultivated, and fruitful face of the earth above and the destruc- 
tive operations carried on in her bowels, which leave a confusion and 
devastation like that caused by fire. The second clause nnst be 
rendered 

" And underneath it is overturned as if by fire." 

The reference is hardly to actual blasting ; rather to the overthrow and 
confused ruin that follovTS the miner's operations ' (Davidson). 

P. 157. 'He cutteth out rivers among the rocks.' *The word 
"rivers" is that commonly used to denote the rhannels into which 
the Nile was divided, and might be translated "canals" or channds. 
Such canals might be intended for drawing off the water accumulating 
in the mine. The second clause suggests, however, that the word 
rather means " passages " or galleries, cut in order to pursue the vein, 
for it is said " his eye seeth every precious thing " ' (Davidson). 

P. 157. ' He bindeth the floods from overflowing.' < The r e feren ce is 
to the use of lime or clay to prevent water percolating into the mine ' 
(Davidson). 

P. 157. ' Neither is it found in the land of the Uving. 
The depth saith, It is not in me : 
And the sea saith, It is not with me.' 
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Compare Omar Khxyytan (stanzas xzzi., zzzOL): 



Up from Earth's centre throii£:li the Seventh Gate 
I rose, and on the Throne of Satam sate, 

And many a Knot unravel'd by the Road ; 
Bnt not the Master-Knot of Human Fate. 

Eaxth conld not answer ; nor the Seas that mown 
In flowing Pnrple, of theb Lord forlorn ; 

Nor rolling Heaven, with all his Signs reveal'd 
And hidden by the sleeve of Night and Norn. 



P. 159. * And said, Hitherto shalt thou come, but no further : 
And here shall thy proud waves be stayed.' 

Speaking of the difficulty of governing America across three thousand 
miles of sea, Burke said: *You have, indeed, winged ministers of 
vengeance, who carry your bolts in their pounces to the remotest verge 
of the sea. But there a power steps in, that Umits the arrogance of 
raging passions and furious elements, and says, " So £bu: shalt thou go, 
and no farther/' "Who are you, that should fret and rage, and bite the 
chains of nature?' ('Speech on Conciliation with America *)• 

P. 159. <That it might take hold of the ends of the earth. 
That the wicked might be shaken out of it.' 

The words translated *ends of the earth' mean literally *<< skirts" or 
" wings" of the earth. The figure is beautiful ; the dawn as it pours 
forth along the whole horizon, on both sides of the beholder, lays hold 
of the borders of the earth, over which night lay like a covering ; and 
seizing this covering by its extremities it shakes the wicked out of it. 
The wicked flee from the Ught. The dawn is not a physical phenome- 
non merely, it is a moral agent ' (Davidson). 

P. x6o. * It is turned as clay to the seal ; 

And they stand as a garment.' 

In the R. V. these lines are thus translated : 

' It Is changed as clay under the seal ; 
And all things stand forth as a garment' 

* Another charming figure. Under the Ught of mom, the earth, which 
was formless in the darkness, takes shape like the clay under the seal. 
In the first clause the words are lit "as seal-day." All tUngs with 
dear-cnt impression and vivid colouring stand forth under the light, 
and together form a various many-coloured garment. In which the 
earth is robed ' (Davidson). 

P. xte. ' By what way is the light parted, 

Which scattereth the east wind upon the earth ?' 
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TheR.V.lias: 

* By what way is the light parted. 
Or the east whid scattered npon the earth ? ' 

P. x6x. 'Canst thon bring foxth Mazzaroth hi his season?' 'The 
meanhig of "Mazzaroth" is nncertain. The word has been snp- 
posed to be another form of "Nazzaloth" <2 Khigs mrifi. 5), which 
is thonght to mean the signs of the zodiac. The connection as well as 
the parallelism of the next daose suggests that some single star or coo- 
steUation is meant. Others would render "the bright stars"; the 
planets, perhaps, or some of them, behig referred to ' (Davidson). 

P. z6z. 'Canst thou set the dominion thereof hi the earth?' 'The 
idea is that the heavens and the stars exercise an influence over the 
earth and the desthiies of men ' (Davidson). 

P. Z62. 'The unicorn.' 'The wfld-ox,' R. V. 'The English Bible, 
following the Septuagint, renders the Hebrew "HSem" by "mdcom." 
But two horns are ascribed to the rSem in Dent, mnriii. z7, and the 
Hebrew word reappears in Arabic as the name of the larger antdopes, 
probably the "Antilope leucoryz," while in Assyrian the "rinm" 
appears to be the wild ox. There are fossil remains in the Lebanon 
both of " Bos primigenius " and " Bison urns," though both have been 
long extinct in Palestine' ('Encyclopaedia Britannica,' gth ed. s.v. 
' Unicom *), Mr. Doughty, the Arabian traveller, proposes to identii^ 
the rS&n or unicorn with a q>ecies of antelope which is still found wild 
in the Arabian desert. The Arabs call it ' woth^hi' or 'wild cow.' It 
is a beautiful creature with a hide varying in colour from ash-grey to 
clear yellow, and with sharp slender horns like rods set upright, each 
about two feet long. It is the fleetest animal of the desert, and when 
wounded is dangerous. See C. M. Doughty, 'Travels in Arabia 
Deserta,' i. pp. 327 sq., 562, 592 sq. 

P. 162. 'Hast thou clothed his neck with thunder?' Gray has 
imitated this in his ' Progress of Poesy' : 

Two coursers of ethereal race 

With necks hi thunder clothed, and long-resounding pace. 

The description of the war-horse in the present passage of Job is 
famous. Not unworthy to be set beside it are some lines in which De 
Quincey in 'The Glofy of Motion' describes the starting of the mail 
coaches from the General Post-Office hi London on the nights (and in 
the early part of the centnty these nights were not infrequent) when 
news of a victory in Spahi had just come in and was to be transmitted 
by the coaches to all parts of the kingdom. 

P. 163. ' Behemoth and leviathan,' i.e. the hippopotamus and the 
crocodile. 
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p. X65. * Who hath fireveiited me, that I should repay him?' This 
sentence is clearer hi the R.V., * Who hath first given unto me, that 
I should repay him?' * None hath given ought to God, so as to have 
a claim against him, for all things under the heavens are his' 
(Davidson). 

P. 165. ' By his neesings a light doth shine.' 'The anhnal is said to 
inflate itself, as it lies basking in the sun, and then force the heated 
tureath through its nostrils, which in the sun appears like a stream of 
light ' (Davidson). 

P. 166. 'And sorrow is turned into joy before him.' *And terror 
danceth before hhn,' R.V. 

P. 166. ' By reason of breakings they purify themselves.' * By 
reason of consternation they are beside themselves,' R.V. 

P. 2(36. * Sharp stones are under him : 

He spreadeth sharp pointed things upon the mhre.' 

In the R.V. this passage runs: 

' His underparts are like sharp potsherds : 
He spreadeth as it were a threshing wain on the mire.' 

The second line describes the impression made on the mire by the 
crocodile when he lies down. 'The scales of the belly, though 
smoother than those on the back, still are sharp, particularly those 
nnder the tail, and leave an impression on the mire where he has lain 
as if a sharp threshing-sledge with teeth had stood on it or gone over 
it ' (Davidson). 

P. x68. * When I consider thy heavens, the work of thy fingers. 
The moon and the stars which thou hast ordained ; 
What is man, that thou art mindful of him?' 

Even Lucretius confessed that the contemplation of the stany sky 
suggested the thought of a divine power which guides the courses of 
the heavens: 

Nam cum suspidmus magni cflelestia mundi 
Temph^ super stellisque micantibua aethera fizum, 
Et venit in mentem solisque lunaeque viarum. 
Tunc aliis opp r e s sa mails In pectora cura 
lUa quoque ezpergefactum caput erigere infit, 
Nequae forte deum nobis inmensa potestas 
Sit» vario motu quae Candida sidera verset 

(' De Rerum Natura,' v. 1204 sqq.) 

The same contemplation suggested to the Psahnist another thought 
—that of the littleness of the life of man In comparison with the vast- 
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turn of fhft inivene. ProtmUy all who hste tlioiisfbt mndi 
Imiiiasi life have been Impceaaed with a sense of this 
disproport i on. Plato has briefly ex pressed this thought: 'Do jtm 
s up po s e that a ndnd of gmnd con^iass, accustomed to oontenqdate 
all time and all existence, can think much of human life?' (' Republic,' 
vi. p. a86 A). To us moderns, who know that every star Is a world, 
most of them vastly greater than our earth, the conception of tiie 
pettiness and Insignificance of man Is greatly deepened. No ooe, 
perhaps, has e x p ress ed the conception more forcibly than Pascal : < Qne 
lliomme contemple done la nature entite dans sa haute et pleine 
majesty ; qn*ll Soigne sa vue des objets bas qui I'environttent ; qaH 
regarde cette ^datante lumi^ mlse comme une lampe ^temeOe poor 
6clairer Tuniverse ; qne la terre lui paraisse comme un point, anz prix 
du vast tour qne cet astre dtoit ; et qu'H s'^tonne de ce qne ce vaate 
tour lui-mtee n'est qu'un point tri»-d61icat k regard de celui qne les 
astres qui roulent dans le firmament embrassent. Mais si notre vne 
s'arr^te lA, que Timagination passe outre : elle se lassera plus tdt de 
concevoir que la nature de foumir. Tout ce monde visible n'est qn'nn 
trait imperceptible dans I'ample sein de la nature. Nulle id^ n'en 
nppnydie. Nous avons beau enfler nos conceptions an-deli des 
espaces imaginables : nous n'enfantons que des atomes, an prix de la 
r£alit6 des choses. C'est une sphto infinie dont le centre est partout, 
la circonf6rence nulle part' ('Pens^es,' ch. IL section x). Then 
after overwhelming us under the worlds upon worlds of the infinitely 
great, Pascal opens another abyss beneath our feet— the abyss of the 
infinitely little ; and shows that man thus occupies in nature a sort of 
isthmus between two infinities, both of which he is compelled to 
believe exists, yet neither of which he can understand. But the 
conception of the infinitely small— the thought that every atom of our 
world may itself contain within it systems of earths, and suns, and stars, 
and that in every one of these minute earths and suns and stars eveiy 
atom may again contain within it earths and suns and stars still 
more minute, and so on to infinity— this Conception is less obvious and 
more refined than that of the infinitely great, and we may doubt 
whether any of the ancients attained to it. The thought of the two 
infinities, which Pascal applied only to space, may obviously be 
extended to time. Man is thus seen to stand at the meeting-point 
not of two, but of many Infinities. He Indeed moves * in virorids not 
realised.' But to return to the thought firom which we started: 
Marcus Aurelius (vll. 47) recommends us to contemplate the courses 
of the stars and the flux of the elements as a means of purghig off the 
baseness of the earthly life {dwoKoBalpovo't 7dp al rc&rwp ^tam-affUu t^ 
^w T9V xafMl plov). Like the Psalmist he evidently considered tliat 
whoever dwells much In thought on the vast processes of nature ouist 
see the life of man dwindle to a speck. 

P. 169. * In whose eyes a vile person is contemned.' Of Sir John 
Moore, the hero of Corunna, we axe told that * while he lived he did 
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not shun, but scorned and spumed the base, and with characteristic 
p r o p r ie t y they spumed at liim when he was dead ' (Napier, ' History 
of the War in the Peninsula *). 

P. Z70. *Mj g^oodness eztendeth not to thee,' etc. In the R.V. 
this passas:e runs thus : 

' I have no £:ood beyond thee. 
As for the saints that are in the earth, 
They are the excellent in whom is all my delight' 

Professor Cheyne translates to the same effect (* The Book of Psalms,' 
translated by T. K. Cheyne). 

P. 170. 'The lines are follen unto me in pleasant places.' The 
reference seems to be to a mode of casting of lots in which the lots 
consisted of cords or threads. Olshausen compares Nicah ii. 5: 
' Therefore thou shalt have none that shall cast a cord ' (< a line,' R.V.) 
' by lot in the congregation of the I.ord.' 

P. 170. ' Holy One.' < Godly one ' or < beloved one,' R.V. (marginal 
readings). ' Loving one,' Cheyne. ' Detn Frommer,' Kantssch. 

P. 174. 'The heavens declare the glory of God,' etc. Addison's 
well-known hymn (< The spacious firmament on high,' etc.) is only an 
expansion of the thought expressed in the first few lines of this Psalm. 
Plato also regarded the sun and moon and stars as prooHs of the 
existence of the gods, in opposition to the clever people who main- 
tained that they were merely earth and stones (' Laws,' x. p. 886 D, E). 

P. 175. ' The Lord is my shepherd.' This Psalm, perhi^ the most 
familiar and certainly one of the most beautiful of ail the Psalms, may 
have furnished Heine with some of the images in those pathetic lines 
in which, dying by inches on his ' mattress-grave,' he commended his 
dear wife, his lamb, to the care of the Good Shepherd : 

Mein Arm whd schv^ach, es schleicht herbd 
Der blasse Tod I Die Schaferd, 
Das Hirtenspiel, es hat ein Ende. 
O Gott, ich leg* m deine Hiinde 
Zurnck den Stab. Behtite du 
Mein armes Lamm, wenn ich zur Ruh' 
Bestattet Un— nnd dulde rdcht, 
Dass irgendwo ein Dom sie sticht— 
O schiitz ihr Fliess vor Domenhecken 
Und auch vor Siimpfen, die beflecken ; 
Lass tiberall zn ihren Fiissen 
Das allerliebste Putter spriessen ; 
Und lass sie schlafen, sorgenlos, 
Wie einst sie schlief hi meuiem Schooss. 
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In the wondeifiil converaation which Monxcai a few days before her 
death, had with Augnstiiie at the window lookins^ into the gardeo* 
they spoke tos:ether of that region where God feeds his people Israel 
for ever on the pasture of truth : < Et adhuc adscendebamns interins 
cogitando et loqnendo» et mirando opera tua, et venimus ia mentes 
nostras, et transcendimus eas, ut adtingeremus regionem nbeitatis ia- 
defidentis, nbi pasds Israel in aetemum veritatis pabnlo' ('Confes- 
sions,' ix. zo). 

P. z8x. 'They that seek the Lord shall not want ai^ good thing.' 
This was the last verse transcribed by Columba in lona before his 
death (June gth, Sff7 A.D.). He had been copying the PSalter, but 
when he had got as far as this verse he could go no further, and said 
that a monk named Baithen must write the rest. This is mentioned 
in an interesting little volume, 'The Psalms in Histoiy and Biography,' 
by the Rev. John Ker, D.D. 

P. Z85. ' Lord, make me to know mine end. 

And the measure of my days, what it is.' 

Horace gave an opposite advice : 

Tu ne quaesieris, scire nefu, quem mihi, qnem tibi, 
Finem di dederint, Leuconoe. 

P. 188. 'O send out thy light and thy truth: let them lead me.' 
Some fifty years ago many ministers of the Church of Scotland resigned 
their livings on a point of conscience and quitted the Church. The 
sacrifice they made was an heroic one, for the great majority of the 
Scottish clergy are poor, and in resigning their livings most of these 
men gave up all that they had in the world. The final separation from 
the old Church took place on May i8th, 1843, when neariy fonr 
hundred ministers, accompanied by many laymen, left St. Andrew's 
Church, where the General Assembly held its sittings, and went in 
procession to Tanfield Hall, which had been engaged to serve as the 
meeting-place of the new Church. On reaching it they sang the verses 
of this Psalm, which in the Scottish metrical version begin thus : 

O send thy light forth and thy truth ; 
Let them be guides to me. 

Hitherto the day had been dull and gloomy ; indeed, a heavy thunder- 
cloud had for some time darkened the sky. But as these words of the 
Psahn were being read out to be sung, the sun suddenly broke out, 
flooding the vast, densely crowded hall with light, and they sang the 
Psalm in bright sunshine. In their highly strung state the drcnm- 
stance naturally made a deep impression. 

P. 190. ' God is our refuge and strength.' On this Psalm Luther 
founded his famous hymn, ' Ein' feste Buig ist unser Gott,' which Hefaie

called the Marseillaise of the Reformation. See 'The Psalms in 
History and Biog:raph7/ by the Rev. John Ker, D.D., p. 78 sqq. 

P. 192. Psalm li. ' Have mercy npon me, O God.' This Psalm, the 
* Miserere ' of the Latin Church, is put by Dante in the month of the 
spirits on the Mount of Pnrgatory (' Pni^gfatorio,' v. 24). In real life it 
has consoled the dying: and supported the courag^e oif many men and 
vromen on the scaffold and at the stake. It was read in Latin to Lady 
Jane Grey and her husband Guildford Dudley, when they were executed 
together, August 22nd, 1553 ; after hearing it in Latin she repeated it 
In English. See ' The Psalms in History and Biography,' by the Rev. 
John Ker, D.D., p. 83 sqq. 

P. 194. < And I said, O that I had wings like a dove ! 
For then would I fly away, and be at rest.' 

In a letter attributed to Plato (vii. p. 347 sq.) the philosopher tells how, 
while detained by the tyrant Dionysius at Syracuse, he kept ' looking 
outwards, like a bird longing to flyaway.' Margaret, in 'Faust,' 
listlessly watching from her window the cloud-rack over the old town 
walls, sighs to be a bird that she may fly to her absent lover. And 
In the same tiagedy Faust himself, at sight of the sun sinking in gloiy 
on the hills, yearns for wings to waft him In its train for ever round 
the world. 

P. 195. < For there were many with me.' * For there were many 
that strove with me,' R.V. < For in great numbers were they against 
me ' (Cheyne). 

P. 203. * For a day in thy courts is better than a thousand.' So 
Cicero says of philosophy : * Est autem unus dies bene et ex praeceptis 
tnis actus peccanti immortalitati anteponendus ' ('Tuscul. Disput' v. 
2.5). 

P. 23g, * Vanity of vanities.' The thought expressed in this fiunous 
passage is that of the weaxy monotony of life, when the freshness 
of youth is past* The same thought is expressed in language not 
dfewimilar by Seneca ('Epist' xxiv. 26): 'Quosdam subit eadem 
fsdendi videndique satietas, et vitae non odium, sed fastidium, in 
quod prolabimur Ipsa inpeUente philosophia, dum didmus : Quousque 
eadem? nempe expergiscar, dormiam, esuriam, satiabor, algebo, 
aestnabo. Nullius rd finis est, sed in orbem nexa sunt omnia: 
fugiunt ac sequuntur. Diem nox premit, dies noctem, aestas in 
antumnum desinit, autumno hiems instat^ quae vere conpesdtur: 
omnia sic transennt ut revertantur. Nihil novi fado nihil novi video : 
fit aliquando et hujus rd nausea.' So too Lucretius represents Nature 
as addressing the man who is sated with life and yet loth to quit it : 

Nam tibl praeterea quod machiner inveniamque. 
Quod placeat, nil est: eadem sunt omnia semper. 
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Si tibi non anals corpns jam marcet et aftm 
Confecti langnent, eadem tamen omnia restant, 
Omnia si pergaa vivendo vincere saeda, 
Atqne etiam potins, si nnmqiiam sis moritans. 

Bk. ilL 944 aqq- 

The vanity of life is aet forth also by Maicns Anrelias in a pow e if iii 
paasacre 0i. 17), thoac:h the a^iect of it on which he chiefly dwdb Is 
not its monotonous and wearisome iteration, but its frailty, its transi- 
torineas, and ita brevity: 'The life of man is In time a point; in essence 
fleeting- ; in perception dim. The bodily frame is liable to decay : the 
son! is a vdiirligig^ : fortune is inscrutable ; and fimie uncertain. In a 
word, all the thing^s of the body are a river, and all the tiiing^s of the 
soul a dream and vanity ; and life la a warfare and a sojomnias:, and 
posthumous feme Is oblivion.' Elsewhere, however, the emperor lias 
expres s ed the Preacher's thoug^ht'of the endless, weaiy round in winch 
the life of man and the course of nature move. Thua he says (vi. 33l* 
' He who has seen the thlns^s of to-day, has seen all things, all that has 
been from eternity, and all that will be to infinity ; for all tilings are 
alike in origin and form.' Again he aay8(viL 4^: 'Consider the past- 
all the many changea of empfre. The future, too, may be 
for it will certainly be similar, afaice it cannot depart from the 
order of nature. Hence it is all the same whether you contemplate the 
life of man for forty years or for ten thousand ; for what more will yon 
see?' Once more (a. 27): ' Bear constantly in mind how all things hap- 
pened hi the past as they are happening now, and that they will happen 
so In the future. Place before your eyes all the dramas and aH the 
scenes that yon know from your own experience or from history: fof 
example, the court of Hadrian, the court of Antoninus, the court of 
PhUip, of Alexander, of Croesus : they were all alike, only the actois 
on the stagfe were different.' 

P. 240. 'He that increaseth knowledge Increaseth sorrow.' So 
Keato, hi the 'Ode to a Nightingale' : 

Where but to think Is to be full of sorrow 
And leaden-eyed despairs. 

P. 240. 'All tUngs come alike to all: there is one event to the 
righteous, and to the wicked,' etc. Compare Marcus Aurelins, ii. u : 
' Life and death, glory and obscuri^, toil and pleasure, wealth and 
poverty— all these things come alike to the good and to the bad.' 

P. 241. ' Go thy way, eat thy bread with joy, and drink thy wine 

with a meny heart,' etc. The thought Is a commonplace of the poets. 

Parallels might easily be multiplied. We may quote Horace (' Odes,' 

ii. 3. Z3sqq.): 

Hue vina et ungnenta et nhnium brevis 

Flores amoenae ferre jube rosae, 

Dum res et aetas et Sororum 

FUa trium patiuntur atnu 
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And Omar Khayyam : 

Ah, make the most of what we yet may spend, 
Before we too into the dnst descend ; 

Dust into dust, and wider Dust, to lie, 
Sans Wine, sans Song, sans Sin^^er, and— sans End. 

P. 241. < A living dog is better than a dead lion.' So AchiUes in 
Homer {* Od. ' 3d. 489 sqq.) : 

fiov\olfifp> K* iwdpovpos iCifp driT€v4/up AXKip, 
AvBpl Tap* ijcX^ptfi, if fiij /Sforof xoXi>$ efi;, 

* I 'd rather serve a poor landless man as his thrall than reign o'er all 
the dead.' 

And so the dying Heine : 

Er hatte Recht, der edle Heros, 

Der weiland sprach im Bach Homeros : 

Der klefaiste lebendige Philister 

Zn Stukkert am Neckar, viel glucklicher ist er, 

Als ich, der Pelide, der todte Held, 

Der Schattenftirst hi der Unterwelt 

And so Villon (' Grand Testament,' zsocvl.) : 

Myeubc vault vivre soubz gros bureaux 
Panvre, qu'avoh: e8t6 seigneur 
Et pourrir soubz riches tumbeauz ! 

P. 242. < Truly the light is sweet,' etc. The contrast betvreen 
youth's bright morning and the night of old age and death is another 
fiftvonrite theme of the poets. We may take, as one example, Leo- 
paitU's lines in the poem * II Tramonto della Luna ' : 

Ma la vita mortal, poi che la bella 
Giovinezsa spari, non si colors 
D'altra luce giammai, n^ d'altra aurora. 
Vedova h insino al fine ; ed alia notte 
Che I'attre etadi oscura, 
Segno poser gli Dei la sepoltnra.1 

P. 243. 'The thne of the roses.' The * Song of Solomon,' from which 
this and the following passages are taken, while it is one of the most 
beautiful, is also one of the obscurest books of the Bible. After long 
discussions modem critics and commentators are generally agreed in 
tegar^ng it as a pastoral play, hi which three characters speak, 
namely, King Solomon, a Shulamite maiden, and her shepherd lover. 
The general plot of the piece is thus given by Professor Driver: < A 
beautiful Shulamite maiden, surprised by the king and his train on a

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royal progress in the north, has been brought to the palace at Jem- 
salem, where the king hopes to win her affections, and to induce ber 
to exchange her mstic home for the hononr and enjoyments wfaicfa t 
conrt4ife conld afford. She has, however, akeady pied^;^ her lieaxt 
to a young shepherd ; and the achniration and blandishments which the 
king lavishes upon her are powerless to make her forget him. In the 
end she is pemitted to return to her mountain home, livhere, at the 
close of the poem, the lovers appear hand in hand, and express^ ia 
warm and glowing words, the superiority of genuine, ^tomtaneoas 
affection over that which may be purchased by wealth or rank ' (' In- 
troduction to the Literature of the Old Testament ' (5), p. 4x0 sq.). But 
we cannot always say with certainty to which of the charactets in the 
piece a particular speech or song should be assigned. 

P. 243. 'I am the rose of Sharon, and the Uly of the valleys.' Sharoa 
was part of the great Maritime Plain of Palestine. Its scenery is tfam 
described by Professor G. A. Smith (' The Historical Geogmphy oitbt 
Holy Land,' p. 149) : 'The whole Maritime Plain p os s esse s a qoiet bat 
rich t>eanty. If ttie contours are gentle, the colours are strong and 
varied. Along almost the whole seaboard runs a strip of links and 
downs, sometimes of pure drifting sand, sometimes of grass and mad 
together. Outside this border of broken gold there is the blue sea, 
with its fringe of foam. Landward the soil is a chocolate brown, wftfa 
breaks and gullies, now bare to their dirty white shingle and stagnant 
puddles, and now full of rich green reeds and rushes that tell of ample 
water beneath. Over com and moorland a million flowers are scattered 
—poppies, pimpernels, anemones, the convolvulus and the mallow, the 
fiatyfffff^iff and blue iris— "roses of Sharon and lilies of the vaUey." 
Lizards haunt all the sunny banks. The shimmering air is filled with 
bees and butteiflies, and with the twittering of smaU birds, hushed 
now and then as the shadow of a great hsLwk. blots the base. Nor 
when *^»rieftMHt comes is all a blank. The soft night is sprinkled thick 
with glittering fireflies. Such a pbdn, rising through the heat by dim 
slopes to the long, persistent range of blue hiUs beyond, presents to-day 
a prospect of nothing but fruitfulness and peace.' 

P. 244. < Rise up, my love, my fair one, and come away.' The ex- 
quisite picture of love in springtime which is painted in this and the 
following lines may be paralleled, but hardly surpassed, by the soags 
of poets of other lands. Thus Hood sings : 

It was not in the winter 

Our loving lot was cast ; 
It was the time of roses,— 

We pluck'd them as we pass'd. 

That churlish season never frown'd 

On early lovers yet 1 
Oh, no— the world was newly crown'd 

With flowers when first we met. 
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And Bnrnsi in the verses <To Mary in Heaven': 

That sacred horn* can I forget ? 

Can I forget the hallow*!! grove, 
Where by the winding Ayr we met, 

To live one day of parting love ?

Ayr gurgling kiss'd his pebbled shore, 

O'erhnng with wild woods, thick'ning green ; 
The finagrant Urch, and hawthorn hoar,

The present writer was particularly stmck bj it one day in Hay on 
descending from the Arcadian moimtains into the hot marittoie piaio of 
Achaia, which is little else than one long vineyard. The day was hoi, 
and the whole air seemed heavy with the rich perfume of the vines. 

P. 246. ' Awake, O north wind ; and come thon sooth : 
Blow upon my garden.' 

As the 'garden' is here a poetical e xpr e ssi on for the loved one, we 
may compare a verae in the ballad of 'The Dowie Dens of Yairoiir ' : 

O gentle wind, that bloweth sooth, 

From where my love repaireth, 
Convey a kiss from his dear moi^ 

And tell me how he fiareth ! 

P. 247. * A lover's quest.' This act of the drama is easy to follow. 
It is a summer night. The Shulamite maiden is sleeping in her 
chamber, when her lover enters the garden. She hears his voice call- 
ing to her ; but on rising and opening the door into the garden, afae 
finds him gone, and seeks him up and down the dty. There the 
watchmen find her and illtreat her. She next meets some women, and 
charges them with a message to her beloved, if they should see him. 
They ask who her beloved is, and she breaks out into a glowing de- 
scription of his charms. Some scholars interpret the whole of this 
scene as a dream dreamed and related by the Shulamite. 

P. 247. * I sleep, but my heart waketh.' The maiden is half sleeping, 
half wakeful and listening for her lover's voice singing or calling to 
her in the garden. So in Goethe's verses, the fafar one, half Sleepiog 
on her pillow, hears dreamily the music of her lover's lute, who is 
singing to her under the stars :.' 

O gieb, vom weichen PfShle, 
Traumend, ein halb Gehdr I 
Bd meinem Saitenspiele 
Schlafe ! was willst du mehr? 

Bei meinem Saitenspiele 
Segnet der Stemeheer 
Die ewigen Gefuhle ; 
Schlafe I was willst do mehr? 

We may compare, too, the serenade hi Longfellow's 'Spanish 
Student' 

P. 248. ' What is thy beloved more than another bdoved, 
O thou fairest among women ? ' 
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"Vith this and what follows we may compare the verses in the ballad 
of ' The Gay Goss-hawk/ where the dove thus speaks : 

But how sail I your true love find. 

Or how suld I her know ? 
I bear a tongue ne'er wi' her spake, 

An eye that ne'er her saw. 

O weel sail ye my true love ken, 

Sae sune as ye her see ; 
For of a' the flowers of fair England, 

The fairest flower is she. 

The red, that 's on my true love's cheek, 
* Is like blood-drops on the snaw ; 

The white, that is on her breast bare, 
Like the down o' the white sea-maw. 

P. ^i. ' For love is strong as death.' In a well-known passage of 
his essay, ' Of Death,' Bacon says : ' There is no passion in the mind of 
man so weak, but it mates and masters the fear of death ; and there- 
fore death is no such terrible enemy when a man hath so many 
attendants about him that can win the combat of him. Revenge 
triumphs over death ; love slights it ; honour aspireth to it ; grief flieth 
to it ; fear pre-occupateth it.' Of the present passage of ' The Song of 
Solomon ' Mr. Saintsbury has said that it is ' the best example known 
to me of absolutely perfect English prose— harmonious, modulated, 
yet in no sense trespassing the limits of prose and becoming poetry ' 
(< History of Elizabethan Literature,' p. 217). 

P. 252. 'To what purposes is the multitude of your sacrifices unto 
me?' The thought of this passage, that God loves righteousness 
more than sacrifice, was not unfamiliar to the more enlightened minds 
of classical antiquity. Thus we are told of Socrates that 'in offering 
small sacrifices out of his scanty substance he deemed that he was at 
no disadvantage compared with those who out of their abundance 
offered many great sacrifices. For he said that on the one hand it 
would ill become the gods to love great sacrifices more than small, 
since then the sacrifices of the wicked would often be more pleasing 
to them than the sacrifices of the good ; and on the other hand it 
would not be worth while for men to live, iif the offerings of the wicked 
were more acceptable to the gods than the offerings of the just. 
He himself on the contrary believed that the gods take most delight in 
the homage of the most pious ' (Xenophon, ' Memorabilia,' 1. 3. 3). 
To the same effect Isocrates (ii. 20) says : ' Believe me, the fairest 
sacrifice and the truest worship is to keep yourself as virtuous and as 
righteous as you may ; for the blessing of the gods is more likely to 
rest on such than on those who sacrifice many victims.' And Seneca, 
in a passage quoted by Lactantius (' Divin. Inst.' vi. 25), says : ' Think 
of God as great and mild and venerable for his clement majesty : think 
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of Him at a friend who ia always near: tUnk of Him as one 
be propitiated, not bj aJanghteringa and streams of blood (lor 
pleasnre ia there in the butchery of innocent victims ?K bat bj a ^ 
mind and a good and honest pnrpoae.' And PersinsCSat.' iL 7z a^->^ 

Qoin damna id anperia, de magna qnod dare iance 
Non posait magni NeanUae lippa propago: 
Conpoeitam Jos Haaqne animo aanctooqne iTCcaaui 
Mentia et incoctom generoso pectus honesto. 
Haec cedo nt admoveam templis et Cure litabo. 

'Give we to the goda what great NeaaaUa'ablear-ejed adoo Gumot 
give on his great trendier—a heart where right, divine and fc— -y^ 
meet in peace ; a mind pure hi ita inmost ahrine ; a breast vriien 
honour reigna indeed. These let me talce to .the temple ; and I will 
oflfer meal alone.' 

P. 2S3. 'They ahall beat their swords into plowshares,' etc Brigiit 
used this passage at the close of his speech ' On Peace,' delivered at 
a conference of the Peace Society in Edinburgh at a time when the 
war with Russia waa impending : * I believe that we shall aee, and at 
no very distant time, sound economic principles spreading much more 
widely amongst the people ; a sense of justice growing up in a soil 
which hitherto has been deemed unfruitful ; and, which win be better 
than all— the churches of the United Kingdom, the churches of 
Britain, awaking, as it were, from their slumbers, and girding np their 
loins to more glorious woik, when they shall not only accept and 
believe in the prophecy, but labour earnestly for its fulfilment, tbat 
there ahall come a time— a blessed time— a time which ahall last for 
ever— when nation ahall not lift np sword against nation, neither ahaO 
they learn war any more.' 

P. ^54. ' But wild beasts of the desert shall lie there ; and their 
houses shall be foil of doleful creatures.' 

They aay the lion and the lizard keep 
The conrta where Jamahyd gloried and drank deep : 
And Bahram, that great Hunter— the Wild Ass 
Stamps o'er his Head, but cannot break hia aleep. 

(Omar Khayyam, xviiL) 

P. 2gi, 'And in the vineyards there shall be no singing, neither 
ahall there be shouting : the treaders ahall tread out no wine in their 
preaaes ; I have made their vintage ahouting to ceaae.' This picture 
of the mournful silence and desolation caused by the ravages of war Is 
like that in 'The Flowers of the Forest': 

In har'at, at the ahearing, nae youtha now are jeeringi 
Bandste n i are lyart, and rankled, and gray ; 

At frdr or at preaching, nae wooing, nae fleecUng— 
The Flowers of the Forest axe a' wede away. 
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At e'eo, in the gloaming:, nae yonnkers are roaming 
'Bout stacks, wi' tiie lasses at bogle to play ; 

Bat ilk ane sits drearie, lamenting her dearie— 
The Flowers of the Forest are weded away. 

Dool and wae for the order, sent onr lads to the Border I

P. 260. ' Upon the land of my people shall come up thorns and 
briers ; yea, upon all the houses of joy in the joyous dty.' We may 
compare Heine's meditation among the ruins of the castle : 

Gras bedeckt jetzt den Tumierplatz 
Wo gekgUnpft der stolze Tlann, 
Der die Beaten nberwnnden 
Und des Kampfes Preis gewann. 

Epheu rankt an dem Balkone, 
Wo die schone Dame stand. 
Die den stolzen Ueberwinder 
Mit den Augen nberwand. 

P. 261. *A place of broad rivers and streams.' 'No earthly 
waters, but the river of the peace of God. Compare Isaiah Ixvi. la' 
(Matthew Arnold). 

P. 272. <Cut Rahab, and wounded the dragon.' <Rahab, "the 
Proud," is Egypt ; the dragon is probably the crocodile of the Nile, 
the emblematic beast of Egypt' (Matthew Arnold). But in several 
passages of the Bible the name Rahab (' pride *) seems to be applied to 
a mythical monster of the sea (see Psalm faocdx. zo ; and Professor 
Davidson's note on Job iz. 13). It has been suggested that the name 
bears the same meaning here, and that the words ' cut Rahab and 
wounded the dragon ' refer to a myth, now lost, but £uni]iar to Isaiah's 
readers, of the drying up of the great primordial sea at the creation of 
the world. See H. Gunkel, ' Schopfnng und Chaos ' (GSttingen, 2895), 
p. 30 sqq. 

P. 274. < Because he had done no violence.' * Although he had done 
no violence,' R.V. 

P. 278. 'Who are these that fly as a cloud, and as the doves to their 
windows?' 'The prophet has pictured the approach of the caravans 
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of inland Aimbia; now he pictnres the approach of tlie fleets fron ftej 
coast lands of the Mediterranean. The fleets with their sails, 
afitf oif, are compared to a cloud, or to a flock of nrliite doves i 
towards their dovecote ' (Matthew Arnold). 

P. a8i. < Who is this that cometh from Edom, with djed 
fiomBosrah?' In this passage, which is < a kind of short drasia*' 
sublime grandeur,' as Matthew Arnold justly calls It, the 
represents God Himself as returning, with blood-stahied 
from executing vengeance on Edom. The passage is hi the tern of < 
dialogue between the Prophet and God. In the second half of 
passage (' I will mention the lovingkindnesses of the Lord,' etc) 'i 
subject changes, and the Prophet, reverting to God's old 
towards Israel, supplicates for their renewal ' (Matthew Arnold). 

P. 290. ' The vision of Belahassar.' This is the subject of a weS- 
known poem of Byron's, which b^^ins: 

The King was on his throne. 

The Satraps thronged the hall ; 
A thousand bright lamps shone 

O'er that high festival 

P. 294. ' His windows being open in his chamber toward Jerasaleaif 
he kneeled upon his knees,' etc. John Bright, whose imagination was 
saturated with Biblical imagefy, made use of this passage in a speech 
delivered at Dublin in x866: < You will recollect that when the andeot 
Hebrew prophet prayed in his captivity he prayed with his window 
open towards Jerusalem. You know that the followers of Mobammed, 
when they pray, turn their frures towards Mecca. When the hirii 
peasant asks for food, and freedom, and blessing, his eye follows the 
setting son; the asphmtions of his heart reach beyond the wide Atlantic 
and in ajfkit he grasps hands with the great Republic of the West' 

P. 297. 'The march of the locusts.' In this passage the prophet hss 
given us a vivid and impressive description (doubtless drawn from the 
life) of a great host of locusts on the march. For some weeks alter 
they are hatched, the young locusts are unable to fly, and their mode 
of progression is either by crawling or hopping. But when folly 
matured they develop a pair of large wings and take to flight A 
week or ten days after birth, while they are still in the amwUng or 
hopping stage, the young locusts begin to gather in companies of 
various sizes and set forth in quest of food. Mr. S. Brown, the 
RngHsh engineer who directed the operations against the locusts is 
Cyprus and succeeded in extirpating them in that isbmd, has thns 
described their march : ' They usually commence the day's march when 
the sun is well up, at from nine to ten o'clock, and halt some tine 
before sunset Thdr movements are, however, exceedingly capridom, 
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as on a cold, cloudy day, or with a strong: wind blowing, they hardly 
move at alL The distance travelled daily varies greatly. I have been 
told by experienced men that a column of locusts has been known to 
march as £ur as two miles. From my own observation I should be 
disposed to fix one mile as a day's maximum march, and the average 
rate is veiy much less than that. 

' A great army of locusts on the march is an impressive sight. I 
have firequently ridden across vast columns a mile or more broad, and 
from two to three miles long— the whole area literally alive with insect 
life. Each individual is moved by a common impulse which causes 
the whole column to advance in the same direction. The locusts are 
not, however, equally distributed over the whole surface, for wherever 
a road or path or a dry watercourse presents a line of least resistance 
they are not slow to take advantage of the track and swarm down it 
in a dark-coloured and apparently never-ending stream. I do not 
know what causes determine the dhrection of their journey ; but one 
thing is certain, that they do not follow any fixed rule, as they 
frequently change their line of march. No natural obstacles seem to 
discourage them. I have seen them swarming over walls and houses 
and down the sides of precipices, and they throw themselves with 
seeming recklessness into running streams, ix^ien, although borne 
down by the current, they struggle across and land on the opposite 
bank some way down stream. They will invade a town or village, 
and even swarm into the houses, and a friend of mine assures me that 
on one occasion, in the village of Timbo, he could not keep them out 
of his bed. 

'A few days after the locusts have attahied the flying stage, 
wherever they are numerous they unite in vast swarms and fly to great 
distances. They are exceedingly voracious, both in the creeping and 
flying stages, but their depredations are most formidable after they 
fly, owing to the greater distances to which thqr travel, and the 
impossibility of any longer protecting crops from their attacks. They 
prefer the tender leaves and stalks of wheat and barley, or other 
succulent food, such as vegetables and the young leaves of the vine 
and cotton plant, but when these Csil, hardly anything edible comes 
amiss to them. They will then devour the leaves and bark of trees, 
and the com on the threshing-floor. • • . Owing to its insular position 
and comparatively small sise, it would appear that the swarms of 
flying locusts in Cyprus are not so numerous, nor is the distance 
traversed so great as on the mainland. I have, however, ridden 
through swarms several miles in length, when the insects were as 
thick as die flakes of a snowstorm. But I have never seen the sun 
darkened, as by an eclipse, as described by travellers in other lands.' 
Again, Mr. Brown writes: 'The town of Nicosia still retains its 
medifieval fortifications almost intact. The ** Mur d'endente " encloses 
an area of almost perfect geometrical form, eleven bastions connected 
by walls, forming a polygon of about three miles hi drcuit. The 
walls rise from 20 to 30 feet above the ditch, but this formidable 
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defence, vHiidit if wen gmnled, would have kept out an faootile

«ent ' (S), p. 3x7). 

P. 305. ' He had horns condng oat of his hand.' ' He bad tajfs 
coming forth from his hand,' R.V. 

P. 905. 'According to the oaths of the tribes, even thy word.' 'Tlie 
oaths to the tribes were a sure word,' R.V. According to Kanhffich, 
the Hebrew text is here corrupt and unintelligible. 

P. 305. ' Even for sslvation with thine anointed.' ' For the salva- 
tion of thine anomted,' R. V. 

P. 305. ' Thou woundedst the head out of the house of the wicked, 
'Thou didst smite off the head from the house of the wicked,' R.V. 
(marginal reading). 

P. SOS' 'Thou didst strike through vrith his staves the head of his 
villages.' ' Thou didst pierce with his own staves the head of his 
warriors,' R.V. 

P. 905. 'That I might rest in the day of trouble: 

When he cometh up unto the people, he will invade them 
with his troops.' 

In the R.V. the passage runs thus : 

'That I should rest hx the day of trouble, 
When it cometh up agahist the people which invadeth 
him in troops.'

On the boundless Eastern pasture, so different 
from the narrow meadows and dyked hillsides with which we are 
fomiliar, the shepherd is indispensable. "With us, sheep are often left 
to themselves ; but I do not remember ever to have seen in the East a 
flock of sheep without a shepherd. In such a landscape as Judaea, 
where a day's pasture is thinly scattered over an unfenced tract of 
country, covered with delusive paths, still frequented by wild beasts, 
and rolling off faito the desert, the man and his character are indii^ 
pensable. On some high moor, across which at night the hyenas 
howl, when yon meet hhn, sleepless, £u>sighted, weather-beaten, 
armed, leaning on his staff, and looking out over his scattered sheep, 
every one of them on his heart, yon understand why the shepherd of 
Jnd«a wpnng to the front in his people's history ; why they gave his 
name to their Ung, and made him the lymbol of Providence ; why 
Christ took him as tiie type of self-sacrifice. 

' Sometimes we enjoyed our noonday rest beside one of these Judcan 
wells, to which three or four shepherds came down with their flocks. 
The flopks mixed with each other, and we wondered how each shep- 
herd would get Us own again* But after the watering and the pay- 
ing were over, the shepherds one by one went up different sides of the 
valley, and each called out his peculiar call ; and the sheep of each 
drew out ^ the crowd to their own shepherd, and the flocks passed 
away as orderly as they came. ''The shepherd of the sheep, . • • 
when he pntteth forth his own sheep, he goeth before them, and the 
sheep follow him, for th^ know Us voice, and a stranger will they not 
follow. I am the Good Shepherd, and know My sheep, and am 
known of Mine." These words our Lord spake in Jud«a ' (G. A. 
Smith, 'The Historical Geography of the Holy Land,' p. 3x1 sqq.). 
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P. 357. * Peace I leave with you, my peace I give noto yon: not as 
the world giveth give I unto yon.' SimOaily Epictetns (< D Iml i U- 
tiona,' iiL 13. 10 aqq.) contrasts Caesar's peace, or the ontwaitl peace 
of the world, with the inward peace of philosophy. ' For behold the 
great peace which Caesar gives ns. There are no more wars nor 
fightings nor bands of robbers and pirates. A man may safely 
jomney and sail at all times from east to west Can Caesar then 
give tts peace from fever? from fire, or earthqaake, or thtmderfoolt? 
ay, or from love ? He cannot. From sorrow ? He cannoL From 
envy? He can give ns peace from none of these things. Bnt pfaSo- 
sophy promises to give ns peace even from these. What saitfa it? 
" If ye give heed nnto me, O men, wlieresoever ye are, wbatsoevtr ye 
do, ye shall feel neither pain, nor anger, nor necessity, nor Inndnuiice, 
bnt ye shall live nnharmed and free from them all." This peace, a 

proclaimed not hj Caesar (for how conld he proclaim it ?) but by God 
throngh reason, may well snifice for a man when he is alone, smng 
and considering that, ** Now no evil can befall me ; for me there is 
no robber, no earthqnake : all things are full of peace and of tran- 
qnillity.'

P. 370. 'Abide with ns : for it is toward evening, and the day isfiur 
spent' These words strike the keynote of what is periiaps tiie 
most beautifhl hymn in onr langnage: 

Abide with me I fast faHa the eventide ; 

The darkness deepens ; Lord, with me abide I 

P. 371. 'And aU that sat In the conncO, looking sted&stly oa 
him, saw his fisce as it had been the &ce of an angeL' Bnrke 
describes as follows the scene in the Honse of Commons whea the 
repeal of the American Stamp Act was carried (the member vriio 
moved the repeal was General Conway): * I remember, sir, with a 
melancholy pleasnre, the situation of the hononrable gentleman who 
made the motion for the repeal ; In that crisis, vihea the whole trading 
interest of this empire, crammed into yonr lobbies, with a tremUIng 
and amdons eacpectation, waited, almost to a winttf's retain of light, 
their fiate from your resolutions. When, at length, yoa had deter^ 
mined in their £avonr, and your doora thrown open, showed them tlie 
figure of thefr deliverer in the well-earned triumph of his Impoftant 
victory, from the whole of that grave multitude there arose an involnn- 
tary burst of gratitude and transport Thqr Jumped upon him like 
children on a long absent^father. Thty dung about him u captives 
about thefr redeemer. All England, all America, johied in his 
applause. Nor did he seem insensible to the best of all earthly 
rewards, the love and admiration of his feOow-citisens. Hope 
elevated and joy brightened his crest I stood near him ; and his fiue, 
to use the expression of the Scripture of the first martyr, his face was 
as if it had been the fue of an angel ' (' Speech on American Tasa* 
Uon*).

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P. 3S5. * For onr light aflUctfon, which is but for a moment, worketh 
for OS a £eur more exceeding^ and eternal weight of glory.' The 
thonght is the same in Bernard of Clngny's hymn : 

Hie breve vivitur, hie breve plangitnr, hie breve fletur :

P. 390. < "Whose names are in the book of life.' 

There is a book 
By seraphs writ with beams of heavenly light. 
On which the eyes of God not rarely look, 
A chronicle of actions just and bright : 
There all thy deeds, my foithful Naiy, shine. 
And since thou own'st that praise, I spare thee mine. 

(Cowper, ' To Mrs. Unwin.*) 

P. 396. ' My brethren, count it all joy when ye fall into divers 
temptations; knowing this, that the trying of your iidth worketh 
patience,' etc. *l cannot praise a fugitive and cloister'd virtue, 
unezerds'd and unbreath'd, that never sallies out and sees her 
adversary, but slinks out of the race, where that immortal garland 
is to be run for not without dust and heat. Assuredly we bring not 
innocence into the world, we bring impurity much rather : that which 
purifies us is trial, and trial is by what is contrary ' (Milton, * Areopa- 
gitica*). 

P. 398. ' Now are we the sons of God . . . And every man that 
hath this h6pe in him pnrifiebh himself.' We may compare Epictetus, 
* Dissertations,' ii. 8. zz sqq. : <Thou art a particle of God ; thou hast 
a portion of Him in thyself. How comes it then that thou art 
ignorant of thy noble birth? How is it that thou knowest not 
whence thou camest? . • . Miserable man, thou bearest about God 
with thee and knowest it not. Thinkest thou I mean a god of sQver 
or gold hung on thy body? Thou carriest him within thee, and per- 
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cehrest not that thoa dost pcdhite him by fonl thongfats and 
actioiis. In the presence of God's hoage thon wonldest not dare to do 
any of those things that thon doest ; and yet wlien God is present in 
thee and seeth all things and heareth all things, thon art not ••Jf-w.it 
to think these thoughts and to do these deeds.' Maicns Anrelins sa^s 
(iiL x6) that it hi a mark of a good man * not to defile the diviniiytfaat 
lodges in his breast.' 

P. 406. ' Every man that striveth for the mastery is tenqierate in all 
things. Now they do it to obtain a corrnptible crown.' Co nipni e 
Epictetns, 'Enchiridion,' 2g: 'Wonld yon win an Oljrmpic victory? 
. . . Yon nmst lead an orderiy life, eat q;>aringly, abstain from dainties^ 
take hard exercise, at fixed times, in heat, in cold ; yon must drink no 
iced drinks nor wine at pleasore : in a word yon must give your- 
self np to your trainer as to a physician. Then in the content jron 
must be prepared to roU in the dnst, to dislocate an arm, to sprain an 
ankle, to swallow mnch sand, to be struck, and after all perJiapa to 
be vanquished.' 
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
